Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 o’clock noon, the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by the 
Honorable Sam W. Mitchell, Secretary of State of the State of Montana. 


At the request of the Secretary of State, Reverend C. E. Gauer, Cas- 
cade County, gave the invocation. 


The Secretary of State then appointed John J. Jewell of Judith Basin 
County, Temporary Chief Clerk, Hilda Richeson of Carbon County, Tem- 
porary Journal Clerk, and Horace Casey of Silver Bow, Temporary Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. 


The Clerk called the roll. All members were present. 


Certificates of election were presented and the Honorable John A. 
Matthews, having been introduced by the Secretary of State, administered 
the following oath: 


“I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support, protect and de- 
fend the Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office as a 
member of the House of Representatives of the Legislative Assembly of

law; and I have not knowingly violated any election law of this state, or 
procured it to be done by others in my behalf; that I will not knowingly 
receive, directly, or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing for the 
performance or non-performance of any act or duty pertaining to my office 
other than the compensation allowed by law, SO HELP ME GOD.”

On motion of Masterson, report adopted. 


The Speaker appointed Haight, Chapman and Leavitt to invite the 
Honorable Senate to sit in Joint Session with the House. 


A committee from the Senate advised that the Senate was ready to go 
into Joint Session. 


President Pro Tem of the Senate in the Chair. 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. The Chief 
Clerk of the House called a roll of the House. A quorum of both Houses 
being present, the Joint Session convened. 


It was moved by Senator Sparling, duly seconded and carried, that a 
committee of five be appointed to notify his Excellency, the Governor, that 
the members of the Senate and House were in Joint Session and ready to 
hear his message. Thereupon, President Pro Tem Eaton appointed Senators 
Sparling and Parkin; Representatives Byrne, Moss and Rolph as such com- 
mittee. 


His Excellency, Governor Cooney, then appeared and on being escorted 
to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by President Pro Tem Eaton and 
delivered the following message to the members of the Senate and House: 


To the Members of the Twenty-fourth Legislative Assembly: 


At the beginning of your deliberations it is my pleasure to greet you 
as fellow laborers in the state economic workshop, and my duty to advise 
you as to the material condition of the state and make such recommenda- 
one as may seem essential to the present and future good of the common- 
wealth. 


After careful consideration of the needs of all departments, boards and 
institutions, the State Board of Examiners, in its capacity as a Budget 
Board, is submitting for your consideration a balanced budget for the first 
time since the enactment of the budget law in 1919. The budget bill 
shows not only the proposed appropriations but the revenue estimated to 
be derived from the various sources with which to meet the appropriations. 


Laws are effective only to the extent of the financial provisions made 
for their execution. In the past some departments have not been able to 
function fully because of inadequate appropriations. The revenues as shown 
in the proposed budget bill were estimated on the basis of the general 
revenue laws in effect as of June 30, 1934, as shown on pages 11 to 14 of 
the budget. Should conditions improve to the point where the revenue from 
these sources increase, the excess will apply on the existing overdraft. 


The present general fund overdraft is now about $1,800,000.00. This 
is due to the following causes: A half-mill reduction in the ad valorem 
tax; inadequate provision for the establishment of liquor stores, from 
which source a large amount of revenue is expected; the impounding in 
advance each year of approximately $350,000.00 of General Fund Revenue 
for the payment of principal and interest of Montana refunding bonds; the 
cost of the Extraordinary Session called for the enactment of relief meas- 
ures, and the reallocation of certain general fund income to provide for 
emergency relief. 
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During the past eighteen months the University millage fund overdraft 
has been materially reduced and we have high hopes that by the end of the 
current fiscal year this fund will be approximately out of the red. After 
due consideration you may feel that the levy of three mills may with safety 
be reduced to 2% mills for the support of the University group. 


In this connection it should be said that the general fund and the Uni- 
versity millage fund are the only funds showing an overdraft. 


Chapter 105, Session Laws of 1938, provided that the net profits from 
the operation of State Liquor Stores should be distributed as follows: One- 
half to the general fund of the state and one-half to the counties. Chapter 
57, Laws of the Extraordinary Session of 1933-34, amended the original stat- 
ute and allocated the money on the following basis; one-half of the net 
profits to the general fund and one-half to the emergency relief fund, this 
basis to continue to February first, 1935, at which time the fifty per cent 
to emergency relief will be discontinued and will be allocated to the counties 
in the proportion the population of each county bears to the total popula- 
tion of the state, based on the last United States census. 


Should the provisions of this law be continued by reenacting the pro- 
visions for distribution so that the emergency relief may participate, we 
will be in a position to give due consideration to the requirements for fur- 
ther emergency relief. . 


I believe that from the brief picture here presented you will be im- 
pressed by the satisfactory financial condition of the state. Our bonded 
indebtedness is approximately $8,000,000 aside from the highway deben- 
tures, which will be taken care of by the five-cent gasoline tax. With 
continued care one seems justified in the feeling that the financial situa- 
tion of the state will greatly improve during the next two years. 


Water Conservation 


For more than forty years it has been my firm conviction that next to 
its study, industrious citizenry the greatest asset of the State of Montana 
is its abundant water supply. It is my greatest ambition to inaugurate and 
carry out a program for the conservation of the waters of the state. To 
inaugurate such a program was one of the primary purposes for which an 
Extraordinary Session of the Legislative Assembly was convened in 1988. 
During the past two years Montana not only suffered the calamities di- 
rectly resulting from lack of moisture, but the collapse of business through- 
out the United States resulted in unemployment and distress in this state. 
To furnish relief to the needy it was necessary to call the Extraordinary 
Session. Montana owes a debt of gratitude to President Roosevelt and 
the National Administration for the assistance furnished the people in this 
time of distress. 


For seventy years Montana has poured into the lap of the Nation 
many millions of wealth from its natural resources. Gold, silver, copper, 
lead and other minerals have been produced from rich deposits and given 
as our contribution to national progress. Those values have depleted the 
natural resources and can never be replaced. Divine Providence gener- 
ously placed in our valleys fertile lands which need but the application of 
our bounteous water supply to blossom as the rose and to furnish to labor 
and industry all things necessary for a comfortable existence. Montana 
has furnished, and will in the future furnish the nation millions in wealth 
from the cattle and sheep grazing on our foothills and plains. 


Some of our fellow-citizens residing in more densely populated sections 
have suggested that Montana is unfit for agriculture and incapable of sus- 
taining a prosperous and contented people; that large portions of its popu- 
lation should be removed from the state and made to migrate and seek 
homes (without a suggestion of when or how) in other sections of the 
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country. In fact, some have suggested the conversion of Montana into 
Indian reservations and that further aid from the Federal Government be 
denied. Be not deceived if you entertain the thought that such suggestions 
are not being seriously considered. 


The condition presents two alternatives to the people of the state. The 
one which comes from without is the removal of many of our best citizens— 
a course not only possible of fulfillment, but which might become a neces- 
sity, unless we who are familiar with our resources meet the situation 
which confronts us. The problem presents these questions: Shall Montana 
admit suggested failure? Are our vast resources insufficient properly to 
house, feed and support our people? Those who pioneered the state, who 
suffered privation that others might enjoy its bounteous resources, all cry 
No! None will concede that those unfamiliar with this commonwealth shall 
be permitted to force Montanans to become homeseekers in strange and 
unsuited places. An aroused public conscience and a determined Montana 
pride can and will solve every problem presented. 


During the Extraordinary Session of 1933-34 there was enacted a law 
creating a Water Conservation Board and authorizing the borrowing of 
funds from the government of the United States without rendering the 
state liable for the repayment of such loans. Immediately after the pas- 
sage of this Act I made application to the President that sufficient funds 
be allocated to carry out the projects necessary to the state’s welfare. I 
received the fullest cooperation and the President’s assurance that the nec- 
essary public funds would be made available. The difficulty in the secur- 
ing of funds for these projects is little appreciated by those who have not 
worked in the difficult financing of irrigation systems. The necessary 
finances could be secured from no private source nor has any previous 
administration in the history of the United States ever shown the sym- 
pathy, understanding and willingness in this great program that has been 
shown by the President. 


We have offered to the Federal Government a new form of security. 
The delays in connection with the execution of the program have been such 
as are necessary in the preparation, presentation and consummation of one 
so vast and important. We are enlisted on a program which cannot be 
completed or fairly started within a year. Its completion will require years. 


We have reached a point where success is clearly indicated, in that the 
construction of important projects will be soon begun, and the full cooper- 
ation of every member of this Assembly and every citizen of the State of 
Montana is absolutely necessary to the consummation of the program. 
Additional reason for Federal aid at this particular time is that if these 
contemplated projects be hastened and construction work immediately com- 
menced, the furnishing of materials and labor necessary for the construc- 
tion of the projects will give employment to the citizens of this state, tak- 
ing the place of relief measures. 


The construction of public buildings, municipal improvements or even 
highways cannot take the place of a vast reclamation program. Public 
works in the nature of flood control and reclamation will restore prosperity 
to the state during the construction period and their completion will insure 
a continuous prosperity thereafter. 


We have a cause which we may with confidence present to the Federal 
Government. We must do our part. Now is the time, and the only time, 
when it is possible to move forward to complete fulfillment of our plans. 


Already the construction of a dam at Fort Peck has meant labor for 
many of our citizens, with great irrigation possibilities for the future. 
Along the Musselshell valley we have secured from the Federal Government 
assistance in the construction of the Dead Man’s Basin Canal, a project 
which should restore prosperity to the people of several counties in the very 
heart of the state. 
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Our water conservation program includes projects of three different 
types, although the different classes tend to commingle. There are the 
large projects similar to Fort Peck and the Big Horn, vast reclamation 
projects which will carry water from some of the largest rivers in the 
state. These projects involving flood control are naturally works for con- 
struction and control by the United States Government. Their completion 
is essential to the welfare of our people and of the entire Mississippi valley. 


A second type of projects, such as the Rock Creek project in Carbon 
county, are smaller in character and, I believe, can best be constructed 
through a state agency. To this end the Water Conservation Board has 
labored during the past year. With initial success the preliminary work 
has been carried out. Negotiations are being carried on with the Federal 
Government and the activities of this board during the ensuing two years 
will doubtless mean the commencement and completion of some of the most 
important systems within the state. A large number of projects have been - 
presented to the board during the year. Many have been investigated and 
important engineering work has been done upon the following:

Before any project may receive Federal aid it is necessary that a 
thorough investigation be made, to determine the amount of land that can 
be irrigated, the cost of construction, whether the benefits will be suffici- 
ent to justify such construction, and that the expense of repayment can 
be borne by those benefited. 


On the Rock Creek project we confidently expect to receive a grant 
from the Federal Government, but except for such grants, when and if 
given, the projects must be made to bear their own construction and main- 
tenance cost. Without Federal aid or some other method of financing this 
work cannot go on. 


Negotations in this respect have not progressed as rapidly as we antici- 
pated. The value of the preliminary work cannot be underestimated and at 
present there appears to be no feasible plan possible to bring about the 
desired results except through a continuance of the work of the State 
Water Conservation Board. 


A third type of projects include smaller ones to be constructed by one 
person or by a small number who will benefit therefrom. As a relief meas- 
ure the Federal Government is doing a most important and valuable work 
in this respect. In this work also the State of Montana should fully coop- 
erate. We find in many localities even in periods when rainfall is lacking, 
persons who have by means of a small irrigating system continued to pros- 
per year after year. Their success shows the value and possibilities of 
this type. The construction of these projects is among the most important 
things before the people of the state. We must by means of appropriate 
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and carefully prepared legislation and by the appropriation of the neces- 
sary funds provide for such projects in order.that the state itself may do 
its full part in cooperation with the Federal Government in these vast 
undertakings. 


The construction of small dams by the Water Conservation Board for 
one farmer or a group of farmers will bring prosperity at their present 
locations to many of our citizens. Neither private capital nor government 
financing offer an adequate method of securing the funds to construct such 
dams. The building of these dams is so important a part of the planned 
rehabilitation of the state that means must be furnished for their construc- 
tion. I therefore recommend that five hundred thousand dollars be appro- 
priated to be loaned to the farmers through the Water Conservation Board 
for the construction of small dams, not to cost more than ten thousand 
dollars for any one project; this appropriation to constitute a revolving 
fund to be repaid to the state by the persons benefited by such projects, 
and the repayment thereof to be secured by mortgaging only projects them- 
selves, and the water impounded. 


This water conservation program is the one great subject for your 
legislation and approval which will restore prosperity to the state. In con- 
junction with legislation and action by the Federal Government, all legis- 
lation required by that government in connection with the program should 
be adopted and such appropriations made for the purpose as will demon- 
strate to Washington the wholehearted determination of the state of Mon- 
tana to carry through this program. It is the only plan that will furnish 
labor to our people during the construction period, reduce the number of 
people requiring relief and continue to furnish opportunities for employ- 
ment greater than the construction labor possibilities for many years to 
come. 


I am in receipt of a letter from President Roosevelt suggesting that 
certain legislation be enacted, which is described in his letter as follows: 


(1) Simplification of the procedure for the authorization and financ- 
ing by municipalities of public-works projects by some amendments to 
Chapter 24 of the laws enacted at the Extraordinary Session, 1938-34, and 
extending that law for a two-year period. 


(2) Creation of municipal improvement authorities without power to 
tax, but with power to issue bonds payable solely from the income of 
revenue-producing improvements, such as water, sewer and electric light 
and power systems. 


(8) Authorizing municipalities to engage in slum clearance, in- 
cluding condemnation of necessary lands and the construction, operation 
and maintenance of low-cost housing, to make contributions therefor, and 
to enter into contract with the Federal Government in connection there- 
with. 


(4) Providing for the creation of non-profit public benefit corpora- 
tions or agencies to provide for the electrification of rural communities 
with the assistance of the Federal Government. 


(5) Validation of bonds and other obligations heretofore issued by 
municipalities for public-works projects and sold to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


In the same communication I was advised that if such legislation 
was desired and the President were so notified he would request Admin- 
istrator Ickes to have the necessary bills prepared. 


I recommend the adoption of these measures and have written the 
President requesting that Adminstrator Ickes prepare the measures ap- 
propriate for these purposes. 
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Safety on Highway 


Montana, unhappily, is already beginning to pay the gruesome penalty 
that seems to be the portion of every State that reaches satisfactory im- 
provement in its public roads. No sooner have we, after longer years of 
struggle, puiled ourselves out of the mud than the spector of death comes 
to hover over our roads and threaten all who desire to use them. Statis- 
tics reveal that during the fiscal year just closed there were in this 
state more than two hundred deaths from automobile accidents—a grisly 
aggregate almost twice that of the year preceding. 


Sometimes the people somewhere build tracks whereon speed contests 
are held and where the public may gamble on the result, but I am persuaded 
that the whole people do not construct highways with the thought that 
they shall be converted into speedways whereon the roadhog, the speed 
demon and the drunken driver may gamble with death. We may not hope 
entirely to eliminate the danger of fatalities on our improved roads, but 
I am persuaded that we may by proper safeguards greatly reduce the 
terrifying toll that is at present being taken. To this end I heartily favor 
the establishment of a State Highway Patrol in Montana, and most 
earnestly recommend that you give your best thought to the establish- 
ment of such a bureau of safety for the good of the users of our high- 
ways. 


It is not expected, of course, that Montana may be able to embark 
on this new work with the elaborate set-up that exists in many of our 
older and more populous states, but we should find it possibile to make a 
respectable beginning in this regard. The people of the state who wish 
to use our roads for pleasure or business with a minimum of danger are 
entitled to this protection. Which can come only through you, and I am 
convinced that the establishment of a patrol, one that is clothed with all 
necessary authority, will act as a powerful deterrent and result in a sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of fatalities, Montana, having emerged 
from the mud of the dirt-road days, wants also to emerge from the ugly 
columns ot the vital statistics department. 


Manifestly, with the institution of the patrol system there should 
be provision for periodical inspection of motor vehicles, inasmuch as many 
of our accidents are believed to be due to bad brakes, poor lights or other 
mechanical faults. The owner who takes proper care of his car is en- 
titled to this protection from the careless owner, and I am confident that 
out of the experience of other states you will be able to frame statutes 
that will prove beneficial without being burdensome to anyone. 


The Banking Department 


Reports filed with me by the State Examiner and ex officio Super- 
intendent of Banks show clearly that under the superintendency.of Mr. 
Frank H. Johnson this state is receiving loyal and efficient service in both 
departments. Since the bank holiday of 1933 the entire bank structure 
has undergone a radical change. Our Banking Department has, with un- 
tiring work and full cooperation on the part of the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Cooperation placed all state banks, with two exceptions, under 
the deposit insurance plan of the Federal Government. 


There has not been one state bank failure in Montana since the bank 
holiday, a period of almost two years. Of the seven banks placed under 
restriction four have been reopened under sound reorganization and are 
operating with approval and to the satisfaction of their respective com- 
munities. The three banks still under restriction are reorganizing and 
are expected to resume unrestricted business within a period of sixty days. 


The liquidation of closed banks has gone forward in a successful man- 
ner, despite trying conditions. This department operates under the juris- 
diction of the District Courts of the state and has cooperated with the debt 
conciliation committees set up in each county. 


STATE OF MONTANA 11 


From Honorable Leo Crowley, Chairman of the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation, Washington, D. C., I have received a letter in which 
he has expressed his hearty appreciation of our State Banking Depart- 
ment because of its efficient service in bringing the Montana banks under 
the insurance plan. 


Here I desire to say that this insuring of deposits is one of the out- 
standing acts of the present Federal Administration. 


No building and loan association has failed in this state during the 
past two years. Two associations have gone into voluntary liquidation and 
one of these is reorganizing at this time. The Superintendent of Banks 
reports that his examiners have given particular attention to the build- 
ing and loan situation during the past year so as to relieve investing stock- 
holders and to assist the associations to get off their registration as rapidly 
as possible. 


In the department of the State Examiner there are employed four 
county examiners and one assistant, who have the examination of between 
600 and 700 departments of state, including counties, cities, towns, etc. 
With this limited force the work of advising and assisting County Treas- 
urers and other officials is carried forward. 


Under the Superintendent of Banks all state banks, building and 
loan associations, and credit unions are examined with the usual force of 
four examiners. 


Because of the limited appropriations at the regular session of the 
assembly, the State Examiner reported he could not maintain this force 
and balance the budget of his office. For seven months of 1934 this de- 
partment operated with only one bank examiner. The necessary task 
could not have been accomplished except for assistance from the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, and this assistance may not again be 
available. 


Appropriations ample for the complete operation of this department 
are earnestly recommended. 


State Land Department 


In his report for the biennium ended June 30, 1934, Mr. I. M. Brand- 
jord, Commissioner of Lands and Investments, whose zeal for the welfare 
of the department that is so closely associated with the good of our com- 
mon schools is known of all who have had business dealing with that de- 
partment, calls attention to the fact that at the close of the last fiscal 
year the department had more than $4,370,000.00 invested in state farm 
mortgage loans. Not one loan has been made since December, 1925, but the 
greater portion of the loans theretofore made remain unpaid and are hope- 
lessly delinquent. The Commissioner quotes Section 3 of Article XI of 
the State Constitution, which says that “such public school fund shall 
forever remain inviolate, guaranteed by the state against loss or diver- 
sion,” and he renews the department recommendation that the Legislative 
Assembly enact legislation acknowledging the state’s indebtedness to the 
public school permanent fund for the amount actually invested in these 
loans and make provisions for the annual payment of interest at a fixed 
rate and the systematic payment of the principal itself. There are now 
1949 loans unpaid and the state has taken title to the land in 1114 of 
these. The accumulated delinquent interest aggregates approximately 
$1,500,000.00. 


The Commissioner suggests that coal, oil, gas and other minerals 
should be reserved in the mortgaged lands to approximately the same ex- 
tent as they are reserved in other state lands. This was the case under 
a former statute, but an amendment to the then existing statute was made 
in 1929, whereby the reservation clause was eliminated. “The discovery 
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of oil or gas in large quantities in one single tract of mortgage land,” he 
says in all truth. “might do considerable towards reimbursing the state for 
its losses.” 


It is further pointed out that the Assembly of 1933 made no appro- 
priation for the field service of the department except for the chief field 
agent and one stenographer. Because the chief has all of the work he 
can attend to in the office, the department has had no field men during 
the last fiscal year and the work has suffered accordingly. There are 
more than six thousand agricultural and grazing leases outstanding, and it 
seems obvious that so great an estate cannot be properly administered 
without a number of men in the field. 


These facts will be at your disposal in far greater detail during the 
session, and I commend them to your serious consideration. This is one 
of the great revenue-producing departments of the state and because of its 
importance to the schools it deserves and should have every attention to 
the end that it may be provided with adequate legislation and appropria- 
tions for its proper functioning. 


State Liquor Stores 


For little more than a year Montana has been in the liquor business 
through the medium of state-owned stores, and while the returns have 
not been as great as some of the more enthusiastic liquor advocates pre- 
dicted, it is apparent that these stores have gone far toward demonstrating 
the wisdom of the law under which they are being operated. 


At the beginning the Liquor Control Board was handicapped because 
the Assembly had given it a line of credit amounting to only $25,000.00 
and appropriated only $100,000.00 for the establishment and operation of 
the stores. Under these conditions the board was compelled to feel its 
way along a hitherto untried path, starting with only four stores and 
gradually adding to this number as its finances warranted. In this way 
the business has expanded until there are now one hundred fifteen stores 
in operation. Detailed reports of the operations of the board will be 
furnished the members of the Assembly, so that I need do no more here 
than summarize the work of the past year. From the profits of the stores 
the $100,000.00 appropriation has been repaid to the state, together with 
interest to the state in the sum of $2,430.09. In addition, the sum of 
$5,000.00 has been paid into the general fund of the state and a similar 
sum has been distributed to the relief fund. A statement of operations to 
November 30, last shows a net profit of more than $578,000.00, and a con- 
servative estimate of the business for December warrants the belief that 
the net profits up to the beginning of the year 1935 will reach the sum of 
$650,000.00. I am firmly of the belief that the net profits for the calendar 
year 1935 will reach at least one million dollars. 


The contrast between the existing system and the old open saloon 
plan is so great that most people must see and appreciate the improve- 
ment. 


So long as the liquor business is to be carried on I am convinced that 
the state-store system is the best plan yet evolved. However, the ex- 
perience of the past year has shown me that the permit system is of no 
particular value, and I therefore recommend that it be abolished. 


Salary Adjustments 


While this does not seem a time for suggestions as to increases of 
salaries in the state service, there are still a few instances in which good 
judgment would seem to dictate readjustment or increase. You are all 
no doubt familiar with the situation that has arisen in connection with the 
salaries of the members of the Supreme Court, a case that has been taken 
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into the courts for determination. For many years the compensation of 
justices has been paid under two designations; one purely as salary and 
the other as remuneration for the reporting of decisions of the court, the 
total being $7,500.00 a year. It is my belief that no one will object to a 
straight salary of that sum for the men whom we elevate to seats on this 
most important tribunal, and in order that the question may never again 
be raised I am moved to recommend that the law be so changed as to 
make the salary of members of the court $7,500.00 a year. 


Experience of nearly two years has convinced me that the salary of 
$4,500.00 now paid the Attorney General is not commensurate with the 
varied duties and responsibilities imposed upon him by the law. Heisa 
member of virtually all of the first grade boards which have a hand in 
the administration of our affairs and in addition must direct the activi- 
ties of an office that is at all times at the call of certain officials through- 
out the state. It is true that he is permitted assistance in some of this 
work, but in the board work there can be no one to take his place, and his 
alone is the responsibility. Anyone who has opportunity to observe the 
volume of work that is carried by the Attorney General must conclude that 
he is an overworked and underpaid official. The salary carried by this 
important office should be such as to make the position appeal to the best 
talent of the legal profession, and in the hope that you may feel inclined 
to act in behalf of an official who has so many burdens imposed upon him 
I recommend that the salary of the Attorney General be increased to 
$6,000.00 a year. 


The department of the State Accountant is another that has impressed 
me with the amount of work required and the inadequacy of the salary 
paid to the head of the force. In the preparation of the budget and in 
keeping close watch upon the financial affairs of the state that office is 
a very valuable cog in the state’s machinery, and I feel that in justice to 
the responsible official at the head of the department his salary should be 
increased to at least $3,600.00 a year. 


Interest on State Deposits 


In the matter of state money on deposit a situation has arisen that is 
worthy of your most intelligent consideration. In a communication re- 
cently received from State Treasurer James J. Brett conditions in this 
regard are pointed out and suggestions are made looking to a remedy. Be- 
cause of the liquid condition of the banks, the meager demand for money, 
and the 2 1-2 per cent interest rate required by the state for money on de- 
posit, the Treasurer says, banks do not seek these funds. On the con- 
trary, they are reducing deposits and it was only after considerable urging 
by the Treasury Department that they agreed to handle any state funds 
during the past year. Despite these unusual conditions interest earnings 
for the year amounted to $33,000.00. 


At this time we have in Federal and certified checks about four mil- 
lion dollars which we are unable to deposit, and it is pointed out by the 
Treasurer that unless this session of the Assembly takes some action, 
either by way of reducing the present interest rate or allowing the State 
Depository Board to carry a percentage of this large balance in its own 
paper, a much more embarrassing situation is sure to arise. 


The Treasurer likewise calls attention to the fact that under the ex- 
isting depository law the State of Montana cannot avail itself of the 
Federal insurance covering deposits. It seems eminently desirable that the 
state be permitted to secure the advantages of the Federal law. 


These are matters that closely affect the conduct of our financial af- 
fairs, and it is my recommendation that you enact such legislation as to 
you may seem desirable in the premises. 
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To Save the Home 


The loss of homes through foreclosure of mortgages and the sale of 
homes for delinquent taxes have been so great during the past few years 
as to reach the proportions of a catastrophe. All of us realize that every- 
thing possible should be done to save the homes of our people, and the 
subject is one worthy of your most earnest consideration. 


Our Constitution now requires the taxation of the small home in the 
same manner as all other property is taxed. In order to attain the end be- 
lieved to be desired by most people of the state I recommend that this 
Assembly authorize the submission of a constitutional amendment to pro- 
vide an exemption from taxation to the extent of $2,500.00 on real estate 
occupied by the owner and his family. 


State Institutions 


From reports which will be submitted to you and from investigations 
conducted by committees which your bodies will doubtless appoint, the con- 
dition of our penal, correctional and charitable institutions will be demon- 
strated. These have been carrying on for the last two years, some with 
reduced appropriations, as best they might, and it is believed that their 
conduct has been marked by ability and closest consideration by those in 
charge. The unfortunates who must be cared for by the state should have 
every aid possible with a view of reformation or cure of the ailment under 
which they are laboring. I commend these institutions to your wise atten- 
tion in order that they may be given all of the support which may be 
necessary for their proper administration. The more intelligent the care 
of these wards of the state, the greater the benefit to society as a whole. 


School for the State Prison 


From close and frequent observation of operations at the state prison 
I have concluded that a work of much ultimate benefit to prisoners and 
society alike might be performed by the establishment there of a school 
wherein those under sentence might receive instruction in classes conducted 
by trained teachers just as our youth are taught in the common schools of 
the state. There is no doubt that many of the prisoners would feel a 
lively personal interest in these classes, and there seems a probability that 
many of them would gain through such schooling a better outlook upon 
life and a training that would be of decided benefit to them after their 
terms had expired and they found themselves at liberty to go and come 
as they pleased among their fellows. If only a small percentage of them 
became interested and profited from the instruction given, it seems that 
the state would be much the gainer for having provided the school. Only 
a small proportion of the prison population are confirmed criminals, and 
those who are not might make a really valuable contribution to our state’s 
life because of the instruction received at a prison school. 


Believing this to be an experiment well worth while, I recommend that 
you give serious thought to the question of establishing such a school, to be 
instituted on a modest scale at the outset and afterwards expanded as ex- 
perience may demonstrate its value. 


Compenastion for Prisoners 


Permit me to recommend the setting up of some system of remunera- 
tion of prisoners at Deer Lodge who by reason of their good conduct and 
industry while serving time seem to deserve more consideration than is 
now given. There are certain seasons of the year when perhaps forty per 
cent of the population may be engaged in work on the state’s ranches and 
in other forms of employment from which the state reaps the benefit. In 
many cases the men doing time have been taken from their families and 
these latter have thus been left without a provider of the necessities of 
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life and therefore become charges upon the county wherein the crime was 
committed. 


It seems, particularly in cases such as these, that it would be more hu- 
manitarian and likely to return good dividends to the state in the long run 
if we could pay these men some compensation for their labor, this to be sent 
monthly to their families, or to be allowed to accumulate for payment upon 
the completion of the term. Many an offender, I believe, would emerge 
from the prison with a new sense of freedom and independence if he could 
walk out with a substantial sum in his pocket; and, best of all, he should be 
inclined to look back upon his ilfe within the walls from an entirely differ- 
ent angle. 


This is something wholly new in our treatment of the men who have 
gone wrong, but I believe that it is worth a trial and am therefore laying 
it before you in the hope that it may be seriously considered. 


Our Nepotism Law 


If one may gauge the success or failure of a statute by the number 
of complaints registered against it, then the nepotism law enacted at the 
regular session of the Assembly in 1933 must have failed, partially at least, 
in its purpose. It appears that virtually its only effect has been in the 
case of school teachers, some of whom have lost positions because of the 
presence of some relative on a board of school trustees or in the office of 
the County Superintendent of Schools, and I am told of a case in which the 
discharged teacher has been unable to secure employment at her life work 
since the law went into effect. 


Evidently the chief aim of the statute was to cure an ill that was at the 
time said to be affecting many of our counties. True, the statute makes 
it unlawful for any public officer to secure positions for his relatives by a 
“trade” with other officers, but manifestly it is extremely difficult to trace 
these “trades” to their source and enforce the law. Therefore it seems 


that the teaching profession is about the only one to feel the force of the 
provision. 


Being convinced that a hardship is being worked against one class 
of our citizens because of inequality of enforcement, I recommend the re- 
peal of Chapter 12 of the Laws of the Regular Session of the Twenty-third 
Legislative Assembly. 


The Seaway Treaty 


Repeated examination by national and international boards and com- 
missions has shown that opening of the Great Lakes for through move- 
ment of ocean-borne commerce of the heart of the North American Con- 
tinent will, to a large extent, overcome the handicap of the deep interior 
states, due to remoteness from the sea greatly accentuated by the opening 
of the Panama Canal and increase in rail rates. These boards and com- 
missions have found the project not only feasible from an engineering 
standpoint, but the cost to be small in proportion to benefits. 


The Legislative Assembly of 1919, by Concurrent Resolution, first asso- 
ciated Montana with the movement and in cooperation with some twenty 
other states, acting as a unit, through the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence Tide- 
water Association, has carried on investigation and research into the 
economic need and caused the Governments of the United States and Canada 
to study the economic, engineering and international phase, all of which 


resulted in the signing of a treaty by the United States and Canada on 
July 18, 1982. 


The President will re-submit the Seaway Treaty to the Senate of the 
74th Congress, and in view of the fact that this is the final battle in a 
long campaign of twenty-one states for economic justice I ask you give to 
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the Seaway Project and Seaway Treaty that early, careful consideration de- 
manded by its great importance to Montana, to the end that every means 
at your command may be exerted to insure ratification by the United States 
Senate in the early days of the present session. 


Emergency Conservation Work 


During 1934 three emergency conservation work camps were placed 
in national forests in Eastern Montana. Application has been made for 
several similar camps on state, county and city land and in national forests 
for 1935. Tentative approval has been given three of these camps and 
the President has asked that the state enact legislation providing that if 
as a result of the work the state derives a direct profit from the sale of 
the land or its products the proceeds will be divided equally between the 
state and the Federal Government until the state shall have paid for the 
work done at the rate of one dollar per man per day for the time spent on 
projects subject to a maximum of three dollars per acre. 


In view of the benefits which the State of Montana has received 
through the establishment of these camps, the President’s request seems 
just and reasonable and I urge that you enact the legislation he asks. 


Attachment of Wages 


Chapter 49 of the Laws of the Extraordinary Session of the Assembly, 
approved January 17, 1934, prohibited the garnishment of wages where 
the sum sued for is $10.00 or less. This Act was passed for the relief of 
the wage earner who since the beginning of the depression has found the 
going particularly rough. With the purpose of the measure I am heartily 
in accord, but it is my belief that the sum exempted from garnishment is 
not sufficiently liberal to accomplish much good for the worker who 
honestly endeavors to spread his meager paycheck out to take care of as 
many creditors as possible. In the hope of doing greater good to those who 
toil for their daily bread, I recommend that this Act be amended by mate- 
rially increasing the amount so protected. 


Aeronautics Commission 


Montana has become air-minded and there is a continually increasing 
use of our airways in the transportation of mails and passengers. During 
the past year approximately half a million dollars of Federal aid money 
has been spent in the state in the development of a comprehensive airport 
system under the supervision of the State Commissioner of Aeronautics, 
Mr. Fred B. Sheriff, whom I appointed and who has served without salary 
and without cost to the state. We now have about seventy-five landing fields 
for the convenience of the flying public. Only one state in the nation has 
done more than Montana in this development work and our position is at- 
tracting attention nationally. 


It seems quite desirable that the present session should adopt the uni- 
form code for aeronautics, which is the result of conferences for the past 
six years between the aviation committee of the American Bar Association 
and a special committee of state aviation officials. This is being presented 
to a large number of legislatures this winter and will be introduced here. 
This will provide for appointment of a commission, to serve without pay. 


We are a state of great distances and transportation by air seems 
to hold for us a most promising future, and as some form of intrastate 
regulation will be needed I recommend the enactment of the uniform code 
and a small appropriation that will permit the proposed commission to 
function efficiently. 


The Housing Act 


Within recent days there has come to me a letter from President Roose- 
velt calling attention to the fact that in virtually every state there is need 
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of certain legislation in order to make Titles II and III of the National 
Housing Act more effective. 


When your organization shall have been completed and your committees 
appointed I shall transmit this correspondence to you together with a 
copy of the measure suggested by the National Administration. This sub- 
ject is recommended to you for such action as may be necessary in order 
for us to meet the Federal Government in this particular. 


Codification of Our Laws 


Codification of the Laws of Montana was authorized by the last session 
of the Assembly. It is necessary to continue the work this year. The Code 
Commissioner has prepared bills to be submitted to this session to clear up 
ambiguities in existing laws, to further codification and to provide for the 
printing of the Codes. The Acts of the present Assembly must be in- 
cluded in the volumes and this will necessitate continuance of the Com- 
missioner’s labors through a good part of the year. A proper appropria- 
tion for the completion of the work and the printing of the Codes is recom- 
mended. 


The Code Commissioner will, early in the session, submit a detailed 
report for your information. 


Concluding 


Finally let me say that you come here with commissions directing you 
to serve your respective counties, but the commission is more compre- 
hensive than that. You are charged with the high duty of legislating 
for the welfare of the whole state as well, and as you decree wisely for 
the state just to that degree will you legislate for the weal of your home 
people. In doing this partisanship should have no place. I would not have 
any man forget or neglect his partisan connections but it is my belief that 
when the welfare of the citizens of all Montana is at stake the legislator 
who lays aside every vestige of party prejudice is the one who measures up 
most closely to the stature of a statesman. In a crisis like this, when the 
very existence of the state which we all love may be in the balance, no 
one of us can honestly afford to withhold approval from measures that are 
designed to promote the welfare of the state. With this idea in mind, I 
pass this promise to you: In every move made by this body tending to im- 
prove conditions in Montana and to further insure the well being of our 
people you may count on my heartist cooperation. I shall be glad to meet 
you at least half way, and shall not be influenced by political considerations. 
With a united effort toward this ideal you should make the Twenty-fourth 
Legislative Assembly one that will stand out in the history of Montana as 
epoch-marking.

REPORT OF PARONS, COMMUTATIONS AND REMISSIONS OF 
FINES, 1933-34. BY GOVERNOR ERICKSON 


Pardons 


FRANK GUNN—Toole county; murder second degree; sentenced 1931 
to 87 years and 4% months. Prisoner had an incurable malady, and on 
recommendation of three Justices of the Supreme court, the County At- 
torney and others a pardon was granted January 6, 1933. 


ELIJAH BESS—Stillwater county, murder; sentenced in October, 1919, 
to life term. Bess was nearly 70 years old and badly broken in health, 
and on January 12, 1983, a pardon was granted on condition that Bess go 
to his home in Missouri and never return to Montana. 


Commutations 


GERALD GREENO and SPIRY DOROLL—Carbon county; grand 
larceny; sentenced August 19, 1930, to eight years. Applications for 
clemency were supported by letters from Judge and County Attorney. On 
January 10, 1933, sentences were commuted to five years. . 


MYRTLE WAYNE and IRENE GUNN—Hill county; selling lquor 
to minors; sentenced January 3, 1933, to six months in county jail and fines 
of $250. Sixty days of sentence having been served and fine paid, and 
officials representing that there were no accomodations for women pris- 
oners, sentences were on February 2, 19338, cut to 60 days in jail. 
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BY GOVERNOR COONEY 
Pardons 


K. A. R. ANDERSON—Sweet Grass county; making false report to 
State Superintendent of Banks; sentenced December 2, 1931 to four years. 
Eleven jurors urged clemency and many citizens of Anderson’s commun- 
ity asked it. As he had always borne a good reputation and has served 
a year and a half, a pardon was granted May 9, 1938. 


JOHN LOGAN—Stillwater county; forgery and false statement to 
Superintendent of Banks; sentenced June 18, 1931, to two and five years, 
sentences to run concurrently. County Attorney recommended clemency 
and as Logan had pleaded guilty and had been a model prisoner at Deer 
Lodge, he was pardoned May 9, 1933. 


MARY EASTER—Beaverhead county; giving liquor to a minor; sen- 
tenced February 27, 1933, to six months in county jail and a fine of $250. 
Many citizens of Dillon asked that she be released, she being a poor woman 
with a minor child, and that no good could be done by further imprison- 
ment. She had recently undergone a major operation, and in considera- 
tion of all of the circumstancse it was deemed wise to interfere with the 
judgment of the court. She was pardoned May 9, 1933. 


OLIVER HUGS—Yellowstone; rape; sentenced September 26, 1932, to 
two years. Sentence was suspended; on recommendation of the Judge who 
sentenced him a pardon was granted to Hugs May 8, 1933. 


JOSE HERNANDEZ—Silver Bow; burglary; sentenced May 21, 1930, 
to ten years. He was in bad physical condition because of tuberculosis. 
May 10, 1933, a pardon was granted on condition that he be deported to 
Mexico. 


WRAY YEON—Hill county; second degree burglary; sentenced July, 
1932, to two years. The crime involved 30 gallons of gasoline. Yeon was 


only 22 years old and had an excellent prison record. A pardon was given 
him June 1, 1938. 


JOHN MORRISON—Yellowstone county; second degree murder; sen- 
tenced in November, 1924, to 25-50 years. Morrison was in serious condi- 
tion from cancer of the lung. Pardon was granted June 8, 19338. 


E. C. STOVER—Hill county; rape; sentenced November 30, 1929, to 
20 years. It was believed that there had been a miscarriage of justice in 
the case, and on October 25, 1933, a pardon was given Stover. 


ED POOR—Gallatin county; grand larceny; sentenced June 20, 1914, 
to two years; escaped after serving nearly a year; made his way east 
and under an assumed name enlisted in the American army, serving over- 
seas. He came back and settled in the middle west, married and has lived 
an upright life since. He was seriously ill and implored a pardon. This 
was granted October 27, 1938. 


R. C. REED—Phillips county; forgery; sentenced December, 1930, to 
seven years. He was a World War veteran and in order that he might 
receive much needed treatment at the Veterans’ hospital a pardon was 
given on November 7, 1933. 


‘WALTER SMITHERS—Cascade county; third degree assault; sen- 
tenced October 31, 1938, to six months in the county jail. Numerous peti- 
tions asked clemency for Smithers, who was a man with dependents. Par- 
doned November 15, 1983. 


SAM J. McNARY—Musselshell county; rape; sentenced June 9, 1923, 
to 25-50 years. McNary has reached the age of 80, and it was felt he 
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should be allowed to spend his remaining years outside the prison. Pardon 
was granted December 5, 1938. This was disapproved by the State Board 
of pardons. 


VIRGIL A. BURCH—Missoula county, subornation of perjury; sen- 
tenced in 1926 to 5-10 years. Sentence was commuted when he had served 
something more than a year; he reported regularly and finally his sen- 
tence was terminated. In order that his record might be cleared a par- 
don was granted January 22, 1934. 


MAH SAM HING—Silver Bow county; possessing narcotics; sen- 
tenced in June, 1930, to serve 5 years and pay $3,000.00 fine. He served 
half his sentence and had been paroled. He had served $430.00 of his 
fine and on January 24, 1934, in consideration of his age and the length 
cf time he had served, a pardon was given him. 


MONA MAY McCULLY—Sanders county; first degree murder; sen- 
tenced May 19, 1921, to life imprisonment. After serving more than nine 
years she was declared insane and sent to the State Hospital. She was 
represented as being very ill, and January 24, 1934, a pardon was granted. 
This was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


HANNAH KINDER—Chouteau county; violation of state liquor laws; 
sentenced to six months in the county jail and fined $250.00 Prisoner 
being 738 years old and in delicate health, and it having been necessary 
to transfer her from the jail to a local hospital, it was deemed best to 
give her a pardon, and this was done March 30, 1934. 


JAMES F. MURRAY—Phillips county; grand larceny; sentenced in 
1916. He had served two years and three months. His term expired in 
1921. Without a pardon he could not qualify for a position he sought 
in California. He was pardoned April 12, 19384. 


RUSSELL HALVER—Hill county; minor offense; sentenced March 2, 
1934, to 90 days in the county jail and fined $200.00. He had served more 
than a month and secured funds with which to pay his fine and wished 
to take his family to a farm and put in a crop. A pardon was granted 
April 12, 1984, being urged by many petitioners. 


WILLIAM DAVIS—Cascade county; second degree assault; sentenced 
in April, 1933, to two years. Because he was much needed at home and 
had borne a good reputation, a pardon was granted April 17, 1934. 


JOHN GALLINEAU—Glacier county; assault; sentenced in Decem- 
ber, 1933, to six months in county jail. Petitioners asserted the punish- 
ment was out of all proportion to the offense, and on May 4, 1934, a par- 
don was given. 


HUM QUOCK—Silver Bow county; possessing narcotics; sentenced 
June 14, 1930, to five years and fined $3,000.00. Having served half his 
term was paroled and then began serving out his fine. He had served 
505 days of this when, on May 4, 1934, a pardon was given. 


W. J. CRISPIN—Lewis and Clark county; grand larceny; sentenced 
April 28, 1934, to one year, sentence being then suspended. Because of 
his serious physical condition and his previous record, a pardon was issued 
May 22, 1934. 


G. W. McBRIDE—Gallatin county; rape; sentenced April 6, 1922, 
to 35 years. He was suffering from cancer, and in order that he might go 
to Rochester for treatment a pardon was granted August 10, 1934. 


DAVID DION—Blaine county; second degree burglary; sentenced in 
March, 1933, to three years. It appeared that the punishment was too 
severe for the crime, and April 14, 1933, a pardon was granted on condi- 
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tion that Dion remain under the jurisdiction of the State Board of Prison 
Commissioners as if on parole and make regular reports to that body 
until the expiration of his term in September, 1935. 


Commutations 


GEORGE WILSON—Beaverhead county; crime against nature; sen- 
tenced in November, 1927, to 10-20 years. Wilson had served 21 months 
in the World War and was in bad physical condition. In order that he 
might receive attention through Veterans’ Bureau the sentence was on 
April 11, 1988, commuted to 5 to 10 years. 


_ A, V. PERRY—Custer county; robbery; sentenced in 1929 to 10 years. 
He had never been in trouble before and had been a hard-working prisoner, 
and on April 11, 1933, his sentence was commuted to seven years. 


THOMAS KINGERY—Powell county; rape, sentenced in February, 
1932, to five years. Because there seemed some doubt as to his guilt and 
Kingery was sorely needed to take care of his family, his sentence was 
commuted on May 12, 1938, to 2% years. 


EASTON BOONE—Lake county; bank robbery, sentenced in Septem- 
ber, 1929, to 15 years. At the time of the robbery Boone was only 20 
years of age, and many citizens in his home county, Lewis and Clark, peti- 
tioned for clemency in his behalf. Feeling that the prisoner had learned 
a lesson never to be forgotten, his sentence was on May 13, 19338, cut to 
seven years. 


JOE BRENNAN—Lake county; bank robbery; sentenced in September, 
1929 to 15 years. Considering Brennan’s good behavior in prison and the 
fact that he was much needed to look after his family, it was believed 
wise to make him eligible to parole. On May 18, 1938, his sentence was 
cut to seven years. 


ED. B. DOUTHETT—Stillwater county; attempted rape, sentenced 
March, 1932, to 10 years. Liquor played a part in the trouble and Douthett 
assumed all blame, and it seemed that an excessive sentence had been im- 
posed. His term was cut to 2% years on May 22, 1933. 


LESTER MUNTER—Lake county; rape, sentenced March 138, 1930, to 
nine years. Many citizens of his county felt that Munter had been suf- 
ficiently punished and asked clemency. On May 22, 1933, the sentence was 
cut to 6% years. 


FRED HARRISON—Missoula, grand larceny and former conviction; 
sentenced October 21, 1981, to 10 years. Offense was committed while 
Harrison was under the influence of liquor. The County Attorney and the 
complaining witness felt the prisoner had been sufficiently punished and 
on May 22, 1938, the sentence was commuted to 1% years. 


WALLACE AND THEODORE KAIDAHL—Sweet Grass county; rob- 
bery; sentenced August 38, 1932, to five years. They were driving through 
the country, were without funds and entered a store at Melville to secure 
food. Believing that they had been sufficiently punished, the sentences 
were commuted to 1% years on May 22, 1983. 


JOHN TABER—Lewis and Clark county; attempted burglary; sen- 
tenced October 25, 1930, to six years. In order that he might be released 
to take a position awaiting him, Taber’s sentence was on May 25, 1933, cut 
to five years. 


RALPH YOUNGMAN—Cascade county; robbery; sentenced 1930 to 20 
years. Good citizens of his home county, Toole, petitioned that Youngman 
be allowed to return and assist his aged father on the farm. His sentence 
was cut to six years on June 30, 1933. 
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ROGER SHARETTE—Cascade county; robbery; sentenced in February, 
1932, to five years. While intoxicated he robbed a man of $3.65. In view 
of his previous good record, his sentence was on July 7, 1933, commuted to 
three years. 


FLOYD MURPHY—Fergus county; felony; sentenced in December, 
1922, to 25-50 years. He had a good prison record and the recommendation 
of the District Judge, and on July 7, 1933, a commutation to 20-40 years 
was granted. 


WALTER POWERS—Silver Bow county; robbery; sentenced December 
16, 1932, to two years. Powers was only 20 years of age, and on the plea 
of his widowed mother, who needed the lad’s assistance, the sentence was 
cut to one year on July 7, 19383. ; 


HENRY TERWILLIGER AND JACK McKEARN—Jefferson county; 
butchering a calf; sentenced in May, 1932, to three and four years respec- 
tively. The sheriff asked clemency, saying that the men would leave the 
state, and accordingly on July 7, 1933, the sentence of each was com- 
muted to two years. 


RUSSELL DRONE—Sweet Grass county; robbery; sentenced in 
August, 1932, to five years. Drone was implicated in the robbery of a 
store at Melville, as set out in the Kaidahl cases, referred to above, and it 
was felt that he should receive the same consideration as was given them. 
On July 7, 1933, the sentence was cut to 1% years. 


WILLIAM A. ROHOADES—Lake county; robbery; sentenced in Octo- 
ber, 1931, to three years. Clemency was recommended by the Judge, County 
Attorney and other officials, and on July 7, 1933, the sentence was cut to 
two years. 


MILFORD DANIELS—Deer Lodge county; grand larceny; sentenced in 
December, 1931, to 3% years. County Attorney recommended commutation 
on the ground of sufficient punishment, and on July 7, 1933, the sentence 
was cut to two years. 


ISAAC KILLIAN—Petroleum county; grand larceny; sentenced in 
February, 1981, to 10 years. It seemed the crime was the result of a weak 
mind rather than a criminal one, and as Killian had served 2% years his 
sentence was on July 7, 1933, commuted to 2% years. This action was dis- 
approved by the State Board of Pardons. or ee 


CARL GEORGE ANDERSON—Beaverhead county; robbery; sen- 
tenced in September, 1929, to 10 years. Because of his youth and his de- 
sire to go to ‘his mother in Illinois, his sentence was on July 7, 1933, com- 
muted to seven years. 


ED. WARFIELD—Beaverhead county; robbery; sentenced in January, 
1929, to 20-40 years. The reocrd of the case showed that Warfield had done 
much toward educating himself while in prison, and it was felt that he had 
profited by his term in prison so that he would in the future go straight. 
On July 7, 1938, the sentence was cut to 11-22 years. 


JERRY GOODIN—Powell county; first degree assault; sentenced 
October 3, 1928, to 10-20 years. The County Attorney and Sheriff recom- 
mended clemency, and that Goodin might take a job that was open to him, 
his sentence was on September 21, 1933, commuted to 5-10 years. 


JOHN COBELL—Glacier county; robbery; sentenced in January, 1927, 
to 10-20 years. Cobell was represented as very ill. On September 22, 
1933, his sentence was cut to 6%-13 years. 


JAMES REED—Fergus county; burglary with explosives; sentenced 
November 2, 1928, to 15-30 years. Reed was tubercular when admitted and

his condition gradually grew worse, and the prison physician reported 
that Reed might die at any time. On September 22, 1933, the sentence was 
commuted to 5-10 years. 


JOHN FINK—Fergus; burglary first degree; began serving sentence 
July 8, 1918. He had twice escaped and each time received an additional 
sentence for escape. Fink had a family to look after and rehabilitate him, 
and it was deemed best to give him this chance, so on September 22, 1933, 
his aggregate sentences of 164-33 years were commuted to 15-30 years, 
making him eligible to parole. 


ARNOLD PIETILLA—Silver Bow county; robbery; sentenced June, 
1931, to six years. He had served more than two years for an offense 
that netted him $7.80, and on petitions from numerous reputable citizens 
his sentence was commuted to four years on September 22, 1983. 


ROY LEE—Ravalli county; first degree burglary; sentenced July, 
1928, on three counts aggregating 1714-35 years; he had no prior convic- 
tion. He was past 60 years of age, and had relatives outside the state 
who would care for him, and on September 22, 1933, his sentences were com- 
muted to 10-20 years. 


ROBERT WARD—Cascade county; second degree murder; sentenced in 
November, 1929, to life imprisonment. From the record it seemed Ward 
should have been tried on a lesser charge and that his four years in prison 
had taught him his lesson, and his sentence was cut to eight years on 
November 11, 19383. 


LOUIS GARDIPEE—Carbon county; robbery; sentenced in February, 
1932, to five years. The prisoner was suffering from tuberculosis and other 
maladies and on the prison physician’s report his sentence was on November 
15, 19338, commuted to three years. 


EARL McCOY—Silver Bow county; first degree murder; sentenced 
March 11, 1922, to life imprisonment. It appeared that McCoy had ac- 
companied two older men in their attempt to secure money and these two 
had suffered the maximum penalty for murder. McCoy had developed into 
an expert musician and in order to give him a chance his sentence was on 
November 25, 1933, cut to 11% years. 


JOHN BOSTWICK—Glacier county; second degree murder; sentenced 
in February, 1980, to ten years. On the pleas of many citizens of that 
county and because of the belief that the sentence was unduly severe, the 
sentence was cut to 7% years on November 29, 1933. 


FLORA BELLE BILLEDEAUX—Glacier county; second degree mur- 
der; sentenced in February, 1930, to 11 years. For reasons given in above 
case, her sentence was cut on November 29, 1933, to 7% years. 


JAMES HARRY—Dawson county; first degree murder; sentenced June 
12, 1915, to life imprisonment. He served nearly 15 years, was paroled and 
went to St. Louis where he established himself in business and married. 
In order that he might be cleared by termination of his sentence, a com- 
mutation to 80 years was granted on December 6, 1933. 


HARRY OLSON—Powell county; robbery; sentenced November 23, 
1929, to 10 years. On petition of nine of the jurors and others sentence was 
on Deceniber 5, 1983, cut to six years. 


JOSEPH DION AND GEORGE DAULTON—Blaine county; second de- 
gree burglary; sentenced March 7, 1933, to three years. A well signed peti- 
tion was submitted and the presiding judge did not oppose clemency. The 
boys, respectively 20 and 18, had stolen some blankets from a machine shed 
at Chinook. On December 28, 1933, the sentences were cut to 1% years. 
This action was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 
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DANIEL WHITMORE, JR.—Fergus county; rape; sentenced Decem- 
ber 12, 1931, to eight years. Because of numerous petitions and the pris- 
oner’s previous good reputation, the sentence was on December 29, 1933, cut 
° four years. This action was disapproved by the State Board of Par- 

ons. 


HAROLD MARSH—Madison county; grand larceny; sentenced in Octo- 
ber, 1988, to one year. The County Attorney thought consideration should 
be shown Marsh, who was needed for the support of his mother and sisters, 
and on January 18, 1934, the sentence was reduced to six months. 


MRS. CECIL LONG—Sanders county; second degree murder; sen- 
tenced in April, 1925, to 20-45 years. She had been a model prisoner, was 
about 50 years of age, was recommended by the Warden, and had served 
almost nine years. On January 24, 1934, the sentence was commuted to 
8-20 years. This was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


O. W. CRAWFORD—Yellowstone county; robbery; sentenced June 7, 
1932, to seven years. While associated with several others, Crawford did 
not actually commit the robbery. Eight of the jurors petitioned in his be- 
half, and on the showing made it was felt that he had been too severely 
punished. On February 13, 1934, the sentence was commuted to three years. 


HERBERT GRAY—Richland county; robbery; sentenced May 10, 1929, 
to 40 years. In prison he had been trained as photographer and finger- 
print expert. Feeling that he had learned his lesson and might well make 
something worthwhile of himself the sentence was on March 16, 1934, 
commuted to seven years. This was disapproved by the State Board of 
Pardons. 


OLIVER T. GRAY—Richland county; robbery; sentenced May 10, 
1929, to 40 years. Because of his good record in prison as expert machinist 
in the license plate factory, his sentence was on March 16, 1934, cut to nine 
years. This action was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


STEWART GRAY—Richland county; robbery; sentenced May 10, 1929, 
to 40 years. For reasons given in two cases above his sentence was on 
March 16, 1934, cut to nine years. This action was disapproved by the 
State Board of Pardons. On September 18, 1934, commutation was re- 
newed, cutting his sentence to 10 years, and this was approved. 


ARTHUR BAKER—Richland county; robbery; sentenced in May, 1929, 
to 20 years. Believing that he had been sufficiently punished and because 
of his excellent record in prison, the sentence was on March 16, 1934, com- 
muted to nine years. 


JOE BOYD—Carbon county; robbery; sentenced March 9, 1933, to five 
years. It appeared that Boyd was influenced by two older men in the 
crime. At that time he was only 18 years old, married and living in Bill- 
ings. His wife and aged mother sorely needed his help. On March 20, 1934, 
his sentence was commuted to two years. This was disapproved by the State 
Board of Pardons. On May 25, 1934, commutation was renewed, cutting 
the sentence to 2% years. This action was approved. 


JOSEPHINE CORICH—Cascade county; seiling narcotics; sentenced 
in June, 1933, to five years. Because of numerous petitions and representa- 
tions by reputable citizens of Great Falls, her sentence was on March 20, 
1934, cut to one year. This action was disapproved by the State Board of 
Pardons. On August 28, 1934, commutation was renewed, cutting the sen- 
tence to one year and remitting the $1,000.00 fine. This was approved by 
the Board. 


FRED HOLLERS—Granite county; second degree assault; sentenced 
in February, 1933, to four years. Clemency was recommended by the pre- 
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siding judge, county attorney and other officials, and on March 30, 1934, 
the sentence was commuted to two years. 


HERMAN HAMILTON—Yellowstone county; robbery; sentenced in 
June, 1932, to five years. It appeared that Hamilton had played only a 
minor part in the robbery, and the court officials offering no objection and 
the warden recommending him, Hamilton’s sentence was cut to 3% years 
on April 17, 19384. 


DALE SOAPES—Park county; rape, sentenced in May, 1932, to five 
years. The presiding judge recommended reduction of sentence so Soapes 
could take a position that was open for him, and on April 17, 1934, his 
sentence was commuted to 4 years. 


FAUSTO GARCIA—Richland county; voluntary manslaughter; sen- 
tenced to 10 years. February, 1932. Since his imprisonment began his 
family had been deported to Mexico, and in order that Garcia might also 
be deported, his sentence was on April 17, 1934, cut to four years. 


CLEVE VICK—Valley county; robbery; sentenced in December, 1930, 
to 10 years. There were many representations by prominent citizens in 
Vick’s behalf and on May 38, 1934, the sentence was commuted to seven 
years. This action was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


CHARLES D. BALLARD—Broadwater county; felony; sentenced in 
October, 1933, to two years. Practically all of the county officials recom- 
mended clemency and the court officials did not oppose it. On May 4, 1934, 
the sentence was commuted, to one year. 


WILLIAM THOMAS McGUIRE—Fergus county; involuntary man- 
slaughter; sentenced July 5, 1983, to 3% years. The presiding judge and 
several county officials recommended clemency and the County Attorney 
did not oppose it. On May 29, 1934, sentence was commuted to two years. 


J. B. GRIMSLEY—Phillips county; grand larceny; sentenced in April, 
1934, to two years. This was his first misstep, and as he had a large herd 
of cattle on his ranch with only a wife and one child to look after the 
property, and many petitioners had asked for clemency, the sentence was on 
September 8, 1934, cut to one year. This action was disapproved by the 
State Board of Pardons. 


WILLIAM CLARENCE CATES—Missoula county; first degree mur- 
er; sentenced to death by hanging. Petitions with more than 4,000 names 
were presented in Cate’s behalf. Three successive respites of one month 
each were given him in order to afford time for consideration of the record 
in the case. After personal investigation and in the belief that there were 
mitigating circumstances, Cate’s sentence was on September 18, 1934, com- 
muted to life imprisonment. This action was disapproved by the State 
Board of Pardons. On October 26, 1934, a further reprieve until April 26, 
1935, was given him, on the ground of discovery of new evidence. 


LYNN M. NYE—Beaverhead county; grand larceny; sentenced in No- 
vember, 1932, to four years. Nye had borne a good reputation, he was 
sorely needed to take care of his family of wife and five children, and 
most of the citizens of his section of the county petitioned for his release. 
On September 20, 1934, the sentence was reduced to three years. This 
was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


GOLDEN G. HOWARD—Prairie county; burglary; sentenced in Jan- 
uary, 1934, to two years. Judge and County Attorney and many petitioning 
neighbors felt that Howard had been sufficiently punished and on Septem- 
ber 27, 1934, his sentence was commuted to 1% years. This action was 
disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 
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E. A. MOELLER—Carter county; grand larceny; sentenced in Decem- 
ber, 1933, to three years. In consideration of the facts in the case and the 
recommendation of judge and County Attorney, the sentence was commuted 
to 1% years on September 27, 1934; this was disapproved by the State 
Board of Pardons. 


JOSEPH HOFFMAN—Pondera county; grand larceny; sentenced in 
March, 1934, to five years. Assuming that he was guilty, of which there 
seemed some doubt, the sentence appeared to be excessive, and upon rec- 
ommendation of county officials, Hoffman’s sentence was on November 23, 
1934, commuted to three years. 


ROBERT DONNELLY—Hill county; grand larceny; sentenced in No- 
vember, 1933, to three years. Petitions and letters in his behalf had been 
presented and examination seemed to show that the sentence was excessive. 
On November 24, 1934, the sentence was cut to two years. 


ALBERT DESS—Cascade county; burglary; sentenced in November, 
19338, to five years. At the time of the crime, Dess was about 21 years of 
age; his home was in Fergus county, he had borne a good reputation, and 
was the support of his parents. He had a good prison record, and upon 
the recommendation of many officials of Fergus county who know the 
young man, the sentence was on November 28, 1934, commuted to two 
years. 


County Jail Cases 


EARL E. SNNOW—Gallatin county; receiving stolen property; sentenced 
to six months in county jail. He had served more than four months of his 
term and upon recommendation of the Board of County Commissioners the 
sentence was on April 14, 1933, cut to four months. 


H. N. BROWN—Hill county; giving liquor to a minor; sentenced to 12 
months in county jail and fined $250.00. On recommendation of the county 
attorney, on April 14, 1933, Brown’s sentence was commuted to two months 
and the fine remitted on condition that he be released to immigration 
officials for deportation to Canada. 


JAMES WILSON—Richland county; third degree assault; sentenced 
April 24, 1933, to six months in jail. Wilson was 73 years old and many 
residents requested clemency for him. After Wilson had served more than 
three months the sentence was on July 10, 1933, cut to three months. 


JOHN NOVOTNE—Fergus county; felony; sentenced January 26, 1934, 
to 90 days in jail and fined $100.00. Novotne had an aged mother in need 
of his assistance. He had hitherto borne a good reputation, and the sen- 
tence seemed too severe. Petitioners asked his release. On March 6, 1934, 
the sentence was cut to 60 days. This was disapproved by the State Board 
of Pardons. 


FRANK ELLER—Lewis and Clark county; petit larceny; sentenced 
October 30, 1934, to 90 days in jail. The sentencing justice said all of the 
facts had not been presented at time of sentence or it would have not been 
so severe. On December 5, 1934, sentence was cut to 45 days. 


GEORGE FOX— McCone county; third degree assault; sentenced to 
four months and a fine of $100.00. The fine had been paid and Fox had 
served nearly two months of his sentence. Sheriff and justice recommended 
a cut in sentence. On September 27, 1934, sentence was commuted to 2% 
months. This was disapproved by the State Board of Pardons. 


CARL FOURTNER— Rosebud county; burglary; sentenced in Novem- 
ber, 1934, to six months in county jail. Feeling that the boy had been 
sufficiently punished and desiring to give him opportunity to resume. his 
studies in high school, the sentence was on December 29, 1934, commuted 
to sixty days: 
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Fines Remitted 


ED. DUSSEAU—Silver Bow county; unlawful possession of morphine; 
sentenced August 27, 1932, to one year in the State Prison and fined $500.00. 
He would have served his year July 26, 1933, and upon recommendation of 
a Deputy County Attorney the fine was remitted on July 7, 1933. 


FAY MORGAN —ASilver Bow county; unlawfully possessing opium; sen- 
tenced in December, 1980, to one year in State Prison. She had been 
paroled and commenced serving out her fine, having no funds with which 
to pay it. On July 7, 1933, the unserved portion of the fine was remitted. 


HENRY TIM—Silver Bow county; illegal possession of opium; sen- 
tenced in December, 1930, to three years in State Prison and fined $1500.00. 
He had begun serving the fine. It was his first trouble, and on September 
21, 1933, a remission of $500.00 of the fine was granted.

I am enclosing a copy of a letter to me from Mr. James A. Moffett, 
the Administrator of the Federal Housing Administration. This letter 
calls my attention to the need for certain legislation to make Titles II and 
III of the National Housing Act more effective. 


Amendments to existing state laws seem to be called for in practically 
every state—forty-four of them—in which state legislatures are meeting 
this winter. 
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Mr. Moffett tells me that the bill passed by the Legislature of the 
State of New York, in Special Session last August, seems to meet the 
general needs. I am enclosing a copy of this bill. 


It would give me great satisfaction if you would give this matter 
your most careful consideration with the object, if you approve, of obtain- 
ing legislation in your state in 1935. 


If you would care to have any further information in regard to the 
details or objects relating to this subject, I shall be glad to have you call 
on Mr. Moffett at any time.

In order that the Federal Housing Administration may attain a full 
measure of success throughout the country, it is essential that banks, in- 
surance companies, building and loan associations, trust companies, fiduci- 
aries and other investors be able legally to make insured mortgage loans, 
and to invest in insured mortgages and in national mortgage association 
obligations, as provided by the National Housing Act. 


You may recall that Title II of the National Housing Act, in order to 
create a sound mortgage market and induce mortgage money to finance 
new construction, provided for the insurance of long term, low interest- 
bearing, fully amortized home mortgage loans, by authorizing the creation 
of a federal mutual insurance fund. Title III of that Act authorizes the 
creation of national mortgage associations subject to the supervision and 
control of the Federal Housing Administrator. The object of these associ- 
ations is to provide a liquid market for home mortgages and thus to aid 
in establishing a more sound national credit system. 


At the present time there are in the states various statutory limita- 
tions upon loans and investments by the aforementioned investing institu- 
tions, which restrict their ability to benefit fully from the National Hous- 
ing Program. A similar limitation upon the lending power of national 
banks has already been removed by the Congress. 


The legislatures of many states will convene during the next few 
months. Could you not, with propriety, suggest to the Governors of these 
states that their statutes should be amended as soon as possible so that 
banks, insurance companies, building and loan associations, trust companies, 
fiduciaries and all other investors under statutory restrictions might be 
permitted legally to make insured mortgage loans and to invest in insured 
mortgages and in national mortgage association obligations as provided by 
the National Housing Act?

and purchases from the application of general statutes. 


The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Subject to such regulation as may be prescribed by the 
Federal Housing Administrator, acting pursuant to the Act of Congress, 
entitled “National Housing Act,” approved on June twenty-seventh, nine- 
teen hundred thirty-four, and to such regulations as the Banking Board 
finds to be necessary and proper, corporations and private bankers subject 
to the banking law are authorized: 


(A) To make such loans and advances of credit and purchases of 
obligations representing loans and advances of credit as are eligible for 
insurance pursuant to Title One Section Two of such National Housing 
Act and to obtain such insurance. 


(B) To make such loans secured by mortgages on real property as 
are eligible for insurance pursuant to Title Two of such National Housing 
Act and to obtain such insurance. 


No law of this state prescribing the nature, amount or form of secur- 
ity or requiring security upon which loans or advances of credit may be 
made, or prescribing or limiting interest rates upon loans or advances of 
credit, or prescribing or limiting the period for which loans or advances 
of credit may be made shall be deemed to apply to loans, advances of 
eredit or purchases made pursuant to the foregoing paragraphs (a) and (b). 


2. Subject so such regulations as the Banking Board finds to be 
necessary and proper, building and loan associations and savings and loan 
associations are authorized to secure insurance from the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corporation pursuant to Title Four of such National 
Housing Act.

THE PAINTING BY CHARLES MARION RUSSELL IN THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 


This painting by “Charlie” Russell, as all his old time friends called 
him, was painted some time after the completion of the capitol building 
wings in 1912. It was painted in his log cabin studio in Great Falls and 
had to be made four sections as the studio was too small to allow the whole 
canvas to be painted at one time. The picture was ordered by the State 
Board of Examiners which consisted of Governor E. L. Norris, Attorney 
General A. J. Galen and Secretary of State A. N. Yoder and the price 
paid was five thousand dollars. Some years ago George P. Porter, former 
State Auditor, and myself looked up the history of the payment and 
found two cancelled state warrants, one for $2,000.00 dollars and the other 
for $3,000.00, bearing the endorsement of Russell which showed that one 
artist was paid for his work. 


The picture is entitled: “The First Meeting of Lewis and Clark with 
the Indians” and depicts that incident in the history of the famous ex- 
pedition when the party as a whole met the Shoshone Indians with their 
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chief Cameahwait at Two Forks, near the present town of Armstead. 
The Two Forks being the union of the Beaverhead River with the Red 
Rock. It will be remembered that Captain Lewis with a party of three 
men went by land ahead of the boats to find the Indians so the party 
could secure horses with which to continue their journey overland to the 
Pacific coast, for: they had come as far as was possible by boat. Lewis 
went westward through the Lemhi Pass and met the Shoshone Indians 
on the western side of the mountains. He had to use many persuasions 
to induce the Indians to return with him and meet the remainder of the 
party with Captain Clark. These Indians probably had never seen a white 
man before and were reluctant to accompany Lewis back across the moun- 
tains as they feared a trap of some sort. Lewis used all the arguments 
possible to convince them he meant no harm and offered his gun to the 
chief saying he could shoot him, Lewis, if he found he was not telling 
the truth. As further inducement he spoke of a woman of their own tribe 
who was with Clark’s party, Sacajawea, and also described Clark’s negro 
slave, York, a man black all over with short curly hair. This last point 
Lewis thought was the deciding one and they agreed to go with him but 
the water was low in the river and Clark was making slow progress to 
meet them and the Indians became apprehensive but the thought of actual- 
ly seeing such a monster as York kept them going until they finally met 
Clark and the rest of the party on August 18, 1805. Here on that day 
took place the demonstration that Russell shows in the picture. To the 
right somewhat in the background you see the explorers, Lewis and Clark, 
with Sacajawea and her papoose beside them sitting in the grass. On 
the ground before them is spread a blanket, sign of a friendly parley. 
The Indians in the foreground provide the action and rama of the pic- 
ture showing off their horses and riding somewhat in the fashion of 
a Wild West show but typical of the Indian nature which no one could 
paint better than Russell. He worked two years on the picture and Mon- 
tana is fortunate in having such a splendid example of his work in this 
hall. 


In the lobby of the House we have paintings of Montana history by 
the late E. S. Paxson of Missoula and in the law library mural paintings 
by R. E. De Camp of Helena, two of Montana’s best known artists and like 


Russel, self taught.

Mr. Speaker: Whereas, at the regular session of the Twenty-third 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana it was ascertained by a 
Joint Committee of the Senate and the House that there were outstanding 
against the State of Montana registered warrants unpaid for lack of 
funds in an amount approximating four and one-half million dollars; and, 
whereas, said legislative assembly adopted the report and recommenda- 
tion of said Joint Committee and enacted a law whereby this cutstanding 
floating indebtedness could be refinanced by a bond issue, which action 
was taken with the distinct understanding that the state go on a cash 
basis effective January 1, 1933; and, whereas, it now appears that the 
state has again spent more money than it collected, and that there are 
now almost two million dollars of registered warrants outstanding, creat- 
ing another emergency which this legislative assembly must face; and,. 
whereas, it appears that some of the state departments will not, or can- 
not, live within the amounts collected and properly applicable to the 
several departments, which condition is intolerable to the people of the 
state; and, whereas, throughout the state the tax burden upon real prop- 
erty has assumed such proportions that it is intolerable, that people are 
unable to meet the high burden of taxes upon real property, and that 
thousands have already lost, and more will lose, their homes because of 
inability to meet the tax load; and, whereas, the people of the state demand 
a radical reduction in real estate taxes; and, whereas, new revenues must 
be raised for relief and other purposes; and, whereas, there is a growing 
and insistent demand for a practical and adequate old age pension, and a 
growing and insistent demand for some reasonable exemption from taxes 
of homes and personal effects; and, whereas, it is proper and practical 
that before any new tax burdens are laid upon the people of this state 
that this Legislative Assembly should be properly and fully informed as 
to fundamental conditions; and, whereas, it should be possible to lay a 
simple foundation whereon a definite plan can be predicated for a radical 
reduction of real property taxes, and making’ some practical and adequate 
old age pension law effective, and to do the other things that the people 
of state demand, and of right are entitled to; and, whereas, for many years 
new taxes have been added without thought or concern as to a general 
or practical system in this state; and, whereas, various and sundry ideas 
have been promulgated throughout the state with reference to various 
plans to bring about some of the remedies desired by the people; and, 
whereas, this is the fifteenth legislative day and haste is imperative in 
order that this body may be properly and intelligently informed. 


Now, Therefore, Mr. Speaker, I move you that four special commit- 
tees be appointed by the Speaker of the House, each consisting of five 
members, said committees to have the following functions, duties and re- 
sponsibilities: 


He. Committee No. 1 shall be designated as a committee to investigate 
State Government finances. 3 


Committee No. 2 shall be designed as a committee to investigate 
the University and School System finances. 


Committee No. 8 shall be designated as a committee to investigate 
County and School District finances. 


Committee No. 4 shall be designated as a committee on Revenues. 
to replace real property taxes. 


24 Committee No. 1 shall be required to investigate and ascertain the 
following facts in connection with the operation of the government of 
the State of Montana: 


(a) To recommend the minimum expense with which the govern- 
ment of the state can be operated with due regard for efficiency and. 
the welfare of the people. 
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(b) Is it possible, with due regard to efficiency and the welfare of 
the people, to reduce the expenses of operation as at present conducted? 
(c) Are there any boards, departments, officers or employees which 


in the interest of the people of the state, may be eliminated; and rec- 
ommendations, if any, as to possible and practical consolidations of de- 
partments. 


(d) What practical recommendations can be made with reference to 
a reduction in the size of the Senate and House of Representatives. 


: Committee No. 2 shall be required to investigate and ascertain the 
following facts in connection with the University and School System of 
the state: 


(a) To recommend the minimum expense with which the State Uni- 
versity can be maintained with due regard for efficiency and the wel- 
fare of the people, taking into consideration the small population of the 
state and the financial situation of its people.

(c) Are there any boards, departments, officers or employees which 
in the interest of the people of the state may be eliminated; and recom- 
mendations, if any, as to possible and practical consolidation of depart- 
ments. 


: Committee No. 3 shall be required to investigate and ascertain the 
following facts in connection with County and School District finances: 


(a) Is it possible, with due regard to efficiency and the welfare of 
the people, to reduce the expense of County Government and School Dis- 
trict Government in the state? and recommendations, if any. 


(bo) Are there boards, departments, officers or employees which, in 
the interest of the people of the state may be eliminated and recom- 
mendations, if any, as to possible and practical consolidation of depart- 
ments? 


4 Committee No. 4 shall be required to investigate and ascertain 
the following facts in connection with new revenues to replace real 
property taxes: 


(a) What is the situation throughout the state with reference to 
delinquent taxes and real property acquired by the county through tax 
deed ? | 


(b) Estimated amount of loss to the state through exemption of 
homes and personal effects from taxation; and suggestions as to re- 
placement thereof. 


(c) An estimate of how much money must be raised through new 
taxes in order to radically reduce taxes upon real property. 


(d) Recommendations as to the most practical plan to replace on 
the tax rolls the vast area of real property taken over on tax deeds 
and now exempt from taxation. 


(e) A survey of the possibilities of new revenues which may be used 
to replace real property taxes.

“It shall be the duty of the County Clerk and Recorder to arrange 
the photographs of voters of every precinct in some conspicuous place 
for public inspection against any duplications and such precinct shall have 
the following inscription above, registered voters of precinct No. ................. 
For this photo there shall be no official seal necessary. 


Any elector may furnish his own photograph to any registrar of 
election that is further than 10 miles from a Court House and such photo- 
graphs shall be 2x3 inches in size. 


Any such registrar shall be subject to same penalties as provided in 
this Act against any fraudulent registration. 


There shall be three photographs finished; one for general pub- 
lic inspection; one for the judge’s file in precinct; and one for the elector 
himself. The photographs for election judges shall be alphabetically 
arranged in each precinct for convenience of said judges. 


The electors in such county shall register and be photographed at 
their convenience; between any elections and 45 days previous to the 
election at which they intend to vote. 


Absent Voting—How Conducted 


The elector expecting to be absent on election day, he may appear 
before the Clerk and Recorder and by producing his registration card and 
photograph of himself, he shall cast his vote in presence of such Clerk and 
Recorder in such a way so that such Clerk and Recorder can not see for 
whom such elector is voting. 


If elector is away from such county and can not appear in person 
to cast his ballot on such election day, he may appear before a Notary 
Public in the city in which he may live. He shall request that he de- 
sires to vote.and deposit with him the registration card and photo of him- 
self. The Notary Public shall transmit such registration card and photo 
to said Clerk and Recorder, requesting that an absent voting ballot be 
sent to said Notary Public, also registration card and photo of such elector 
be returned. After proper inspection by the Clerk and Recorder of the 
registration card and photo, and after satisfying himself that such elector 
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is entitled to vote, he shall immediately forward to such Notary Public an 
absent ballot and said elector shall appear before such Notary Public to 
cast his ballot after receiving such absent ballot voted by the elector. 
The Clerk and Recorder shall take his registration card and photo and 
file it in the file has already voted and cancel such an elector on re- 
gister as voted. The Clerk and Recorder shall transmit such a ballot to 
judges of election to be counted in such precinct;” and renumber sub- 
sequent sections accordingly, and as amended recommend that House Bill 
No. 38 do pass.

Whereas, the state departments of agriculture in the states herein- 
before named have seen fit to place quarantine restrictions against ship- 
ments of alfalfa hay from Idaho into the'r respective states, because of a 
claim, made by said state departments of agriculture that Idaho hay is 
infected with alfalfa weevil, and 


Whereas, the alfalfa weevil has not been a factor that has affected 
the yield or added to the cost of production of alfalfa in Idaho for the 
last ten years, and 


Whereas, a parasitic fly, which preys upon the alfalfa weevil has re- 
duced their population to the point where it is almost impossible to find 
ase weevil at the height of the growing season in hay fields of Idaho, 
an 

Whereas, investigations carried on by the department of entomology 
of the University of Idaho have failed to ever find live weevil or live eggs 
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of such alfalfa weevil in stacks of hay that have gone through the sweat- 
ing process, and 


Whereas, alfalfa weevil is no longer an economic factor in the pro- 
duction of hay in Idaho, and due to the fact that it is entirely controlled 
by such natural enemies, and 


Whereas, the quarantines placed against alfalfa raised in Idaho have 
become and now constitute an embargo against interstate movement of 
one of the major crops produced within the state, and 


Whereas, many of the states named above, that have placed quar- 
antines against the movement of alfalfa hay into their territories from 
Idaho, are now faced with an acute and serious shortage of forage; 


Now Therefore, Be It Resolved, That we your memorialists respect- 
fully request the immediate and serious consideration of this quarantine 
or embargo and that a just and equitable investigation be made to the 
end that the same may be lifted to the mutual benefit of the hay pro- 
ducers of Idaho and the livestock interests of your state.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration the resolution by Representative Fowler, instructing this 
committee to prepare a statement relative to Article 5, Section 7, of the 
Constitution of the State of Montana, respectfully report as follows: 


In regard to Section 7, Article 5, of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana, which provides: 


“No Senator or Representative shall, during the term of which he shall 
have been elected, be appointed to any civil office under the state,” we 
find that the question has arisen in our courts in the case of State ex rel 
Barney vs. Hawkins, 79M. 506, 257 P. 411, 53 A. L. R. 588, and in the 
recent case of State ex rel, Nagle, Attorney General, vs. Page, 37 P. (2d) 
575, decided November 7, 1934. 
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In the Barney case the court defined the essential elements necessary 
in order for a public servant to be a public officer, as distinguished from 
a public employee, in the following language: 


“We hold that five elements are indispensable in any position of public 
employment, in order to make it a public office of a civil nature; 


(1) It must be created by the Constitution or by the legislature or 
created by a municipality or other body through authority conferred by the 
legislature. 


(2) It must possess a delegation of a portion of the sovereign, power, 
of government, to be exercised for the benefit of the public. 


(83) The powers conferred, and the duties to be discharged, must be 
defined, directly or impliedly, by the legislature, or through legislative 
authority. , 


(4) The duties must be performed independently and without con- 
trol of a superior power, other than law, unless they be those of an in- 
ferior or subordinate officer, created or authorized by the legislature, and 
by it placed under the general control of a superior officer or body. 


(5) It must have some permanency and continuity, and not be only 
temporary or occasional.” 


In addition, in this state, an officer must take and file an official 
oath, hold a commission, or other written authority, and give an official 
bond, if the latter be required but proper authority. 


In the following cases it was held that persons who performed cer- 
tain duties for the benefit of the public, but over whom there was a superior 
officer who supervised their conduct and exercised discretion in administer- 
ing the affairs of the office, were employees and not public officers: 


Johnson vs. State, ex rel Maxey, 99 Fla. 1311, 128 So. 853. 
Jagger vs. Green, 90 Kan. 153, 183 P. 174. 

In re Nagler, 194, Wis. 487, 216 N. W. 493. 

Burrell vs. Bridgeport, 96, Conn. 555, 114 A. 679. 

La Chicate vs. City of N. Y. 166 App. Div. 279, 151 N. Y. S. 566. 
Devlin vs. City of N. Y. (Mun Ct.) 149 N. Y. S. 1061. 


The Montana Supreme Court in the Page case said that at the outset 
the State Boiler Inspector had the power to make rules, but by the en- 
actment of Chapter 92, Laws of 1917, the power to make rules was re- 
served, but lodged in the Industrial Accident Board. Boiler inspectors 
were thereby placed under the general supervision of the board (Section 
3034, Rev. Codes, 1921) and the power was granted to and it became the 
duty of the board to provide rules and regulations under which boiler in- 
spectors performed their duties, so prior to 1917 a portion of the sovereign 
power of the state was delegated to the State Boiler Inspector. 


In State ex rel Boyle, vs. Hall, 538 Mont. 595, 165 P. 757, the court 
said that sovereign power is exercised by that portion of the personal 
force of the state by which it thinks, acts, determines, and administers, to 
the end that its constitution may be effective and its laws operative. The 
mere fact that the laws prescribes certain duties to be performed by one 
occupying a public position is not determinative of the fact that a portion 
of the sovereign power has been delegated, as in the case of a public ad- 
ministrator (Wooten vs. Smith, 145 N. C. 476, 59 S. E. 649). 


In the Page case, the court then held that the Industrial Accident 
Board is the officer, under the statutes, who administers the law, and exer- 
cises discretion and independence of action in the inspection of boilers. The 
delegation of some part of the sovereign power under the statute is to the 
board, and not to the Boiler Inspector, so a Boiler Inspector is not a public 
officer, but is an employee of the state. 
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Therefore, according to the Montana cases, if there is a delegation of 
some part of the sovereign power by the Constitution or the legislature to 
the position, and the other conditions are present, it is a public office. But 
if there is a superior officer who supervises the conduct and prescribes the 
rules and regulations, then one would be an employee of the state and not 
a public officer and would not come within the provisions of Section 7, 
Article 5 of the Contsitution. 


It would seem to us that there are many positions in the state to which 
a member of the legisalture hereafter may be appointed which, even after 
the Page case, will require court determination as to whether there is a 
delegation of sovereign power. 


For the question of whether one is a servant or agent carrying out 
certain powers, which are the powers of a principal and not their own, 
of whose duties are those of a ministerial employee of a superior sovereign 
agency of the state is one in many cases for a court to determine.

WHEREAS, It is alleged that these public utilities and other corpor- 
ations spent large sums of money in sending paid agents into different 
parts of the state to work against certain candidates; and 


WHEREAS, There is no public record, as required by the Corrupt 
Practice Act of this state, of any of these alleged expenditures; and 


WHEREAS, It is asserted that certain utilities of this state, or of- 
ficers or employees thereof, own and control certain newspapers within 
the state, with a view to controlling publicity favorable to their pecuniary 
interests, which papers, it is alleged, are published at great loss; and 


WHEREAS, There are pending and being prepared certain Acts of 
the Legislative Assembly intended to remedy these conditions and it is 
therefore necessary that the Assembly be informed as to ail the facts in 
these various matters, in order that it may act upon the basis of adequate 
information and for the best interests of the people of the State of Mon- 
tana; and 


WHEREAS, It seems advisable that the House of Representatives 
appoint a committee to make an investigation and report its findings 
back to the House, in order that well-considered and intelligent legislation 
on the subject may be enacted, if deemed necessary; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED By the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Twenty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana, that the Speaker be, and he is hereby authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of five (5) to make such an investigation as may be deemed ad- 
visable for the ascertaining of the true facts relative to the matters men- 
tioned herein above and recommend any legislation or any necessary 
amendments to the present Laws which will be beneficial to the people of 
the State of Montana. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the committee shall forthwith 
organize and that it shall be given all the necessary facilities of the House 
in the way of equipment, clerical and other assistance, and that said com- 
mittee shall keep full record of its proceedings and investigations and 
render to the House full comprehensive reports of its findings and recom- 
mendations at such times as it may deem proper. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That such committee shall be au- 
thorized to employ necessary aid for ascertaining the facts desired and 
shall be authorized and empowered to supoena all necessary witnesses and 
to take such testimony as it may deem proper and necessary, under oath 
upon the matters mentioned herein above and possible remedies, and said 
committee is hereby authorized to incur such expense as may be necessary 
to properly conduct such investigation, in an amount not to exceed Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00), unless further sums for the purpose be au- 
thorized by the House. 


BE IT FURTHRE RESOLVED: That such committee be authorized 
and empowered to require the attendance of any and all witnesses neces- 
sary to the performance of its duty and such committee is authorized and 
empowered, through its chairman, to issue subpoenas to require the attend- 
ance of any person or persons to testify under oath and to produce, for 
examination by said committee, any books, papers and other documentary 
evidence, of any nature or character, under control of such person or per- 
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ons or corporations, and said committee is authorized and empowered to 
require the sheriff of any county of the State of Montana to serve sub- 
poenas issued by it. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That all items of expense be re- 
turned by said committee with its report and that, upon the presentation 
to him of a proper voucher, signed by the chairman of the said committee 
to the Speaker of the House, the Sergeant-at-Arms be, and he is hereby 
instructed and authorized to pay any and all expenses necessarily incurred 
by said committee in an amount not exceeding Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00), except as may be further authorized by the House.

which said Class A license is to be used are located outside the limits of 
any city or incorporated town the applicant shall, in addition to said state 
license, pay to the County Treasurer of such county wherein said premises 
are located the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for a Class A license for 
each and every game to be by him conducted, operated or maintained and 
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said money shall be distributed to the general fund of said county”; amend 
Section 4, line 1, by striking out after the word “lotteries” all of lines 1 
and 2 to the word “purpose” and add after the period in line 3 the follow- 
ing: “Slot machines played for money or tokens redeemable in money, 
shall pay a license fee of $25.00 per machine per month. Punch boards 
shall pay a license fee of le per 100 holes up to 500 holes and 5c per 100 
holes from there on”; amend by adding a new section known as Section 5, 
to read as follows and renumbering all subsequent sections accordingly: 
“Before any license shall be issued by the board under the provisions of 
this Act in any county of the State of Montana, an election must be held 
in such county as hereinafter provided in this section and in Sections 22, 
23, 24, 25 and 27. Such election shall not be held until a duly verified 
petition, requesting the same, signed by ten per centum (10%) of the 
voters who are qualified to vote for members of the Legislative Assembly 
in any such county of the state, has been presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners of such county. Thereupon such Board of County Commis- 
sioners must order an election to be held at the place of holding elections 
for county officers in such county, such election to take place within forty 
(40) days after the reception of such petition to determine whether or not 
licensed gambling shall be premitted within the limits of said county, as 
provided in this Act. No election under this section may be held in any 
month in which the general elections are held. It shall be the duty of 
the Board of County Commissioners of such county to determine the suf- 
ficiency of the petition presented from an examination of the roll of quali- 
fied electors within such county. If a majority of the votes cast in such 
election are against the licensing of gambling in such county, no license 
to conduct a game or games of chance in such county shall be issued to 
any person by the State Board of Equalization under the provisions of this 
Act, and the State Treasurer shall not distribute to such county any funds 
from the special revenue and old age pension fund established under the 
provisions of this Act, but shall divide the share of such county equally 
among the remaining counties permitting the licensing of gambling as 
herein provided. If, however, a majority of the votes cast in such elec- 
tion are for the licensing of gambling in such county, the State Board of 
Equalization may issue licenses for use in such county under the provi- 
sions of the Act, and the State Treasurer shall distribute to such county 
its pro rata share of the special revenue and old age pension fund as 
herein provided”; amend Section 2, page 2, line 3, after the word “value,” 
the words “and where a rakeoff is taken in any game”; and that the com- 
mittee rise and report and recommend that House Bill No. 79, together 
with all amendments adopted today and all proposed amendments, be re- 
ferred to a Select Committee of five, to be appointed by the Speaker; said 
committee to report at Thursday noon.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your select committee appointed pursuant to House 
Resolution by Fowler to give study to the matter of deficiency appropri- 
ations and to draft and recommend legislation necessary and proper to 
eliminate the same, said deficiencies being currently reported as aggre- 
gating $236,000.00, beg leave to report as follows: 


There is not at the present time any legislation in force in our state 
curbing or prohibiting the incurrence of deficiency expenditures for the 
maintenance of state institutions, departments, boards and officers, and 
this condition defeats the Budget Act, the work of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, and the will of the Legislature in limiting appropriations to 
amounts within estimated revenue income, as required by the constitution 
of the state. This condition has existed for many years and is the cause 
of wide-spread criticism of public officials and institutional heads by the 
taxpayers at large and works injury to the credit of the state. 


At the same time it must also be borne in mind that the standing 
administrative officers of the state and the executive heads of penal and 
custodial institutions, must be clothed with sufficient discretion to meet 
unusual conditions and emergencies in order to avoid injury to such insti- 
tutions, boards and officers. 


Recognizing this condition and attempting to meet the same by limit- 
ing deficiency appropriations as far as reasonably possible consistent with 
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healthy and responsible administration, your select: committee has drafted 
and herewith presents a measure which we offer for your consideration.

Whereas, no data has been compiled for the “ae Hie of the assem- 
bly relative to the success of these revenue laws and to what degree eva- 
sions exist, and such information should be available in the office of the 
Board of Equalization, and 


Whereas, it seems that information covering a term of years is neces- 
sary for the proper consideration of this subject, and that such information 
should be available to this and future assemblies; 
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Now Therefore, Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of 
the Twenty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, that the 
Honorable Speaker shall appoint a committee of five members of this 
House, and that such committee be, and is empowered to assemble facts 
and data from the Board of Equalization, or from any other source, show- 
ing the following definite data, to-wit: 


1. The revenue from this source since the imposition of the tax for 
each year. 


2. The number of corporations filing such return each year. 


3. The number of foreign corporations who have filed their articles 
of incorporation with the Secretary of State. 


4. The number of domestic corporations who have filed articles of 
incorporation with the Secretary of State. 


5. The estimated number of corporations doing business in the state. 
Such other information as the committee may deem advisable.

REPORT OF THE FOUR SPECIAL INVESTIGATING COMMITTEES 
UNDER THE GROENE RESOLUTION 


I 


Report of Special Committee on Investigation of State Government 
Finances: 


Mr. Speaker: Your, Committee appointed to investigate state finances, 
begs leave to submit the following report: 


This committee was appointed approximately two weeks ago and in 
the short time allotted to us and with the means at our disposal, we have 
tried to cover the ground but it is an impossibility to complete the investi- 
gation with any degree of thoroughness at this time. 


We have held several meetings and have taken considerable testimony. 
We find an apparent fear on the part of department heads to make recom- 
mendations conducive to economies in state government. We find that 
instead of an attitude of frankness and cooperation toward the legislature, 
which attitude ought to exist in the best interest of the state, many de- 
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partments are fearful that frankness and cooperation might result in cur- 
tailment of their appropriations. We further find that while many depart- 
ments are critical of each other they all seem united as against the efforts 
of any committee of the legislature with reference to the purpose of our 
investigation. 


We are satisfied that there are many changes that can be made to 
effect a more efficient state government with substantial economies, but 
it is a physical impossibility for your committee to make any definite 
recommendations or suggestions at this time. We are convinced that the 
only way to ascertain these matters is through the medium of some inde- 
pendent agency and with respect to this we join with the other special in- 
vestigating committees in the joint recommendation hereinafter set forth:

Mr. Speaker: We, your Select Committee on University Finances, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


A detailed study of the finances of the University of Montana discloses 
very careful management and rigid economy. Since the institutions of 
higher education were first integrated under the legislative act of 1913, 
the University of Montana has never incurred a deficiency by expending 
in excess of its appropriation. Contrary to a very common impression, the 
cost of operation of the University of Montana has not been increasing in 
recent years. 


Beginning with 1921, the attendance at the teaching units of the Uni- 
versity of Montana has pretty steadily increased until at the present time 
it is nearly 90% greater than in 1921. On the other hand the financial 
support of the University of Montana made gradual, though much slower, 
growth than the student attendance until 1931. From that time the finan- 
cial support has dropped very radically until, for the present year, it is 
actually almost 2% lower than it was in 1921. If we separate the differ- 
ent sources of financial support the contrast is even more striking. The in- 
crease in state support scarcely began until 1927 and in 1931 began to 
drop, so that for the present year the state support is 20% less than it 
was in 1921. The only reason it has been possible for these institutions 
to continue in operation is that, with the increase in attendance, has come 
a somewhat parallel increase in income from student fees, but not nearly 
enough increase to offset the decrease in support from state taxation. 


In the work of the Agricultural Experiment Station and the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service the situation is substantially similar. The state 
support for the Agricultural Experiment Station is 50% less now than | 
it was 14 years ago, and the state support of the Extension Service is 
more than 45% less than it was 14 years ago. There has been some in- 
crease in Federal support for these activities, but in spite of this the total 
available income for Experiment Station work is nearly 4% less and for 
the Extension Service nearly 10% less than it was 14 years ago. 


In order to meet this reduction in income obviously the budgets of all 
the units of the University of Montana have had to be drastically revised. 
While the legislative assembly in 1931, made appropriations for the ensuing 
biennium slightly larger than in the biennium then closing, this assembly 
levied a tax of only 2% mills instead of the 3 mills authorized by vote of 
the people at the preceding election. It was evident, therefore, that the levy 
would not yield an amount equal to the appropriation for the biennium. 
Consequently the State Board of Education directed the heads of the sev- 
eral units to reduce the budgets for the year 1932-1933 by an amount equal 
to approximately 10% of the appropriation for the year. Since the budgets 
already contained next to nothing for capital expenditures and repairs, the 
only saving possible was on the salaries of employes. As the members of 
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the staff were for the most part under contract to the first of September, 
the entire amount had to be saved in ten months of the year. Salaries were 
consequently reduced from 20% to 25%. As a resuit the University of 
Montana reverted at the end of the biennium $101,069.27 of the appropria- 
tion made by the Legislative Assembly for the year 1932-1933, as shown on 
page 187 of the 1935 Legislative Budget book. 


These salary reductions are still in effect at the present time. While 
most of the persons affected continue in their places, the organization has 
lost a number of exceptionally capable men in the younger group whose 
period of maximum value is still in the future. 


At the time when the people of Montana in 1920 intiated a tax levy 
for the support of the University of Montana the taxable valuation of 
property in the state had been steadily increasing for a great many years 
and it was the expectation that some increase might continue to be made 
for years to come. Unfortunately, however, in the very next year the 
valuation began to decline, and with some fluctuations it has pretty steadily 
diminished until, for the past two years, it has now reached a lower level 
than in any previous time during the past twenty-four years. The valua- 
tion for 1934 is 43% lower than in 1918. As a result of this reduced valua- 
tion, together with the inadequate tax levy of 1931-1932, the registration 
of University Fund warrants became so great that in November 19338, more 
than $781,000 of these registered warrants were outstanding. Through 
economy measures mentioned above, with the tax levy of 3 mills for the 
present biennium, the amount of registered warrants a year later was re- 
duced by more than $170,000. By next June the amount of outstanding 
warrants is expected to be less than $500,000, and with a continuance of the 
three mills levy, the state can probably reach a cash basis so far as the 
university millage fund is concerned by the end of the next biennium. 


It may be worth while to make a very brief statement regarding the 
method of financial procedure in the University of Montana, to make clear 
the very rigid care always exercised to restrict expenditures. When the 
biennial appropriation has been made by the Legislative Assembly a meet- 
ing of the Executive Council is held in the office of the Executive Secre- 
tary. This council includes the presidents of the six units of the Univer- 
sity of Montana. General policies for the ensuing biennium are considered, 
and if the legislature has appropriated less than the estimated budgets pre- 
sented to it, the presidents determine what readjustments will be necessary 
in their respective budgets. At the meeting of the State Board of Educa- 
tion in April the Executive Secretary presents to the meeting the complete 
salary lists for the ensuing year as proposed by the respective presidents. 

With the final approval of salary lists by the board for the greater 
. part of the expenditure for the ensuing year is already settled. As is shown 
by the figures on page 188 of the Legislative Budget book, more than 75% 
of all the maintenance expenditures of the University of Montana goes to 
the payment of salaries and wages. Of the remaining 24% a considerable 
amount is required for fuel, light, water and certain supplies which are ab- 
solutely essential if the institutions are not to be closed. 


From the foregoing it is evident that the latitude for any possible 
unwise expenditure is very narrow indeed. Every purchase of even the 
smallest item is handled through the office of the State Purchasing Agent. 
A requisition for each expenditure is made out in the business office of 
the institution concerned, based on the budget allotment for that purpose. 
If it is an item of supply for some department of instruction a request 
for the expenditure is made to the president of the institution who, if prop- 
er provision has previously been made in the budget for this purchase, 
signs the requisition, which then goes to the State Purchasing Agent. If 
the contemplated purchase involves the expenditure of more than $250: for 
one item or involves the purchase of capital equipment, the requisition 
must be submitted to the State Board of Examiners for approval. With this: 
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approval the Purchasing Agent then issues a purchase order and, when the 
order has been filled, the claim is presented to the business off.ce of the 
institution, where it is checked with the purchase order, while the depart- 
ment concerned checks as to delivery and quality of goods. If found satis- 
factory the claim is then forwarded to the Purchasing Agent, who again 
compares it with the purchase order issued by his office and passes it on 
to the State Board of Examiners from whom, with their approval, it goes 
to the office of the State Auditor, where a warrant for the proper amount 
is issued. All claims are then classified and recorded by the State Account- 
ant, and a complete report of expenditures for all purposes is printed by 
him in the Legislative Budget book which is distributed to all members of 
the Assembly. 


Possibly one question that may be asked would be the comparative 
expense of the office of the Executive Secretary under the present arrange- 
ment. The Legislative Budget book, page 45, shows the cost of that office 
during the present biennium to be $6,000 per year. This is to be compared 
with an average of $17,000 per year from 19238 to 19388.

Your committee has held meetings and sent out many letters requesting 
suggestions and recommendations. To these we have received and still are 
receiving many replies. We have assembled material of value and interest. 
Your committee could make a partial report, but it believes that such a re- 
port would not be advisable.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee No. 4, appointed under the Groene 
Resolution, among other things, to investigate and ascertain certain facts 
in connection with new revenues to replace real property taxes, beg leave 
to report. 


The matters referred to your committee are broad in scope to the ex- 
tent that it is practically impossible for a select committee of this legis- 
lature, in the brief space of time available, to make any extensive investi- 
gation upon which any intelligent report can be based. However, immedi- 
ately after the appointment of your committee, it organized and has de- 
voted all of the time that could be spared from other duties devolved upon 
its various members; and in said investigation we have called before the 
committee for examination various officials of the state, whom we believe 
to be best qualified to lend valuable information. 


We find that since 1921 the counties of the state have acquired by 
tax deed approximately 3,000,000 acres of land; and we also find that there 
is, as of August, 1934, 3,850,000 acres of land subject to tax deed. This in- 
cludes only acreage property and does not include city or town property, 
either improved or unimporved. The amount of delinquent taxes now ex- 
ceed $20,000,000.00. 


The delinquencies are rapidly increasing so that unless relief from the 
burden of government is secured from other sources, it will be found that, 
within a short space of time, delinquent taxes will consume millions of 
acres more of our land, in addition to improved and unimproved city and 
town property. 
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Our information discloses no method by virtue of which this property 
can be restored to the tax rolls, except by sale. Since 1921 somewhat less 
than a million acres have been sold by the counties. Every acre of land 
and every lot or parcel of improved or unimproved town or city property 
which becomes encumbered with delinquent taxes, is virtually removed from 
the tax rolls, with a result that additional burdens, to make up for the 
loss of the increasing delinquencies, must be imposed upon the property 
which is not paying the tax. 


We have not been able to ascertain the amount of loss in taxes which 
would accrue through exemptions of homes and personal effects from taxa- 
tion; the aggregate amount would be large, and it is a certainty that no 
exemptions of homesteads and no reduction in property taxes can be had 
unless a replacement tax is enacted. 


In the course of our examination we have discovered that some of the 
departments, by reason of lack of sufficient appropriation, have been un- 
able to function to the greatest degree of efficiency. It appears that the 
Corporation License Tax Department has not been’ granted _ sufficient 
moneys with which to provide ample field force in order to audit the in- 
come subject to taxation of all of the domestic corporations but few of 
the foreign corporations, who, through subsidiaries and otherwise, are doing 
business in Montana. We believe, with proper field forces, that the income 
of this department could be materiaily augmented. We find that the 
same situation is true as to the Net Income Department and in the office 
of the Commissioner of Insurance. With a little additional appropriation 
to provide a slight increase of available help we are confident a material 
increase in returns could be made in these departments. We find, in many 
instances, the law should be strengthened; and we would particularly sug- 
gest that proper legislation be enacted in order to tax the income of frater- 
nal insurance companies, who are now doing business in the state in com- 
petition with insurance companies now taxed. We find that by reason 
of inadequate appropriations to provide sufficient field forces, the State 
Land Department is now losing substantial amounts of revenue. 


Our investigation discloses that there are several departments, par- 
ticularly in the Agricultural Department and the State Lands Department, 
which could be made self-sustaining by slight amendments to the existing 
law, and the imposition of slight license taxes. We also find that to a 
certain extent there is overlapping and duplication of effort; but in the 
short space of time available to the committee, it is impossible to suggest 
material corrections. We must conclude, however, that the present system 
in force, through no fault of the departments, is cumbersome, expensive, 
and does not retrieve all of the revenue actually due to the state. 


From facts available, it would appear that the revenue from any re- 
placement tax, to be of benefit to the various counties and their inhabi- 
tants, and which would relieve them to some extent from the burdens of 
taxes should not be less than $5,000,000. It would also appear that ad- 
ditional revenues, to the extent of seven to eight million dollars would be 
sufficient to maintain and operate secondary schools of the state, which 
costs amount to approximately forty per cent of the total taxes levied and 
collected. 


From the estimates given to your committee, it would seem that the 
total gross income in the state from all sources would not be less than 
$350,000,000; and should a reasonable tax be placed upon this income, a 
substantial amount would be realized, which would serve as a true re- 
placement tax. 


It is our belief that an extensive, well planned study and survey 
should be made of the various departments of state, county and municipal 
governments, with a view of eliminating duplicating bureaus and consoli- 
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dating governmental units. This study and survey, to accomplish results, 
must have broad powers and be constituting in ample time to conduct and 
complete its investigation and report with recommendations to the next 
Legislature. In the meantime if revenues of a replacement nature can be 
found they should be secured.

In conclusion, Mr. Speaker, your four special investigating committees: 
herewith tender a proposed bill which, if passed, we believe will be of 
great benefit to the state and all of the subdivisions thereof. This bill is 
entitled: 


“An Act providing for a review by the Governor and State Advisory 
Council of the organization, functioning, and finances of the state and 
local governments, for the preparation of a program of economy and fin- 
ancing, and for the creation of a State Advisory Council; and designating 
the powers and duties of the Governor and the Advisory Council.” 


And we recommend its adoption and enactment of law for the purposes. 
of carrying out the intent of the resolution under which these committees 
were appointed and as a practical means of increasing the efficiency of our 
state and local governments with a large measure of economy to the tax- 
payers of the state.

and prohibiting the giving of payment of anything or service of value 
by any manufacturer or distributor of motor vehicles to any one engaged 
in the business of financing the purchase or sale of motor vehicles or of 
buying condition] sales contracts, chattel mortgages or leases on motor 
vehicles, and the acceptance or receipt thereof by any such person when 
competition in the business of financing the purchase or sale of motor 
vehicles or of buying conditional sales contracts, chattel mortgages or 
leases on motor vehicles may be lessened or eliminated, or a monopoly 
created or tended to be created, and prohibiting from doing business in 
this state any one engaged in the business of financing the purchase or 
sale of motor vehicles or of buying conditional sales contracts, chattel 
mortgages or leases on motor vehicles who so accepts or receives any 
thing or service of value from any manufacturer or distributor of motor 
vehicles, and prescribing penalties, forfeitures and recoveries for the 
violation thereof.” To Judiciary.

tions in state lands, it being the purpose of this amendment to restore 
the said Section 65 to its original intent.” Referred to Committee on State 
Lands. 


Senate Bill No. 86, introduced by Wass: A Bill for an Act entitled: 
“An Act to amend Section 1 of Chapter Fifty-two (52) of the Session 
Laws of Montana, Twenty-first Session, 1929, relating to an Act to estab- 
lish a game preserve in a portion of Judith Basin County, for the protec- 
tion of game, animals and birds, to be known as Judith River Game 
and Bird Preserve, and providing penalties for the killing, hunting, trap- 
ping and pursuing any game animals or birds in such preserve, or the 
carrying of firearms therein.”

Senate Bill No. 101, introduced by Committee on Water Conservation 
and Flood Control: A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act to amend Sec- 
tions 2, 5 and 8 of Chapter 35, of the Acts of the Extraordinary Session 
of the Twenty-third Legislative Assembly of Montana, entitled: “An 
Act providing for the creation of the State Water Conservation Board; 
prescribing its powers and duties; providing for the construction, operation 
and maintenance of a system of works for the conservation, development, 
storage, distribution and utilization of water, and for the acquisition of 
property necessary therefor; authorizing the issuance of water conserva- 
tion revenue bonds of the state payable solely from the revenues of such 
works and the funds received from the sale or disposal of water and 
from the operation, lease, sale or other disposition of the works, property 
and facilities to be acquired out of the proceeds of such bonds; providing 
for a lien upon bond proceeds; providing for trust indentures; providing 
for the creation of certain funds in connection with this Act; providing 
for contracts with the United States; declaring that no debt of the state 
shall be incurred in the exercise of any of the powers granted by this 
Act; providing for purchase condemnation; and otherwise acquiring lands 
and water rights and for the sale thereof; making an appropriation; re- 
pealing Chapter 155, of the Session Laws of 1931; and deciaring an emer- 
gency, and to supplement said Chapter 35, by adding Section 8A thereto 
so as to provide that the State Water Conservation Board may mortgage 
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property, and by adding Section 21A thereto so as to provide that the 
State Water Conservation Board shall be a body corporate; and declaring 
an emergency.” Referred to Committee on Water Conservation and Flood 
Control.

The Speaker appointed Stimatz and Harwood to escort the Governor to 
the House for the Joint Session. 

President Pro Tem of the Senate in the Chair. 

The Joint Session was called to order. 

The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. 

The Chief Clerk of the House called the roll of the House. A quorum 
was present. 

The President Pro Tem presented his Excellency, Governor Frank H. 
Cooney, to the Joint Session. 

The following message was delivered by the Governor: 
To the Members of the Twenty-fourth Legislative Assembly: 

In a message previously delivered to you I recommended certain legis- 
lation in relation to a water conservation program and general develop- 


ment program for the State of Montana. I regret very much my inability 
at that time to present to you a definite program of necessary and desir- 
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able legislation. The delay in presenting this most important legislation 
for your consideration is due to the fact that our program must be worked 
out in conjunction with the Government of the United States. The parent 
government had, prior to the convening of the present Legislative As- 
sembly, promised to advise us in detail as to the necessary and desired 
legislation. A communication to this effect had been previously received 
by me from President Roosevelt. The necessary legislation could not be 
prepared until we were advised as to its details by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and such information has only recently been received. 


Recently there have been presented for your consideration three bills 
of outstanding importance to the people of the State of Montana, and 
certain other bills covering different aspects of this program. These 
three bills are: 


Senate Bill No. 101, which is a bill prepared by counsel for the Public 
Works Administration at Washington, D. C. We are advised that this 
bill must be passed as presented, in order to complete the loan for the 
irrigation of the Rock Creek Valley in Carbon County, Montana, and the 
similar projects which were described in my previous message. 


One bill which has been presented in identical language in the Senate 
and House by the Committees on Conservation and Flood Control, being 
Senate Bill No. 127, and House Bill No. 399, and which bill was prepared, 
based on recommendations and suggestions from Washington, in order 
to enlarge to the fullest scope possible the powers of the State Water 
Conservation Board to deal with the Federal Government. 


The third measure is the bill for appropriating funds for the use of 
the State Water Conservation Board. This legislation contains much of 
the detailed procedure recommended in my previous message. Since that 
time Mr. Marshall Dana of Portland has spoken to you of this program 
in connection with its national aspects. 


Owing to lack of crops in the State of Montana, poor prices and the 
general economic depression, it has been necessary to furnish aid and 
relief during the past year at great expense to large numbers of our 
people. The greater portion of the funds for this relief have been received 
from the Federal Government. Unless some extensive plan for the reha- 
bilitation of this state is adopted by you this immense burden of relief 
must continue. I am advised by the President that he desires to turn 
from direct relief to work relief. The only plan by which we may solve 
this problem and rehabilitate the State of Montana is in connection with 
water conservation projects. The work of the Water Conservation Board 
and the State of Montana on this program has already received the ap- 
proval of the Federal Government. 


On the one hand a program must be devised by your body to raise 
immense sums of money to take the place of relief funds previously 
furnished by the Government of the United States, or we must develop 
a program which will relieve our people from a large portion of this bur- 
den. The program presented, I believe, will accomplish those things, and 
will furnish the necessary employment to thousands of Montana citizens 
out of work, and bring about the construction of great water conservation 
works, which will insure the future prosperity of the state, and may 
easily make this state the first to recover from the great depression which 
has prevailed throughout the country. To accomplish this purpose it is 
necessary to clothe some agency in the state with adquate powers to fully 
cooperate with the Federal Government. 


For this reason I am recommending to you that the powers of the 
Water Conservation Board be greatly increased rather than that a new 
agency or agencies be created in this state, as I believe you feel that the 
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creation of any boards and agencies might hinder rather than help in the 
carrying out of this program. 


It is necessary for this board to have adequate financial support. Its 
purpose must be compared with the purposes of the Federal Relief Organ- 
ization in this state. 


As the program of this board has been approved at Washington and 
we are assured that these necessary projects may be constructed with 
Federal funds to be paid by the parties interested and who receive the 
benefits therefrom, and no liability therefor will rest upon the State of 
Montana, we are working in full accord with the plans of the President. 


The State Water Conservation Board has already completed surveys 
in large portions of the state. This work must go on and appropriations 
equal to the appropriations of last year are necessary for that purpose. 
It appears that plans are generally approved and yet the matter is de- 
layed from week to week and from month to month, by reason of the fact 
that the state itself is not able to make expenditures and provide funds 
for immediate work and such instant cooperation with Federal Government 
as would very greatly lessen the time within which projects may be 
started by that authority. 


It may be necessary to construct certain smaller projects to be owned 
entirely by the State of Montana and paid for by the people or localities 
receiving the benefits. In some way the state must show its full cooper- 
ation with the Federal Government and its willingness to carry a portion 
of the burden in connection with the loans and grants which we are to 
receive from the government. I believe that the projects are adequate 
security not only as to the funds advanced by the Federal Government, 
but also those advanced by the State of Montana, so that all moneys 
advanced can be returned from the lands and people who will be benefited 
thereby. And just as a relief organization must be trusted to expend 
honestly and efficiently money set aside for direct relief, so I believe it 
will be necessary for you to depend upon the judgment and discretion of 
the Water Conservation Board of this state to expend the funds which are 
asked for in the appropriation bill mentioned. 


I wish to thank the Legislature for the cooperation and careful con- 
sideration of problems which have been heretofore presented to you, and 
in this program, which is presented in the bills mentioned, I would ask 
that you join with me in this program in its entirety, as it offers an 
opportunity never before given to the State of Montana to develop its 
resources and bring a permanent prosperity to the people of the state. 


The President Pro Tem appointed Senator Sparling, Senator Simmons 
and Representative Leavitt to escort the Governor to his chambers.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 874, introduced by Egan, respectfully beg 
leave to report as follows: 


House Bill No. 374 was after considerable discussion, recommended for 
passage in Committee of the Whole, on February 19, 1985. On February 
20, 1935, motion to reconsider such previous action carried, and on further 
motion the bill was re-referred to the Committee on Judiciary with the 
request from the floor that such committee report as to the constitution- 
ality of the bill. 


The subject of apportionment, and representation, so far as the Con- 
stitution is concerned, is covered under Article VI, Sections 2 and 3 of that 
article, providing as follows: 
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“Section 2. The Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for an 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the state in the year 1895, and every 
tenth year thereafter; and at the session next following such enumeration, 
and a.so at the session next following an enumeration made by the author- 
ity of the United States, shall revise and adjust the apportionment for 
representatives on the basis of such enumeration according to ratios to be 
fixed by law. 


“Section 8. Representative districts may be altered from time to 
time as public convenience may require. When a representative district 
shall be composed of two or more counties, they shall be contiguous and the 
districts as compact as may be. No county shall be divided in the forma- 
tion of representative districts.” 


It is plain from Section 2 that the Legislative Assembly shall provide 
for the enumeration of the inhabitants every tenth year after the year 
1895, and that machinery for such enumeration should be set up by the Leg- 
islative Assembly during the year 19385, and that at the session next 
*ollawing such enumeration, the Legislative Assembly should revise and 
adjust the apportionment and representation, which would be in the year 
1937. According to the further provisions of said Section 2, the Legis- 
lative Assembly shall revise and adjust the apportionment and representa- 
tion after the enumeration made by authority of the United States, which 
will be made in 1940, and that the Legislative Assembly should revise and 
adjust the apportionment for representatives during the year 1941. 


In other words, it is plain that the framers of the Constitution intended 
that this very vital matter of apportionment and representation should be 
decided in each ten year period; once following the Federal census and once 
following the state census which the Constitution makers ordered to be 
taken. 


It is further clear, so far as our information goes, that the state has 
never attempted to make any enumeration. 


Under these circumstances, we are of the view that, at this stage of 
our legislative proceedings, there is very little prospect of dealing with 
the subject at all, because the expense of the state census renders that 
procedure prohibitive at this time. 


Consequently, the only course to be taken would seem to be to await the 
Federal census of 1940, and in 1941 directly attack the problem and make 
the apportionment accordingly.

A period of eight hours or less shall constitute a day’s 
work in all industries, occupations, undertakings, and employments, ex- 
cept farming, provided, however, that the Legislative Assembly may by 
law reduce the number of hours constituting a day’s work whenever in its 
opinion a reduction will better promote the general welfare, but it shall 
have no authority to increase the number of hours constituting a day’s 
work beyond that herein provided.” 


Section 8. Separate official ballots shall be provided at said general 
election, which shall have printed thereon all of said Section 4 of Article 
XVIII of the constitution, as amended by this Act, and below the same 
shall be printed the words:

Each elector shall designate his preference by marking an “X” in the 
square before the proposition for which such elector desires to vote.

House Bill No. 205, introduced by Fowler, being a constitutional amend- 
ment, and having been read three several times, was passed by the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as required 
by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in compliance 
with the provisions thereof the bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: 


A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act to submit to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Montana by adding a new article thereto, relating to the recall of all 
elective public officers; providing the procedure for such recall and for the 
election of the successors to such offices. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended 
as hereinafter provided and that the question of such amendment be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State of Montana, for their approval 
or rejection, at the general election to be held in November, 19386. 


Section 2. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be and the 
same is hereby amended by adding thereto a new article to be known and 
designated as Article XXIII and to read as follows: 


“ARTICLE XXIII 
RECALL OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. All elective public officers of the State of Montana or any 
political subdivision thereof may be removed from office at any time by 
the electors entitled to vote for such office, by the procedure herein pro- 
vided, which procedure shall be known as the “recall”? and shall be in ad- 
dition to any other method of removal provided by law. 


Section 2. All state officers of the State of Montana, elected from the 
state at large, all United States Senators and Representatives in Congress, 
all Justices of the Supreme Court and District Judges, and all State Sen- 
ators and Representatives shall be subject to recall in the manner herein 
provided. All other elective public officers chosen from any political sub- 
division of the State of Montana shall likewise be subject to recall under 
such procedure not inconsistent with the general provisions of this article, 
as shall hereafter be provided by the Legislative Assembly. 


Section 8. A recall petition or petitions signed by electors entitled 
to vote for a successor of the officer sought to be removed, equal to not 
less than twenty-five per cent (25%) of the entire vote cast at the last 
preceding election for all candidates for the office in question, demanding 
the recall of any elective public officer and the election of a successor to 
the office shall be filed with the County Clerk and Recorder of each county 
in which any such petition is circulated. In the case of officers elected 
from the state at large, such petitions shall be circulated in not less than 
ten (10) counties of the state and shall be signed by electors in each of 
said ten (10) counties equal in number to not less than one per cent (1%) 
of the entire vote cast at the last preceding election for all candidates for 
the office in question. All such petitions shall be addressed to the Secre- 
tary of State and shall contain a general statement of the grounds on 
which removal of. the officer is sought, which statement shall be deemed 
to be solely for the information of the electors and its sufficiency shall not 
be subject to review. 


Section 4. Recall petitions may be presented in sections, but each 
section shall contain a complete copy of the petition. Only qualified 
electors of the county in which such petition is circulated, as shown by the 
last registration list of the voters of said county, and who are authorized 
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to vote for the office in question, shall be eligible to sign such petition. 
Each signer shall add to his name his place of residence and street address, 
if any, and the number of his election precinct. Any qualified elector of 
the state shall be competent to solicit such signatures within the county 
or city of which he is an elector. There shall be attached to each petition 
and to each section thereof the affidavit of the solicitor circulating the 
same, setting forth his qualifications and that each and every signature 
appearing in said petition is the genuine signature of the person whose 
name it purports to be and that the same was signed to said petition in 
the presence of the affiant. Such affidavit shall be sufficient to establish 
prima facie the genuineness of the petition and of the signatures appear- 
ing thereon. 


Section 5. Recall petitions may be filed in different counties on dif- 
ferent dates, but the complete petition, including all sections thereof cir- 
culated in any county, shall be filed with the County Clerk and Recorder 
of that county at the same time. After the filing of said petition no addi- 
tions thereto or withdrawal therefrom shall be permitted, save and except 
that any time within ten (10) days after the filing of said recall petition 
with the County Clerk, supplemental recall petitions, identical in form and 
containing the same affidavit as the original petition, may be filed with 
said County Clerk. 


Section 6. Upon the filing with him of a recall petition, or any sup- 
plement thereto, the County Clerk and Recorder shall examine the signa- 
tures thereon and shall determine from the registration records in his of- 
fice, what number of qualified electors have signed the same. Within 
twenty (20) days after the filing of such petition the County Clerk and 
Recorder shall make a certificate showing the number of qualified electors 
whom he believes to have signed said petition and supplement, if any, and 
also certifying to the whole number of votes cast in his county at the last 
preceding election for all candidates for the office in question. Within 
twenty (20) days after receiving any recall petition, the County Clerk and 
Recorder shall transmit the same, including any supplement thereto, to- 
gether with his certificate to the Secretary of State, retaining a copy of 
said certificate in his own office. 


Section 7. ‘Whenever the Secretary of State shall have received from 
the County Clerks of the number of counties specified in this article, re- 
call petitions signed by the requisite number of qualified electors desig- 
nated in this article, as disclosed by the certificates of said County Clerks, 
he shall forthwith submit said petition to the Governor together with his 
certificate as to its sufficiency. The Governor shall thereupon issue a call 
for an election upon the recall of said officer and the election of his suc- 
cessor. Such election shall be held not less than forty (40) nor more than 
sixty (60) days from the date of the certificate of the Secretary of State, 
unless a general election shall fall within said designated period of sixty 
(60) days, in which event the recall election must be held as a part of said 
general election. 


Section 8. Elections held under the terms of this article shall be 
noticed, called and conducted and the results thereof canvassed and de- 
clared in the manner now provided by the laws of Montana for the calling 
and holding of general state elections. The eligibility of electors to vote 
at any recall election shall be determined as in the case of other elec- 
tions, provided, however, that only duly registered and qualified electors 
of the county as disclosed by the last registration list of said county, and 
who are entitled to vote for the office in question, shall be eligible to vote 
at such elections. 


Section 9. Special ballots to be used at recall elections shall be pre- 
pared by the respective County Clerks in the manner provided by the laws 
of Montana for the preparation of election ballots and shall contain ap- 
propriate instructions to the voters for marking said ballot. There shall 
be printed on the recall ballot in not more than two hundred (200) words, 
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the reasons assigned in the petition for the recall of said officer, the same 
to be formulated by the Attorney General of the state and to express said 
charges as briefly and clearly as possible; also, if desired. by the officer, 
there shall be printed on said ballot a statement to be prepared by the 
officer in not more than three hundred (300) words, setting forth a jus- 
tification of his official conduct. There shall be printed on the recall 
ballot as to every officer whose recall is to be voted on thereat, the fol- 
lowing question, “Shall (name of person against whom the recall petition 
is filed) be recalled from the office of (title of the office)?” following 
which question shall be the words “yes” and “no” on separate lines, with 
a blank space at the left of each, in which the voter shall indicate by 
marking with an “X,” his vote for or against said recall. On the ballot 
under the recall questions, there shall also be printed the names of the 
candidates who have been nominated to the office subject to the recall 
election, and to the left of each name a square to be used by the voter in 
marking his ballot. The voter shall mark his ballot with an “X” in the 
square opposite the name for which he desires to vote, but no vote cast 
for any candidate shall be counted unless the elector casting the same 
shall have voted in the affirmative on the question of recall. The name 
of the person against whom the petition is filed shall not appear on the 
ballot as a candidate for the office. If a majority of those voting on said 
question of the recall of any incumbent from office shall vote “no,” said 
incumbent shall continue in said office. If a majority shall vote “yes,” 
said incumbent shall thereupon be deemed removed from such office, upon 
the qualification of his successor. The canvassers shall canvass all votes 
for candidates for said office and declare the result in like manner as in 
a regular election. If the vote at any such recall election shall be suffi- 
cient to remove the officer, then the candidate who has received the high- 
est number of votes for the office shall be thereby declared elected for 
the remainder of the term. In case the person who received the highest 
number of votes shall fail to qualify within ten (10) days after receiving 
the certificate of election, the office shall be deemed vacant and shall be 
filled according to law. 


Section 10. A petition shall be deemed to be filed with the Secretary 
of State upon the date of the receipt by him of a certificate or certificates 
showing the said petition to be signed by the requisite number of electors 
of the state. 


Section 11. No recall petition shall be circulated or filed against any 
officer until he has held his office for at least six (6) months, except 
members of the State Legislature against whom such a petition may be 
filed at any time within five (5) days from the convening of any session 
of the Legislative Assembly. 


Section 12. If the officer whose removal is sought at any recall elec- 
tion is not removed, he shall be repaid from the State Treasury such 
amount not in excess of the expenditures to which candidates for public 
office are or may hereafter be limited by the laws of Montana, as has been 
legally expended by him on account of said election, and no proceedings 
for another recall of said incumbent shall be initiated within six (6) months 
after such election. The Legislative Assembly shall make the necessary 
appropriations to carry out the provisions of this section. 


Section 13. If the officer sought to be recalled shall resign at any 
time after the filing of the petition and before the holding of the recall 
election or if the office shall for any other reason become vacant during 
said time, the recall election shall be held and the vacancy shall be tem- 
porarily filled as provided by law and the appointee shall hold office only 
until the person elected at the recall election shall qualify for said office. 


Section 14. If the Governor, or Attorney General, is sought to be 
removed under the provisions of this article, the duties herein imposed 
upon him shall be performed by the Lieutenant-Governor; and if the Sec- 
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retary of State is sought to be removed, the duties herein imposed upon 
him shall be performed by the State Auditor. 


Section 15. In the submission to the electors of any petition pro- 
posed under this article, all officers shall be guided by the general laws 
of the state, except as otherwise herein provided. 


Section 16. This article is self-executing, but legislation may be en- 
acted to facilitate its operation, but in no way limiting or restricting the 
provisions of this article or the powers herein reserved.” 


Section 8. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general 
election to be held in November, 1936, which shall have printed thereon the 
following: “Official ballot tc be voted upon for the approval or rejection 
of an Act to amend the Constitution of the State of Montana by adding 
a new article Number XXIII authorizing the recall of. all elective public 
officers and providing the procedure for such recall and for the election 
of the successors to such officers.” There shall also be printed on said 
official ballots, below the said article, squares and the words as follows: 


By For the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


| Against the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


Each elector who approves this amendment shall mark an “X” in the 
first square above printed, and each elector who rejects it shall mark an 
“X” in the second square. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against this proposed amendment 
shall be canvassed, determined and declared as provided by the laws of 
the State of Montana. 


Section 5. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage and approval.

We, your Conference Committee, in explanation as to the concurrance 
of the Senate amendments to House Bill No. 64 desire to report that the 
Senate amendments have no material effect upon changing the real pur- 
pose of House Bill No. 64.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


We, your Special Committee, appointed by authority of the Resolution 
introduced by Fowler on the 36th iegislative day, authorized to inquire into 
the political activities of public utilities and other corporations, etc., beg 
leave to make the following preliminary report and partial recommenda- 
tions: 
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Your committee held a hearing on the evening of February 28th, at 
Room 4, Placer Hotel. Testimony was given by the following witnesses: 
W. A. Campbell, A. E. Wilkinson and Dan M. Keliy. 


The witness Campbell testified that 342 shares of stock in the Helena 
Independent are owned by one Dickey, business manager of the Butte Daily 
Post and that this stock, together with the stock held by the said Camp- 
bell, represent a complete controlling interest in the Helena Independent; 
that the witness Campbell testified that the said Dickey invested in the 
capital stock of said paper in excess of $43,000 for the purchase of this 
stock; that losses incurred by the paper are met by borrowing funds from 
the said Dickey and that these losses and such borrowings represent a 
total of more than $200,000, yet no evidence was introduced to show that 
the said Dickey is a person of any material responsibility on his own part, 
leading to the inference that large sums of money must be furnished from 
some source unknown at the present time to your committee, but in view 
of the fact that the testimony of the said Kelly shows the said Dickey to 
be business manager of the Butte Daily Post and that the said Butte Daily 
Post is controlled by the Anaconda Copper Mining Company, the situation 
leads to the inference that the investment in the stock of the Helena In- 
dependent and the large sums of money furnished to care for the losses 
of the said paper may eventually be traced to certain large corporations 
and perhaps public utitities in the state, and that said sums may be found 
eventually to have been charged into the operating expense of said utilities 
and thus used to increase rate bases upon which utility rates are fixed 
and so charged back to the consumers or patrons of the said companies. 


The witness Kelly testified that, in his opinion, a public utility is 
justified in spending sums of money for the purpose of maintaining lobby- 
ists at the legislature and that they would be justified in spending any 
amount of money necessary to defeat such public utility bills as have been 
introduced in this session of the legislature, and charge it back to the 
consumer. 


This evidence leads your committee to believe that if the investiga- 
tion is pursued diligently, matters of great and fundamental interest and 
importance to the people of the state can be developed. Your committee, 
however, wishes to call the attention of the House to the fact that each 
witness called to testify at the hearing held as hereinabove mentioned, 
represented that he had retained the said Dan M. Kelley, Chief Counsel] for 
the Anaconda Copper Mining Company and the Montana Power Company, 
as personal counsel for him at the said hearing, and that Attorney Kelly, 
in the guise of representing the witnesses, objected continually to the wit- 
nesses answering the questions put to the witnesses by the attorney for 
the committee and by the members of the committee, as evidenced by the 
following testimony: 


EXAMINATION OF THE WITNESS WILKINSON 


By Mr. Freebourn: 
Q. How do you do your lobbying? 


Mr. Kelly: I object to that. It is entirely outside the purview of this 
committee and upon the further ground that this witness, or any other 
citizen of the State of Montana, has a perfect right to come to Helena and 
interview legislators and protect the interests of themselves and their em- 
ployers and the interests which they represent, and they don’t make any 
apologies for it. I instruct the witness he doesn’t need to answer if he 
doesn’t want to. 


The Witness: On advice of counsel, I refuse to answer. 


Q. Who else is lobbying here with you from the Anaconda Copper 
Mining Company? 
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Mr. Kelly: The same objection. I will advise the witness he doesn’t 
have to answer that if he doesn’t want to. 

A. I will not answer for the same reason as before. 

Q. Who is engaged in lobbying here for the Montana Power Com- 
pany? . 
A. I will give the same reason as before and refuse to answer. 

Q. Did you discuss with Mr. Kelly, before coming here, what answer 
you would make where you didn’t care to answer. 

Mr. Kelly: I make the same objection. 

A. I will make the same answer. I refuse to answer. 

Q. Of course, you are not afraid of incriminating yourself? 

Asa NOt, at,-all. 

Q. And you know that under the statute that you cannot be prose- 
cuted for any statements that you make here? 

A. It doesn’t make any difference to me. I know I am within my 
rights when I refuse to answer. 

Q. What object have you in concealing your activities in and about 
this legislature? 

A. I understand it is not within the purview of the committee to in- 
vestigate that. 

Q. You just don’t want to give the committee representing the legis- 
lature the facts, do you? 

A. I haven’t any objection to giving the facts. 

Q. Why don’t you, then? 

A. Because I feel you have no right to investigate our private activi- 
ties. 


Q. You desire to conceal from the legislature of the State of Mon- 
tana, as represented by this committee, your activities at this session of 
this legislature ? 


Mr. Kelly: I object to that as an unfair question for the reason the 
witness has not expressed any desire to answer the question. 

Q. Why don’t he answer the question, Mr. Kelly? 

Mr. Kelly: Because he doesn’t have to. 


Q. Why conceal anything if he is on the square and honest, if he is 
representing the Anaconda Copper Mining Company as against the State 
of Montana. 

Mr. Kelly: He don’t have to. 

Q. And simply because counsel says you don’t have to tell, you want 
to keep the legislature in the dark concerning your activities as a lobby- 
ist in this legislature? 


Mr. Kelly: His activities are in the open. Ask him about them. 

Q. Tell us about your activities as a lobbyist. 

A. I refuse to answer because I feel this committee has no right to 
go into our activities as lobbyists here. 

Mr. Fowler: The secretary will take note of the witness’ remarks so 
the witness can be cited for contempt. 


Q. You know that you cannot be prosecuted for any Dy tes that 
may be disclosed by any answer you make here? 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And yet you deliberately and intentionally refuse to py Meek 
Amel dos 
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Q. And disclose to the legislature of the State of Montana your acti- 
vities and the things that you have done as lobbyist at the present legis- 
lative session ? 


A. Yes, sir. 


Your committee believes that it is impossible to successfully pursue 
the investigation initiated by the house which promises such important re- 
sults, unless the powers granted by the resolution above mentioned be 
broadened to include an investigation of the lobbying activities of the 
public utilities and the other corporations of the state, and that your com- 
mittee should be given power to inquire into all of the lobbying activities 
of the said utilities and corporations, to the end that it may be determined 
how much of the consumers’ money is now being spent for the purpose of 
defeating legislation intended to be of benefit to the consumers of the 
state, and so that proper legislation may be proposed by your committee 
for enactment at this or subsequent sessions of the legislature. 


It is also necessary that your committee have power to inquire definite- 
ly into the ownership and control of any and all newspapers in the State 
of Montana for the purpose of determining whether or not the public 
utilities or other corporations of the state control and use them for the 
purpose of defeating the best interests of the patrons of the public utilities 
and for weilding an undue influence on members of the legislature and 
legislation being considered before any legislative assembly. 


Therefore, your committee begs leave to make this informal prelim- 
inary report and request the increased authority set forth in the accom- 
panying resolution.

questions pertinent to the investigation authorized by the House; and 


Whereas, It is highly desirable that the lobbying activities of the said 
public utilities and the said corporations be investigated, with a view to 
determining whether or not moneys charged to operating expenses of the 
said utilities may have been or may be used in excessive amounts, leading 
to undue influence upon legislators and the legislation passed or intro- 
duced into this legislature of the State of Montana from time to time; 


Therefore, Be It Resolved: That the powers of the said investigating 
committee be increased and broadened to inciude a complete investigation 
of the lobbying activities of any public utility or corporation in the State 
of Montana; that the said committee be directed to inquire into said activi- 
ties to determine the corporations or individuals represented by any and 
all lobbyists appearing at the present session of the legislature, the sums 
of money expended or the methods used by any of these parties, utilities or 
corporations to influence legislation, and that the said comm ttee be em- 
powered to compel said witnesses to answer any and all questions bearing 
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hereupon, to the end that the said committee may pursue its original in- 
vestigations with effectiveness and that it may determine whether or not 
any undue influence may at any time have been brought upon the iegisla- 
ture of Montana, tending to favor or defeat legislation of interest and bene- 
fit to the people of the State of Montana and to the end that the said 
committee may be in a position to recommend to the legislature suitable 
leg.slation to curb any or all of these practices which may be determined 
detrimental or injurious to the people of the state or the proper administra- 
tion of the government of the State of Montana in any of its activities or 
branches.

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REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE ON PRICE OF GASOLINE 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Special Committee appointed to investigate 
the price of gasoline in the State of Montana, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 


Your committee has held several meeting's and has caused to be taken 
evidence from parties interested in a reduction in the price of gasoline. 
Refiners, distributors, salesmen and others who are acquainted with the 
underlying reasons for the present high price of gasoline in the state have 
appeared before us. 


We find that the refineries show a wide variation in the cost of pro- 
duction of gasoiine. For instance, one company, which is the largest dis- 
tributor in the State of Montana, and also operates a refinery in the State 
of Montana, claims to be able to make a profit on the basis of seven cents 
a gallon f. o. b. the refinery, on first grade gasoline. Opposed to this, 
local refineries in the state claim a cost of refining at from eight to over 
nine cents a gallon. 


We find wide variations of charges for transportation to different 
sections of the state so that some of the local refineries are unable to ship 
to certain points of the state at a profit. 


We find that from one-third to one-half of the gasoline consumed in 
the State of Montana is imported into the state, and that the price at 
which this imported gasoline can be sold in the state is a large, if not the 
controlling factor, in establishing the retail price. 


We find that the local refineries in the State of Montana cannot pro- 
duce gasoline as cheaply as the outside companies for the following rea- 
sons: First, crude oil in the State of Montana is approximately fifty per 
cent higher than crude oil out of the state, and the cost of delivery from 
the wells to the refineries is considerably higher owing to the large dis- 
tances involved in this state. Second, because of the limited volume and 
the seasonable variation in the state. 


We find that the retail price of gasoline is more or less fixed by the 
large companies for the reason that the large companies name a schedule 
of prices and the other retailers at most points of the state see fit to sell 
at the same price. One of the larger companies gave your committee a 
schedule on the basis of twenty-four cents a gallon for first grade gasoline 
as follows:

We find from the evidence submitted to your committee that the aver- 
age cost of refining of all the companies operating in the State of Mon- 
tana would be approximately $.08% per gailon for first grade gasoline. 
There is no relief from the state tax and the government tax, amounting 
to six cents in all. We were given to understand that under the National 
Code the dealer’s margin is fixed at four cents per gallon, which would 
make a total price per gallon of 18.25c. To this necessarily must be added 
the cost of transportation from the refinery to the retailer, and we believe 
that the average throughout the state may be placed at three cents per 
gallon with respect to this item. This amount is charged by ail companies 
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as nearly as can be ascertained, regardless of the fact.of the distance the 
gasol.ne is transported. In other words, this is an average charge based 
upon all of the variations in the cost of transportation throughout the 
state. 


Your committee was advised that some time ago in certain areas, re- 
duced rates of transportation were fixed by the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, but that none of the reduction in the price of transportation 
was passed on to the consumer. 


With reference to freight rates, we find that crude oil or gasoline 
shipped into Montana from Oklahoma, Texas and Kansas is covered by a 
rate known as applicable to Group Three. There seems to be a wide varia- 
tion in these rates; for instance, a shipment from any of the three states 
in question to Glendive, Montana, of gasoline would bear a rate of .0587, 
but from any of the states in Group Three to Lewistown, Montana, would be 
0799, a variation of over two cents per gallon, and, of course the freight 
rate from the Group Three states in North Dakota is proportionately less 
than the freight rate in Montana, so that on the basis of gasoline being 
shipped into North Dakota there is no question but what gasoline in North 
Dakota can be sold from two to three cents per gallon cheaper than it 
ean be in Montana without taking into account the fact that the tax in 
North Dakota is two cents per gailon less than it is in Montana. 


We found the representatives of the oil companies, of the distributors, 
the refineries and the retailers very willing to cooperate with your com- 
mittee, and your committee wishes to express its thanks for the spirit of 
cooperation shown. We found every willingness to produce records and 
disclose all information asked for, and we believe that the public is en- 
titled to know the real situation as to the price of gasoline in this state. 


From a careful consideration of the evidence produced before your 
committee, we believe there are only two immediate opportunities at pres- 
ent to reduce the retail price of gasoline. First, any reduction in the price 
of transportation of gasoline into the state from points outside of the state 
will, of course, immediately reflect itself in forcing the local companies in 
the state to meet the lower price. Any reduction in rates in intra-state 
rates from point to point within the state would not have this effect, but 
would be highly beneficial both to the local companies and to the ultimate 
consumer; that is provided the oil companies would pass this reduction on 
to the consumer. Second, a reduction in the cost of distribution. This 
point covers the following items: Average cost of railroad transportation 
throughout the state, .03 per gallon; jobber’s margin, .02 per gallon; re- 
tailer’s margin, .04 per gallon. The first item of railroad transportation 
has heretofore been referred to, but the other two items from six to seven 
cents per gallon offer, in the opinion of .your committee, the most prac- 
tical immediate method of reduction in the price of gasoline. To reduce 
the price of gasoline in this manner, however, is a double-barreled propo- 
sition for the reason that a great many people employed in retailing and 
bulk stations will be seriously affected as there are over nine thousand men 
employed in the State of Montana in this business. 


According to the testimony received by your committee, any oil com- 
pany wiil sell gasoline delivered at the pump at wholesale for four cents 
under the price for first grade gasoline. If individual groups of farmers 
or business men desire to establish some sort of an association and put in 
a bulk station there is no question but that the parties involved could, on 
a sufficient volume to pay the cost of the man employed, save from two 
to three and possibly four cents per gallon on the present retail price of 
first grade gasoline, but in doing so they would in all probability have to 
eliminate expensive filiing stations, expensive equipment and all other 
attendant courtesies that the public seems to demand in modern filling 
stations. The public has demanded certain services in connection with 
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automobiles stopping at filling stations and, of course, if we are to re- 
ceive these services we must pay for them. If, on the other hand, we are 
willing to forego these services, we can, in the judgment of your com- 
mittee, reduce the price of the cost of gasoline throughout the State of 
Montana; but as heretofore stated, this will mean the elimination of em- 
ployment for a great many of our citizens 


In submitting this report, we recommend that a copy thereof be filed 
with the Attorney General of the State of Montana, and a copy thereof with 
the Railroad Commission of the State of Montana together with the testi- 
mony taken in this case, with the recommendation that the Railroad Com- 
cission use this testimony and such other testimony as it may deem ad- 
visable for the purpose of presenting it to the Inter-state Commerce Com- 
mission a request that Montana be granted a more favorable rate on gaso- 
line, both on intra-state and inter-state shipments. 


In closing we express our appreciation of the work done by the Special 
Committee of the House and Senate of the Twentieth Legislative Assembly 
for the year 1927.

thereafter he shall every six months or oftener, if so required by the court, 
cause to be made and filed with the court a report showing the conditions 
of the liquidation of such bank, the assets that have been liquidated and 
collected and the amounts and manner of payments which may have been 
made to creditors and the manner in which claims have been handled and 
also showing the assets on hand. The report to also contain such other 
information as the court may deem proper and request or require, so that 
the court and the public may be apprized of the condition of such bank 
and the manner in which it is being liquidated with respect to the col- 
lection and sale of assets belonging to such bank and the manner in which 
claims are being paid. Such report and account shall be set for hearing 
upon such notice as the court may require and if found to be correct shall 
be approved by the court. Change Section 2 to Section 3 and insert in 
lieu thereof, Section 2 which states the following: Section 2.

SPECIAL ORDER OF BUSINESS 


The Speaker, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena. 


Without my approval and with my objection thereto I am returning 
herewith H. B. No. 191: “An Act to amend Section 19 of Chapter 60 of the 
Laws of 1927, as amended by Chapter 151 of the Laws of 193838, and Sec- 
tions 73 and 76 of Chapter 60 of the Laws of 1927, relative to exchange 
of state lands, the publication of notice of sale of state lands and regu- 
lating the sale thereof.” 


Objections to the provisions of this measure are numerous, and after 
the fullest consideration it is apparent to me that its placement upon the 
statute books would tend to hamper the administration of the state’s vast 
heritage of lands for the benefit of its schools. 


Senate Bill No. 191 attempts to amend Chapter 151 of the Laws of 
1933, relating to the exchange of state lands, but it omits that portion of 
Chapter 151 which authorized the State Board of Land Commissioners 
to exchange lands with counties, and these authorities would therefore be 
forbidden to make exchanges, however advantageous to all parties they 
might prove. 
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Thereupon the bill provides perhaps half a dozen obstacles in the way 
of exchanging state lands for lands of the Federal Government, but time 
does not permit particularization in this respect. Section 4 of the bill 
states that its intent is to prevent hasty exchange and sale of state lands. 
As a matter of plain fact, under the Taylor Grazing Act it would be wholly 
impossible to execute a hasty exchange. Long experience has demonstrated 
that exchanges with the United States are slow and difficult, the usual 
period necessary to accomplish a transfer of this nature being two years. 


Under the so-called Taylor Grazing Act, large grazing districts will 
be organized in Montana under the authority of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. Thousands of separate tracts of state lands will eventually be 
included within the boundaries of such districts. It will be next to im- 
possible to sell state lands within these grazing districts, as there will be 
no incentive to purchase. So that, the inclusion of state lands within 
these districts will to a considerable extent defeat the very purpose for 
which the lands were granted to this state. The only way whereby the 
state may protect these lands is to exchange them with the United States 
in such manner as to get state lands blocked into considerable bodies. This 
is the biggest problem now before the State Land Department for the 
protection of its millions of acres of grazing lands. 


Exchange regulations of the Federal Government are sufficiently 
troublesome for the state, but the provisions of House Bill No. 191, should 
it become a law, would greatly increase the difficulties connected with the 
exchanges. Legislation, palpably, should be so framed as to make it com- 
paratively easy for the State Board of Land Commissioners to administer 
state lands in conformity with the requirements of the Enabling Act. 


Should House Bill No. 191 become a law, it would be almost a hope- 
less task to make exchanges of lands with the United States Government, 
and impossible to effectuate exchanges with counties, and by reason of 
the operation of the Taylor Grazing Act the value of Federal land grants 
already made to us would be most seriously impaired. 


Believing that the measure under consideration would tend to make 
much more difficult the task of the State Board of Land Commissioners 
in administering the great trust committed to it, I cannot give my ap- 


proval to House Bill No. 191.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Insurance, having had under 
consideration Senate Substitute for Senate Bill No. 22, entitled: “An Act 
to provide for State Insurance of public buildings and contents; to provide 
for the valuation thereof; to provide for the duties of public officers in 
connection therewith; to provide for the levying of assessment premiums, 
for the investment and distribution of the insurance fund, and for the 
payment of losses; to prevent any other manner of insuring public prop- 
erty; and to provide penalties for the violation of this Act.” 


Respectfully report as follows: That Senate Substitute for Senate 
Bill No. 22 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title: Line (7) of the printed bill; insert after the word 
property the following “except as herein provided.” 


Add after Section (1) the following: “Provided, however, that officers 
and authorities having charge of buildings and contents above described 
may insure against earth-quakes and/or other perils not above enumerated 
in this section and may with the approval of the State Auditor and Ex- 
officio Commissioner of Insurance, insure against such perils with any reli- 
able insurance company. 


Section (3) line (16) of the printed bill, strike out the semi-colon after 
the word “thereof” adding in lieu thereof a period and striking out the 
balance of the section. 


Section (7) line (8) of the printed bill; after the figures “1921” add 
the following: “as amended by Chapter 58, Session Laws of the Twentieth 
Legislative Assembly, 1927.” 


Section (9) strike out all Section (9) and insert the following amend- 
ment: “The State Board of Examiners must reinsure or purchase excess 
insurance in a reliable insurance company or companies such portion of 
their insurance liability as is commensurate with the principles of safe 
underwriting, and shall prescribe such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary in placing and handling this re-insurance and/or excess insur- 
ance. The cost of the reinsurance is to be paid out of the State Insurance 
Fund. 


Add the following after Section (138) “and an amount not to exceed 
four per-centum of the receipts of said fund for the payment of salaries and 
expenses for the administration of this Act. 


Strike out all of Section (16) and insert in lieu thereof the following: 


“This Act shall become operative on the first day of June, 1935. The 
renewal on altered terms or the extension of any existing policies three 
months prior to the time that this Act becomes operative, without the 
approval of the State Auditor and Ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance 
shall be prima facie evidence of an intention to violate the law and such 
policy shall be cancelled out pro rata and state insurance shall be written 
for the proper amount.

Dollars ($100.00) when such loans run for a period of thirty (80) days or 
less, or to add to the total original amount of any monthly payment loan, 
interest for the entire period of time the joan is to run at a rate not to 
exceed eight per cent (8%) per annum, dividing the total into an equal 
number of monthly payments over the period for which the loan is to run 
and requiring payments so determined to be paid by the borrower.”

STATEMENT 


Mr. Speaker: The following statement is prepared to accompany your 
Conference Committee report on Senate amendments to House Bill No. 65. 


The effect of your Conference Committee action is to retain the effect 
of the Senate amendment to House Bili 63 which makes finance charges 
or bonus charges illegal, but to permit a small minimum charge on loans 
at Fifty Do_lars ($50.00) or One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) where the loans 
run for th.rty (30) days or less without such action being illegal. It also 
permits interest to be charged on monthly payment loans at the rate as 
provided by the biil of eight (8%) per cent but permits finance companies 
to continue their present methods of applying these interest charges and 
permitting borrower to pay back their loan in monthly payments for the 
interest at e ght (8%) calculated on the entire amount. This, we believe, 
preserves the intention of the original amendment but will enable people to 
continue to borrow money on monthly payment plan in accordance with these 
regulations.

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Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on State Lands, having had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 191, entitled: “An Act relating to state 
lands; providing for the resale and repurchase of such lands upon the can- 
cellation of certificates of purchase; assuring certain preference rights 
to the original purchaser in the event of a resale; authorizing reapprais- 
ment of lands by the State Board of Land Commissioners in case of a re- 
sale; specifying the terms and conditions of resale contracts and repealing 
Section 89 of Chapter 60 of the Session Acts of the Twentieth Legisiative 
Assembly of Montana of 1927, as amended by Chapter 101 of the Session 
Acts of the Twenty-first Legislative Assembly of Montana of 1929 and all 
other Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith,’ respectfully report as 
follows: That Senate Bill No. 191 be amended as follows: Amend the 
title of Senate Bill No. 191 by striking all that foilows the word “resale” 
in line 5 of the printed bill and line 10 of the engrossed bill. 


Amend Section 2 by striking out all thereof and inserting in lieu there- 
of the following: ‘Section 2. Upon receipt of not less than three (8) 
such applications or applications to purchase other state lands from any 
three adjoining counties, the Commissioner of State Lands and Investments 
shall within ninety (90) days fix a date for hold a sale of state lands in 
such county, and shall give notice of such sale in the manner now provided 
by law. He shali include in this notice of sale all lands for which such 
applications to repurchase have been made and may include other state 
iands. The notice of sale shall be in such form as is now provided by law, 
shall be published as now provided by law, and the sale shall be con- 
ducted .n accordance with present statutes. 


If the land offered for sale is not under lease, the original purchaser 
or his successor in interest shall have the same preference right in the 
purchase of the land as the preference right now given to a lessee of state 
lands under Section 775 of Chapter 60 of the 1927 Session Laws.” 


Amend Section 3 by striking out all thereof and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “Section 3. Whenever any of the state lands of- 
fered for resale under the provisions of this Act in accordance with ap- 
plications as herein provided, have a dwelling house or other valuable 
improvements thereon hav.ng an actual value of not less than Two Hun- 
dred Fifty Dollars ($250.00), the original purchaser or his successor in 
interest may ask that the land on which such dweliing house or other im- 
provements embracing not less than eighty (80) acres shall be offered for 
sale without including the remaining state land in the tract; and this re- 
quest shall be granted if such sale will not materially impair the salable- 
ness of the remaining tract. 


_Not less than fifteen days before the date of such sale, a copy of the 
notice of saie shall be mailed to each applicant for the repurchase of state 
lands directed to the post office address given in his application.” 


Amend Section 4 by striking out all thereof and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “Section 4. The terms of payment and the rate of 
interest on deferred payments shall be as now provided by law except that 
any purchased may demand a purchase contract payable through a shorter 
term than thirty-three (33) years.”

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Roads and Highways, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 26, entitled: “An Act creating 
the Montana Highway Patrol Commission, designating the members thereof, 
providing for the selection, qualification and duties of a chief patrol of- 
ficer and patrolmen; defining certain offenses on the highways as menaces 
to the public health and safety, and fixing penalties for the infraction 
thereof; providing for state drivers’ licenses; creating a highway patrol 
revolving fund from licenses and fines. Deeming this Act an emergency 
Act and repealing all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith,” respect- 
fully report as follows: That Senate Bill No. 26 be amended as follows: 


In the original bill amend the title by striking out in line 7 the word 
“commission” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “board” and by strik- 
ing out in line 8 the words “chief patrol officer’ and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “highway patrol supervisor.” 


Amend Section 1 by striking out the entire section and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 1: “There is hereby 
created a “Montana Highway Patro! Board” consisting of the Governor 
of the state, Registrar of Motor Vehicles and Superintendent of Mainte- 
nance Department of the State Highway Commission, all of whom shall 
serve without extra compensation except actual traveling expenses while 
on official business connected with the patrol.” 


Amend Section 2 of the bill by striking out all of said Section 2 and 
substituting in lieu thereof the following words: “Within sixty (60) days 
after the passage and approval of this Act, the Montana Highway Patrol 
shali organize by electing from among their membership a chairman and a 
secretary, fixing a permanent place of business, providing for clerical 
help, selecting a highway patrol supervisor, fixing reasonable rules and 
regulations for protecting the highways and the traveling public, and 
providing for the maintenance of the patrol and providing a method in 
conformity with the previsions of this Act for the employment and super- 
vision of the patrol.” 


Amend Section 3 by striking out in line 5 on page 2 the words and 
figures “Thirty-six Hundred Dollars ($8600.00) and substituting in lieu 
thereof the words and figures Three Thousand Dollars ($3000.00); by 
striking out in line 8 the words “State Patrol Commission” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the words “Montana Highway Patrol Board’; by striking 
out all of the last two lines of said Section 3, lines 11 and 12, and inserting 
in lieu thereof the words “military service or experience as a peace of- 
ficer or in the city police department or in an organized governmental 
agency.” 


Amend Section 4 by striking out in line 13 the words “the State Patrol 
Commission” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “Board”; by changing 
the comma after the word “provided” in line 15 to a semi-colon and by 
adding the following words directly after such semi-colon and before the 
word “but”: “said patrolmen shall be chosen in equal numbers from the 
twelve highway districts. Replacements and additions to the force shall 
be made in the same manner,’; by striking out in line 17 the words “re- 
volving highway patrol! fund” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “state 
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highway patrol revolving fund’; by striking out the words and figures 
“twenty-one (21)” in line 21 and inserting in lieu thereof the words and 
figures “twenty-four (24)”; by striking out the second sentence of Sub- 
section 6 and all of Sub-sections 7 and 8 of Section 4 entirely; by striking 
out ail of the paragraph following Sub-section 8 of Section 4 and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: “All patrolmen shall be placed under pro- 
bationary training and service for a period of three months before per- 
manent appointment by the board, and shall hold their permanent appoint- 
ments while there are sufficient funds in the department or until removed 
for cause, after hearing before the board. The initial salary of patrolmen 
shall be One Hundred Twenty-five Doliars ($125.00 per month, but the 
same may be increased at the discretion of the board not to exceed One 
Hundred and Sixty Dollars ($160.00) for merited service in the patrol to- 
gether with actual traveling expenses.” 


Amend Section 5 by striking out in line 138 on page 8 the following 
words, “State Patrol Commission,’ and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“board” by striking out in line 19 the words “Montana Highway Patrol 
Commission,” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “board.” 


Amend Sub-section 1 of Section 6 by inserting in line 25 between the 
word “vehicle” and the word “without” the words “in the night time.” 


Arend Section 7 by striking out the last eight paragraphs of said Sec- 
tion 7 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“For the offense of driving in a reckless manner, the fine for the 
first offense shall not be less than Ten Dollars ($10.00) or more than Three 
Hundred Dollars ($300.00) and/or imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term of not less than five (5) days or more than thirty (30) days. 


For the second offense, the fine shall not be less than Three Hundred 
Dollars ($300.00) or more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) and/or 
imprisonment in the county jaii for a term of not less than thirty (30) 
days or more than six (6) months. 


For the third offense, the fine shall not be less than Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) or more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) and/or 
imprisonment in the State Prison for a term of not less than six (6) 
months or more than three (3) years. 


For the offense of driving while intoxicated, the penalty for the first 
offense shall be a fine of not less than Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) or 
‘more than Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) and/or imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term of not less than ten (10) days or more than six 
(6) months. 


For the second offense, the fine shall not be less than Three Hundred 
Dollars ($300.00) or more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) and/or 
imprisonment in the State Prison for a term of not less than six (6) 
months or more than three (8) years. 


For the third offense, the fine shall not be less than One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) or more than Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) and/or 
imprisonment in the State Prison for a term of not less than three (3) 
years or more than ten (10) years. 


In addition to the above-mentioned penalties, upon conviction of a 
motor vehicle driver of any of the offenses heretofore mentioned, it shall 
be in the discretion of the board to suspend, for a stated period, or to 
revoke said driver’s license. In the event of such suspension or revocation, 
an appeal may be had to any court of competent jurisdiction for a review 
of the order. 
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It is not the intent of this Act to in any manner provide immunity 
from civil prosecution or actions for damages.” 


Amend Section 8 by striking out in line 5 on page 6 the word ‘“‘state” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word “highway”; by inserting in line 11 
on page 6 between the words “shall” and “be” the words ‘‘such patrolmen”;

county to suppress riots or to preserve the peace.”

wise provided for, shall be made from the state highway patrol revolving 
fund in the same manner as other claims against said fund are paid. All 
fees, fines and forfeitures collected in any court from persons apprehended 
or arrested by patrolmen for violation of this Act and the laws and regu- 
lations relating to the use of state highways and the operation of vehicles 
thereon must be paid to the State Treasurer of Montana, and by him cred- 
ited to the state highway patrol revolving fund, and a separate account 
shail be kept thereof; and at the time of payment of any such fee, fine 
or forfeiture there shall be filed with the State Treasurer a complete 
statement showing the total of the fees, tines or forfeitures received or 
incurred, which statement shall give the title of the court and cause and 
be subscribed by the person or officer making such payment; provided 
that from said fund shall be paid all court costs and fees, and expense 
of the counties, in the event prisoners have been boarded. 


All fees in the state highway patrol revolving fund shall be used only 
for the purposes of said patrol as provided in this Act, and warrants 
thereon shall be issued as provided by law.”

ments; providing for the expenses incurred in carrying out the provisions 
of the Act; making certain Acts fraudulent; and repealing all Acts in con- 
flict herewith,” respectfully report as follows: That the House concur in 
the Senate amendments.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE OF THE 
HOUSE APPOINTED BY THE SPEAKER UNDER AND BY VIRTUE 
OF HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 6, INTRODUCED ON THE 30TH 
DAY OF JANUARY, 1935. 


We, your Committee appointed under and by virtue of House Res- 
olution No. 6 a resolution providing for the invest:gation of relief admin- 
istration in the State of Montana, beg leave to report as follows: 


Your committee as appointed by the Speaker, consisting of Represen- 
tatives Ritch, Chairman; Hedden, Helding, Monahan and Egan, met and 
organized February 5th, 1985. A secretary, Zelma Trimble, was selected 
to record the minutes of the committee and to make a record of testimony 
of the several witnesses called to testify before the committee and to have 
care of the numerous records submitted to the committee. 


The committee expresses its appreciation for the assistance given by 
the State Relief Administrator and the heads and employees of his various 
departments. 
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In preparing this report the committee attempts to give, as fully as 
possible, a statement of its work and of the several hearings and taking 
of testimony it conducted. 


The second meeting of the committee was had on February 12th, 1935, 
in Senate Room No. 14, at four o’clock P. M., all members being present. 

At this meeting Dr. Butler, State Relief Administrator, Mr. Gerson, 
Mr. MacMillan and the various other heads of departments under Dr. But- 
ler, appeared to testify as to their various duties in the office of the State 
Relief Administrator. 


Following the testimony of Dr. Butler and his assistants, testimony 
and complaints of several people cn relief from Great Falls, Billings and 
Miles City were heard. Communications received by the chairman from 
Boards of County Commissioners of various counties were submitted to 
the committee for their perusal and examination. 


A meeting was held February 16th, 1985, in Committee Room No, 
420, at ten o’clock A. M., all members of the committee being present. 
The statements and complaints of various persons from Great Falls and 
Billings were heard at this meeting and numerous affidavits from ofber 
persons not appearing were filed. 


A meeting was held in Senate Room No. 14, February 21st, 1935, at 
three o’clock P. M., all members of the committee being present. Senator 
Angvick and Representatives Petersen and York, all of Sheridan, County, 
were invited to be present at this meeting; also Dr. Butler, Mr. Gerson 
and Mr. Hudtloff from the State Relief Administration Office. 


Dr. W. J. Butler, Relief Administrator, Mr. Sam Gerson, Social Ser- 
vice Director and Mr. Hudtloff, Comptroller, testified further as to their 
official work. 


A committee of five persons, headed by Hans Rasmussen, representing 
the complainants from Sheridan County, appeared and gave testimony as to 
relief work in Sheridan County. Senator Angvick and Representatives 
York and Petersen of Sheridan County all made statements to the com- 
mittee in support of the statements made by the complainants from that 
county. 


H. H. Fredrickson of Great Falls appeared at the meeting to file affi- 
davits in support of his previous complaints. 


A meeting of the committee was held in room No. 123, Harvey Hotel, 
on February 24th, 19385 at 10:15 o’clock A. M., all members of the com- 
mittee being present. A general discussion of the testimony previously 
submitted to the committee was had and the form of a report to the 
House was decided upon. 


A meeting of the committee was held in Committee Room No. 419, 
Friday afternoon, March 1st, 1985, at 1:15 o’clock P. M. Those present 
at the beginning of the meeting were Ritch, Helding and Hedden, Messers. 
Egan and Monahan comming in later. 


The testimony of G. G. Davis, H. W. Crandall and D. J. Crosby, all 
of Forsyth, Montana, was here. A letter from John Leslie, Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners of Cascade County, setting forth 
certain acts of discrimination of the social workers in Cascade County, 
was presented to the committee. Further discussion of the testimony and 
statements received thus far was had. 


All records, letters, affidavits and copies of all testimony submitted 
at the hearings of the committee are submitted along with this report. 
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THE WORK OF THE COMMITTEE 


This committee has had a great many complaints from persons re- 
ceiving relief and from County Commissioners throughout the state. It 
has also had the statement of Dr. Butler, Relief Administrator, and most 
of his assistants at the head of various departments of the Relief Adminis- 
tration. It has endeavored to treat every person appearing before it with 
proper courtesy and consideration. It finds that many of the statements 
made by officials of the Relief Administration are at variance with the 
testimony presented by persons on relief and those representing persons 
on relief. 


From many sources of evidence secured it appears to the committee that 
there have been some acts of discrimination and a considerable waste of 
funds in the administration of such relief. It should be recalled, however, 
that the organization is new and that the Federal set-up is unwieldy and 
top heavy with regulations and restrictions and instructions from sources 
higher up than the state administration. We are further of the opinion 
that these restrictions and regulations tend to hinder a more satisfactory 
administration of relief within the State of Montana. 


It is not intended by this statement to reflect adversely upon the 
efforts of Mr. Butler to give the service and relief for which his organ- 
ization functions. The greater part of the trouble as located by the com- 
mittee, seems to be, in many cases, a lack of efficiency on the part of the 
social workers and case workers. It would seem that this would reflect in a 
lack of coordination between the social workers and case workers and the 
arenes Administrator, and from the County Administrator to the State Re- 
lief Office. 


Our investigation impresses us with the belief that Dr. Butler has 
labored conscientiously toward developing his organization into an effici- 
ent service body; that he has met many obstacles in this work which he 
has been unable to overcome thus far; that he has been hampered by the 
usual Federal restrictions and regulations; that it has been his intention 
always to help those on relief and to alleviate their condition as far as 
his instructions would permit. 


Your committee wishes to state further that as far as our investi- 
gation of the State Relief Headquarters at Helena has revealed, we find 
that it is well established and that the set-up is complete, and that we 
find no fault with the organization of the State Relief Office. 


Mr. Sam Gerson, Social Service Director, has been under constant fire 
all during this investigation. The committee has made diligent inquiry 
as to Mr. Gerson’s work. In fairness to him the committee states that he 
is a man of wide experience in social welfare activities, having been so 
engaged for the past twenty years; that he has labored tirelessly to bring 
about a better co-ordination of his field service with the State Adminis- 
trator’s Office; that his failure to do so in as satisfactory a way as might 
be desired appears to be caused largely by the restrictions and regulations 
laid upon him by the departments of the Federal Administration higher 
up. The committee has found Mr. Gerson to be sympathetic and earnest 
in his every effort, and believes that he would be able to give a much 
more efficient service if such restrictions and regulations did not exist. 


This committee has full sympathy toward people on relief. It has 
willingly heard all complaints and has given such complaints due con- 
sideration. Yet the only power granted to the committee is to offer its 
recommendations and its findings. 


As a partial solution to the difficulties now existing, the committee 
recommends that competent persons who need the work, residents of Mon- 
tana familiar with the people and conditions in the state, should be given 
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preference in such work. These persons need not necessarily be employed 
in their home counties but possibly should be employed in near by counties 
where the conditions are similar to those at home. The investigation 
reveals that in several counties persons are employed in relief work who 
are very well able to get along without such employment while others on 
relief, equally competent, are not considered. Re-organization along these 
lines in the various counties would take many persons off relief and reduce 
the relief budget for such counties. 


The investigation further reveals that in numerous cases the social 
workers have adopted an attitude toward those on relief not consistent 
with satisfactory results. This attitude is one of patronizing the unfor- 
tunates on relief rather than meeting them with the proper sympathy and 
considerat.on for their unenviable condition. 


Statements furnished to the committee from the State Administrator’s 
Office regarding mileage show in several instances what would appear to 
be unwarranted extravagance in this particular feature of the relief work. 
In some counties the mileage runs far beyond what would seem to be neces- 
sary; in others it appears to be a proper expense charge. The committee 
recommends that the State Relief Administration has been in effect a suf- 
ficient time to adjust this expense to a proper basis. 


The committee further recommends, if it may be possible, that in each 
county one person be appointed to hear the grievances of those on relief in 
that county, and that this person have direct communication with the 
State Relief Office in regard to such grievances; that he have no connection 
whatever either with the local administrator of relief or with any social 
welfare worker or other relief employees in such county. The committee 
is informed by Dr. Butler that there is at the present time a Grievance 
Board of Three members of each county, but our information is that only 
the board in Silver Bow County functions as a helpful unit in the work of 
relief. It does not appear to the committee that this person acting as a 
mediator between the State Relief Administration and people on relief 
would necessarily be employed full t-me. In the less populous counties 
such as Treasure, Petroleum, Mineral and Sanders, possibly two days each 
month would suffice to attend tc such work. In the more populous counties 
such as Cascade, Yellowstone and Missoula we believe that four to six days 
per month would meet the requirements. This recommendation is offered 
for the reason that this mediator would know local conditions better and 
more intimately than an outsider unfamiliar with such conditions. 


The proposition has been set up to this committee that relief work 
could be conducted with more economy and efficiency by having it placed 
in the hands and under the control of the various Boards of County Com- 
missioners. In some counties the opinion seems to be that this could be 
brought about; in others it appears that it would not be workable. In the 
majority of counties the opinion appears to be that the work had better 
be left in the hands of a State Relief Administrator. 


The committee finds a great deal of unrest and dissatisfaction among 
those on relief. Much complaint has been submitted as to the budget for 
a family and as to why these budgets should not be the same for families 
of the same number of persons. The Relief Administrator explains this 
by the fact that the conditions of different families are not identical; that 
possibly one family has need of more assistance than another, or one in- 
dividual has need of more assistance than another. The uncertainty 
as to the amount of funds that will be available has its reflexes upon relief 
work, some of them being very unsatisfactory to those on relief. 


The committee finds a great many complaints that have been filed 
with it are not sustained by facts after further investigation. It does 
maintain however, that, as before stated, a reorganization of social wel- 
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fare workers, an inquiry as to mileage costs in some counties and an in- 
vestigation as to the actions of some Relief Administrators should be made. 
This investigation would naturally be made, we believe, by persons a 
nated by the Department of Justice. 


SUMMARY 


As a summary to this work the committee finds that the office of 
the State Relief Administrator has made an honest and sincere effort to 
administer relief in a proper way. That the heads of his departments 
have endeavored to give him faithful assistance. That the dissatisfaction 
among those on relief in various localities arises from the unsatisfactory 
methods pursued by County Relief Administrators, social and welfare 
workers. It further finds that the State Administrator has created as much 
work as he possibly could create for persons on relief; that his efforts 
have been directed always toward helping them as far as his powers to 
render such help reached. 


It further finds that the general condition among the workers of Mon- 
tana are most unsatisfactory. A large number of people are unemployed 
and this number increases constantly. Numerous agitators who do not 
have the public welfare at heart are taking advantage of this condition to 
create a greater unrest and discontent. The only stable and certain solu- 
tion of this unhappy problem is to give these unemployed work and a 
source of steady and assured income. How this condition may be brought 
about your committee does not undertake to say. 


That there is need of a closer and more complete investigation of 
relief work in many counties of Montana than this committee may make, 
is apparent. The committee therefore states that such investigation should 
be made by persons trained in such work in the service of the Department 
of Justice; and the committee requests that this House act in conformity 
with its recommendations and make an official request of the proper de- 
partment to send investigators to the State of Montana to clarity and set 
right such unsatisfactory details of relief work as now exist. We believe 
that this action would result in much benefit to those on relief.

AFTERNOON SESSION 


House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee appointed to investigate the Raii- 
road and Public Service Commission, pursuant to House Resolution No. 1, 
as follows: 


BE IT RESOLVED that the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
appoint a committee of five, to investigate the administration of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners for the past biennium, including all departments 
and divisions thereof, make their findings as a result thereof, and report 
back to the House of Representatives with recommendations in regard 
thereof; that the Committee be and it is hereby given plenary power to 
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subpoena witnesses and to require the attendance of any person or persons 
whose testimony may be material or proper and to issue subpoenas duces 
tecum and compel the production of any and all books, records, orders, 
tariffs, schedules and all other matters necessary to complete investigation 
of the administration of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, and its ex- 
office members. 


Respectfully beg leave to submit this report: 


1. That your committee consisting of Representative Emmons, Chair- 
man; and Representatives Foor, Ahlgreen, O'Byrne, and Ormsbee, immedi- 
ately organized upon their appointment and thereafter made a study of 
the records of the commission, subpoenaed witnesses, and examined them 
under oath. 


That we have checked the records either in person or for certain tabu- 
lations employed clerks whose work, duly verified, accompanies this report, 
together with a transcript of the testimony taken. 


As a result of our investigation we present the following findings of 
fact: 


1. That the minute records of meetings of the commission are not 
such as should be kept by any public board, in that, instead of giving such 
a record as would enable a reader to determine what business actually 
transpired at the meetings covered, they contain only brief formal state- 
ments, which the testimony shows were commonly prepared before or sub- 
eee to the holding of the meeting of which they purport to be the 
record. 


2. That the records of the public hearings show the same have been 
properly held with one or more members of the commission present as re- 
quired by law, with the exception of one uncontested hearing conducted by 
Examiner Silver. : 


8. That purported meetings of the commission, called to consider 
the granting even of important pemits, have been so informally conducted 
as to open to question whether such have been meetings at all within the 
contemplation of the law; meetings were held so informally that the com- 
ponent members were not together at the same time and with no oppor- 
tunity for motion and discussions and for voting in the presence of each 
other, seeming to your committee not to be such meetings as are contem- 
plated by law and such as are necessary to protect the public interest. 


4. That from the latter part of October, 1934, up to January 7, 1935, 
the commission was seriously handicapped in performing its functions, 
such condition resulting from the fact that Commissioner Carey did not 
attend the hearings and meetings of the board and from the serious illness 
of Commissioner Stout. 


5. That during November and December of 1934, there came before 
the commission for hearing and determination an unusually large number 
of applications for permits of convenience and necessity, together with 
three applications for the discontinuance of steam rail service; that public 
hearings on some of these had been held prior to November, but that per- 
mits on such were granted during these months and that the issuance of 
such permits (except one) was ordered at a meeting of the commission 
purported to have been held December 31, 1934; one at purported meeting, 
January 3, 1985, and January 5, 1935. 


6. That the procedure followed in the granting of these permits was 
at variance with the established practice of the commission in such matters 
and was conducted under such circumstances as to make highly question- 
able the adequacy of the protection of the public interest in that: 
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(a) Commissioner Young conducted, alone, forty-four of the public 
hearings in connection with these permits, and partial transcripts of such 
hearings were made in but twenty cases. 


(b) With Commissioner Carey not participating in the meetings of 
December 31, 1934, and January 5, 19385, and with Commissioner Stout 
too ill to attend to business properly and not having had before him com- 
plete transcripts of the hearings he did not attend and not having been 
otherwise fully informed, the commission was resolved for practical pur- 
poses into a one-man board and as such was incompetent to function as 
the law contemplates. 


(c) That some of these applications were put through to final action 
with unprecedented speed, applications filed December 10 and December 
14, 1934, having been acted upon within the month, that of the twenty- 
nine applications acted upon, twenty were acted and ordered after the 
commission had been reduced for practical purposes to a one-man board; 
and in that the volume of business transacted by a seriously crippled 
board was much greater than that ever before handled in a similar length 
of time; notwithstanding the testimony of Commissioner Young that similar 
volumes of “clean-up” business had been handled in other years when the 
personnel of the board changing viz. in 1924 and in 1926, the record show- 
ing that in December of 1924 but one permit was issued; in 1926, none; 
in 1928, two; in 1980, none; and in 1982, three. 


(d) That, according to the testimony of Chief Clerk McLaren, the 
usual practice of putting before the board the various papers and records 
in the cases involved was dispensed with and that the usual “order and 
report” made out on each case acted upon was not made out for any of 
these cases. 


(e) That from the contradictory testimony of the witnesses, it ap- 
pears that the purported meeting of December 31, at which forty-nine per- 
mits were supposed to have been ordered, was not held on such date; and 
that neither this purported meeting nor those purported to be held on 
January 3 or January 5 were formally held at any time. It further appears 
from the testimony of Examiner Silver that the minutes of these meet- 
ings are not the records of actual meetings, but that instead, they are 
formal statements prepared pryor cr subsequent to the dates they represent. 


Upon the basis of the forgoing findings of fact, your committee recom- 
mends: 


1. That official board meetings of the Public Service Commission, 
hereafter, be actual meetings. 


2. That complete minute records of all the proceedings of any meet- 
ing held by the board be made. 


3. That all permits ordered subsequent to November 1, 1934, to Janu- 
ary 7, 1985, appear of doubtful validity, and upon application from any in- 
terested party for a review of such, should be set aside and given recon- 
sideration by the commission.

I am returning herewith House Bill No. 486, entitled: 


“An Act to empower any city or town council to own and operate 
spraying equipment and perform spraying services on pr.vately owned 
fruit, shade and/or ornamental trees and/or vines, shrubbery and other 
vegetation and foliage, and to make charges and collect payments there- 
for,’ without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


If this measure were permitted to become a law the cities and towns 
of Montana would be authorized to go into the business of tree-spraying on 
an extensive scale, offering this service to private owners of fruit and 
shade trees, shrubbery, and so on, for a price to be fixed by the proper 
authorities. The municipalities would thus be brought into direct com- 
petition with private enterprise. 
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In some localities in the state private parties have long been engaged 
in this field of service and after years of work have builded good busi- 
nesses. To have the municipality, after all these years, enter into direct 
competition with private enterprise with the possibility that the labor 
and investment of years may go for nothing over night, seems unfair to 
those who have made their investment and devoted their time and study 
to the protection of trees and shrubbery. It is not shown in defense of 
the measure that the cost of the service to the owner would be diminished 
by the entry of the city or town into the business. 


It should be added in criticism of the present bill that He AES 
at least, authority is given to the municipality to proceed to spray any 
private owner’s trees ard shrubs without that owner’s request or consent, 
and collect its fees therefor—something that is repugnant to the average 
citizen’s idea of right and justice. 


Feeling that private business is discriminated against, that the rights 
of the property owner are infringed, and that no appreciable benefit is to 
be derived from a change in the existing situation, I can not give approval 
to House Bill No. 486.

The following resolution was read: 


RESOLUTION INTRODUCED BY TOOMEY 


Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


That the Speaker of the House, be and he is hereby authorized and 
directed to appoint a committee of five (5) members of this House to 
propose ways and means for facilitating the business of the House in 
the public interest, and among other things specifically to study and formu- 
late recommendations respecting: 
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(1) The improvement of the ventilation of the Hall of the House 
of Representatives, its lobbies and committee rooms. 


(2) Provisions for insuring that each member shall have placed on 
his desk for his. use during the session, copies of the Revised Codes and 
all Session Laws necessary to present the complete body of existing laws 
up to the time of such session. 


(3) The installation of a system of voting by elective recording such 
as is in use in Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, and other states, in order to 
save days of time on rolls, calls, and divisions, etc., cost of same, etc. 


(4) The installation of a neat and proper system of directorys as 
to committee rooms at conspicuous points in the capitol building, and the 
use of neat, permanent removable signs, for committee room doors, new 
carpets and improvement of wash room conditions. 


(5) The study of methods designed to eliminate conflicts, as far 
as possible, in committee appointments and work. 


(6) Provisions for central and convenient quarters for law clerks 
and assistants and proper correlation of their work. 


(7) Proposals for amendment of the rules in cases where such amend- 
ments may be required in connection with the changes proposed by the 
committee. 


(8) The installation of a system of lights and bells to be operated 
from the rostrum to facilitate notice as to actual sessions, warning bells, 
etc. | 


(9) The draft of rules specifically dealing with the subject of lobby- 
ing and the exclusion from the floor of the House of non-members, dur- 
ing actual sessions. 


(10) Formulation of proper methods for handling the matter of em- 
ployment, elimination of the present deplorable methods and conditions, 
and the perfection of some fair system of equal opportunity enabling com- 
petent employees to be selected in advance of the session, subject at all 
times to the continuing power of the House over such employees. 


(11) And such other subjects reasonably connected with the fore- 
going as the Speaker may suggest to said committee of his own initiative 
and on further suggestion from the chief clerk and sergeant-at-arms. 


Such committee shall prepare an informative and comprehensive re- 
port in writing, and transmit the same, through the Speaker, to the 25th 
Legislative Assembly for its consideration and appropriate action thereon, 
said assembly being the 25th in the history of our state.

The Speaker: Seventy-six have voted “aye,’ one has voted “no”; 
Conference Committee report on House Bill No. 364 has been adopted by 
the House. 


The following report was read. 


Mr. President, and Mr. Speaker: We, your Joint Committee on Con- 
stitutional Amendments, having had under consideration the question, 
“What amendments shall be included upon the ballot in the forthcoming 
election?” find as follows: 


That whereas, two of the measures formerly recommended by this 
committee have been duly passed by both bodies of the Legislature; but 
that the third measure has failed to pass. 


Now therefore, your committee respectfully reports as follows: 


That House Bill No. 20, authorizing the compromise of delinquent 
taxes, shall be the third measure to be included upon the ballot.

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REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Enrollment, to whom was re- 
ferred House Bills Nos. 303, 350, 394 and Substitute House Bill No. 195, 
do hereby report that said bills, together with a copy thereof, signed by 
the Speaker of the House and President of the Senate, were this day, at 
the hour of 1:00 o’clock P. M., delivered to the Governor for his approval.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Special Committee, appointed by authority of 
the resolution introduced by Fowler on the 36th legislative day, authorized 
to inquire into the political and lobbying activities of public utilities, other 
corporations and persons, beg leave to report as follows: 


Your committee held three hearings at room 4 of the Placer Hotel on 
the nights of February 28th, March 1st and March 4th. The following 
witnesses were examined: W. A. Campbell, A. E. Wilkinson, D. M. Kelly, 
Wm. Rea, Frank Bird, Wm. Pinkney, Paul Flint, Eugene McKinnin, Jos. L. 
Markham, Wm. Jameson, Thos. J. Davis, Phil Palm, A. L. Hammerstrom, 
Willard Fraser, C. H. Johnson, John Ferry, Howard Toole, W. T. Boone, 
Jas. Stafford, Clifford L. Walker and Chas. Rasmussen. 


Your committee recognizes that the brief time at its disposal and the 
absence of two key witnesses from the state, Mr. J. H. Dickey, Manager of 
the Butte Post, and Mr. Leon Shaw, Business Manager of the Billings 
Gazette, make it impossible for the committee to have covered adequately 
its assignment. 


The probing of the witnesses examined and the disclosures their testi- 
mony reveals serves to prove not only the magnitude of the task which 
was assigned your committee, but the importance of the work ang the 
necessity of the continuance of the effort of Legislatures to come, and 
the very great need of legislation to remedy what is, beyond any question 
of doubt, a primary evil in the State of Montana and a major reason why 
Legislatures fail to carry out the will of the people who select their per- 
sonnel. 


The testimony of the witnesses reveals an efficiently organized plan, 
participated in by some of the great corporations of the state and certain 
important public utilities, not only to elect to public offices candidates 
favorable to their interest, but to warp the purpose of legislators selected 
and to destroy, in a large measure, the usefulness of Montana’s Legislative 
Assembly to the people of the State of Montana. 


The testimony of the witnesses reveals the fact that headquarters are 
maintained in Helena in the offices of one Divid Pizer in the National Bank 
Building across the street from the Placer Hotel, where complete records 
of all legislation proposed and, apparently, the records of the legislators 
themselves and their attitudes on various public matters, are maintained 
and where the lobbyists for these corporations gather daily, while the 
Legislature is in session, and confer frequently during the interim. 


Witnesses testified that the Anaconda Copper Mining Company and the 
Montana Power Company, for instance, co-operate in the matter of de- 
feating legislation which they would consider adverse to the interests of 
either of these corporations and in the promotion of legislation which 
might be of interest to them. 


Witnesses in the employ of these corporations testified that in the 
last campaign an organized effort was made to defeat candidate O’Connell 
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for the office of Railroad Commissioner; that meetings of employees were 
held, emissaries were selected and that they were sent into all parts of 
the state to interview stockholders of the Montana Power Company and 
employees of the Montana Power Company, setting forth reasons why 
candidate O’Connell should not be elected to the position of Railroad Com- 
m-ssioner. They testified, also, that they were adverse to the candidacy of 
W. B. Sands for Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and it is obvious 
that, in the support of their position, the coiumns of a number of Montana 
papers were freely used toward the defeat of candidate O’Connell and that 
advertisements were widely published in Montana daily newspapers, cal- 
culated to bring about his defeat; that the cost of publication of these 
advertisements was, in many instances, charged up to operating expenses 
of the Montana Power Company, a public utility whose operating expenses 
are calculated into the rate base, and that the consumers of electricity in 
the state, through the rates fixed for the service of these util.ties, paid 
thus indirectly for the political activities tending to defeat candidates who 
had announced themselves as avowedly in favor of a reduction of the 
rates charged for the services of these pubiic ut.lities. 


FIRST HEARING 


At the first hearing, on the night of February 28th, the witnesses 
called refused to testify in regard to any of the lobbying activities of these 
corporations and used this subterfuge to refuse to answer questions which 
would have made the facts available for the members of the Legislature. 


The passage, in the House, of a resolution broadening the powers of 
the committee, resulted in the witnesses answering questions in regard to 
their lobbying activities but the witnesses maintained an arrogant attitude 
and constantly refused to provide the information which your committee 
was requested to obtain. 


An interesting feature of the various hearings is the fact that eight 
of the witnesses called to testify represented that they had retained as 
counsel one Dan M. Kelley, chief counsel for the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company and counsel for the Montana Power Company, as personal at- 
torney to represent them at the hearing. Attorney Kelley constantly ob- 
jected to the questions asked the witnesses ard the witnesses, upon his ad- 
vice, refused to answer. 


The contempt in which the Legislature is held by counsel Kelley in 
the guise of counsel for the eight witnesses before the committee is illus- 
trated by his own testimony, a portion of which runs as follows: 


Q. Does your activities at the Legislature consist of approaching the 
various members of the Senate and House on measures that you desire to 
put through or oppose? 

A. That is the way I do. * * * I act as anybody else does in the in- 
terest of legislation they are interested in, whether they represent the 
Farmers’ Union, or the Miners’ Union, or any other organization. I have 
been doing it for years and I am going to continue to do it and I make 
no apologies for it to anybody. 


Q. You would oppose legislation that would render it impossible or 
stop you from doing that? 

A. I wouldn’t necessarily oppose it. I would say that this Legislature 
hasn’t any power to enact any legislation denying me or any other citizen 
the right to oppose legislation. 


Q. If the Legislature did pass such a law, you would feel it was un- 
constitutional ? 
A. I would disregard it, I think. 
*k *K * * * K 
In view of the brief time at the disposal of your committee in which 
to fulfill your mandate, it was impossible to report these witnesses for 
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contempt and to have them properly penalized for their action. Notwith- 
standing these various handicaps, some very important facts were estab- 
lished and many interesting details were brought out and developed, a few 
of which are as follows: 


INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS 


A. E. Wilkinson, commonly known as Al Wilkinson, operates under 
the guise of an advertising man. He is in the employ of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company and travels widely over the State of Montana 
and particularly during the months preceding primary and general elec- 
tion campaigns. .He refused to produce his expense accounts, on the 
grounds that he was traveling on company business; but although osten- 
sibly an advertising man, he submitted no evidence of having written any 
advertisement appearing in Montana newspapers in any of the months 
preceding the primary or general election campaign, but admitted freely 
that he traveled to all parts of the state. He admitted that he talked 
politics to those with whom he came in contact, but maintained that his 
political discussions were of a personal nature and refused to testify as 
to whom he interviewed or what he said. 


It appears that Mr. Wilkinson visits all sections of the state in the 
guise of delivering to newspapers small advertisements, and that the cost 
of delivering to a newspaper at a distant point a small advertisement would 
so far exceed any possible financial return as to be entirely out of pro- 
portion, and it is reasonable to assume that his wide travels over the State 
of Montana are not entirely in the interest of securing small space in many 
papers widely separated, but it appears to your committee that he is a 
political agent who goes about the state on an expense account furnished 
by the Anaconda Copper Mining Company and that he is | probably y the most 
active ve political agentof this organization. 


He testified that during Legislative Sessions he spends his time in 
Helena and that he takes an active interest in defeating measures which 
would be, in his opinion, inclined to raise the taxes of the Anaconda Cop- 
per Mining Company, the Montana Power Company or the Montana Power 
Gas Company, one of its subsidiaries. 


The attention of the House is directed to the following excerpts from 
the testimony of Mr. Wilkinson: 


Q. You brought with you some expense accounts? 
A. I did not. 


__Q. You received one today, * * * requesting that you bring along 
with you expense accounts for the months of September, October, Novem- 
ber, December, didn’t you? 

A.” Yeswsir: 


Q. Did you bring those accounts? 


A. No, sir; that was in connection with the company business and 
has nothing whatsoever to do with this investigation. I didn’t bring them. 


Q. So you just simply refused to comply with the committee’s re- 
quest ? 


A. Certainly; that is exactly it. Because I don’t see anywhere on 
here (referring to the subpoena) that there is anything about company 
ees It says on the subpoena,—on that resolution it refers to political 
activities. 


Q. You have distinguished between public business, that is the busi- 
ness of the House of Representatives of the State of Montana, and what 
you call your own private business? 


A. Yes, I have. 
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Q. You believe that you are more competent to judge which is public 
business and which is private business than this committee? 

A. Certainly. 

* * * * * * 

Frank Bird is assistant general manager of the Montana Power Com- 
pany. He testified that during the last campaign a complete plan was 
organized whereby agents of the Montana Power Company were sent to 
interview 10,000 stockholders of the Montana Power Company and to ex- 
plain to them the inadvisability of selecting a candidate such as O’Connell 
for Railroad Commissioner. He further testified that the company had 
approximately 1,500 employees in the state and admitted that the votes 
among the families of the stockholders of the Montana Power Company 
and of the employees of the company would probably approximate more 
than 34,000 votes. 


He testified that in lobbying activities he cooperates with the Ana- 
conda Copper Mining Company, and it is reasonable to suppose that a 
large number of the employees of the Anaconda Copper Mining Company 
and their families may be added to the above 34,000 votes as illustrating 
the political possibilities of this combination. The following are excerpts 
from Mr. Bird’s testimony: 


Q. When did you determine,—and I assume you had something to 
do with the determination of the plan of campaign against O’Connell? 


A. Yes, I did. 


Q. When did you first determine to oppose O’Connell. 

A. After he had made half a dozen of these speeches. I don’t know 
exactly the time. 

Q. Would that be after the primary? 

A. Oh, yes; after the primary. 

Q. How much do you estimate the amount to be that the Montana 


Power paid out as expenses or otherwise for the men who visited the stock- 
holders throughout the State of Montana? 


A. I couldn’t tell you. There is no way. They did it in their off- 
time, spare time when they didn’t have company work to do. 


Q. Did you keep those amounts in a certain account? 
A. No. 


Q. What did you charge them to? 
A. Charged them in with general operating expense of the division. 


Q. The expenses of your advertising, was that charged to operating 
expense ? 


A. That goes into our general advertising expense. 
x * * * * * 


Mr. Wm. Rea is general land and tax agent of the Anaconda Copper 
Mining Company. He testified that he travels over Montana a great deal 
of the time and that he travels on an expense account from the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company, that he attends the sessions of the Legislature 
regularly, has done so for years, and that he cooperates with the repre- 
sentatives of the Montana Power Company in the defeat of legislation 
which they might consider inimical to their interests. 


Attention is directed to the following testimony of Mr. Rea: 


Q. Did you lobby for or against any measures that affected the Mon- 
tana Power Company ? 

A. Yes, we have worked along together with the Montana Power 
bunch on some of their utility measures. We have gone along with them 
and helped them all we could. 
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Q. That is, you worked just the same to oppose a measure which 
would be detrimental or raise the taxes of the Montana Power, as you 
would if that bill affected in the same way the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company ? 

A. Exactly. 


Q. Who did you work with on those measures? 


A. I worked with myself, Mr. Bird and Mr. Kelley, who, as I under- 
stand some one said he was counsel for the Montana Power, and I presume 
he has worked right along with them just the same as we did on the Ana- 
conda Copper Mining Company. 


Q. And did you keep a record in Pizer’s office of the measures that 
affected the Montana Power? 


A. We keep a record in Pizer’s office of every bill, whether it affects 
the Montana Power or the Anaconda Copper Mining Company, or anybody 
else. We have a record from 1 to 530 of every bill that is introduced 
both in the House and Senate, in Mr. Pizer’s office. 


Q. In other words, the records of Pizer’s office are used just as much 
in the interests of the Montana Power as in the interests of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company? 

A. I presume so. I am not speaking for the Montana Power. I sup- 
pose they do. 

*k * *k kK * * 

The testimony of Mr. Pinkney reveals that he is claim agent, right- 
ef-way man and land man for the Montana Power Company. He, like- 
wise, travels widely over the State of Montana. Mr. Pinkney did present 
expense accounts covering his travels during the months previous to the 
primary and general election and it is interesting to note that during this 
period of time Mr. Pinkney visited every section of the state, including 
all of the large cities and many of the small ones, from Kalispell and 
Thompson Falls on the west to Glendive and far-away Circle in the north- 
east. He, likewise, maintains that his political conversations represent his 
own personal ideas, but admits that during the last campaign he did what 
he could on his own hook, so to speak, to defeat Candidate O’Connell for 
Railroad and Public Service Commissioner. 


THE MONTANA MINING ASSOCIATION 


An interesting situation developed in connection with the testimony 
cf Paul Flint, who represents himself to be the Secretary of the Montana 
Mining Association, which association, he admitted under oath, now has 
but two members, the Anaconda Copper Mining Company and the Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining Company, and while the witness Flint stated 
that his pay check comes from the Association, he admits in his testimony 
that his Legislative reports are made for Mr. Dan M. Kelley, chief counsel 
for the Anaconda Copper Mining Company. Excerpts from the testimony 
of Mr. Flint are as follows: 


What is your occupation? 

Secretary of the Montana Mining Association. 

Who gives you your pay check? 

My pay check comes from the Montana Mining Association. 
Who are the directors of the mining association? 


The last directors I couldn’t tell you. The last president was 
W. W. McDowell and there has been no president since his death. 


pe ae ae 


@. Are there any other officers than yourself? 
A. No, not at the present time. 


Q. You don’t have a board of directors? 


_ A. I guess_we have, but we haven’t had an election of the board of 
directors since McDowell’s death. 
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Q. You cannot now recall who those directors are? 
A. I couldn’t name them. 


Q@. Give us an idea of how many members you have in your asso- 
ciation. 

A. Up to the present time that membership has dwindled until the 
first of January the only members were the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company and the American Smelting and Refining Company. 


LIQUOR FREELY USED 


Various witnesses testified as to their methods of lobbying, as to how 
they approach the Legislators, how they get their case before them and 
how they entertain them. Various witnesses testified, also, to the ef- 
fective use of liquor as the means of gaining the good will and friendly 
contact with the Legislators. 


It would appear from the testimony of the various witnesses that a 
very large majority of the members of the Legislature have partaken of 
the intoxicants thus prepared and served by the minions of big business 
in the State of Montana and the free admissions of the witnesses as to 
the fatality accompanying bills which they opposed, such as utility tax 
bills and bills providing the Public Service Commission with increased 
powers, many of which they testified they opposed in this present session, 
bears witness to the effectiveness of the methods used. 


That the thirst of Montana Legislators is difficult to slake, is brought 
out clearly by the testimony of the various witnesses. The following ex- 
cerpt from Mr. Rea’s testimony in regard to the use of liquor is typical 
of the testimony of other witnesses on this subject: 


Q. Can you give us some idea of how much gin you have used dur- 
ing this session? 

A. I haven’t any idea in the world. Couldn’t give you any answer 
at all. I am not going to say twelve bottles or twenty-four bottles. 
Would you say it might have been twenty-four bottles? 
Yes, it might have been twenty-four bottles. Yes. 
And would those be quart bottles? 
Yes. 
How many bottles of whiskey would you say that you have used? 
. I have to answer to that the same as the gin. It might be a dozen 
and it might be twenty-four. 

Q. Might be twenty-four bottles of whiskey? And what size? 

A. Those are quarts, I guess. Seagram’s Seven Crowns. 

Q. Might the number of bottles be thirty-six? 


A. I wouldn’t say. * * * I am not going to say twenty or thirty-six 
or twenty-four. 


POPOPES 


Q. You wouldn’t say it was not thirty-six? 
A. No, I wouldn’t say it was not thirty-six. 


* * *K * ** * 


CONTROL OF NEWSPAPERS 


The witness Campbell, editor of the Helena Independent, shows that 
a majority of the stock in that paper is controlled by one Dickey, business 
manager of the Butte Post, which the testimony reveals is controlled by 
the Anaconda Copper Mining Company. The witness Campbell testified 
that he, as trustee, holds 342 shares of the capital stock of the corpora- 
tion; that he personally owns 91% shares and that these shares are the 
majority of the shares in the publication. 
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The witness Campbell testified that when the paper loses money it 
borrows from the said Dickey sums necessary to keep operating and that 
the said Dickey, although not generally recognized as a person of any 
material financial responsibility, has invested in the stock of the publi- 
cation more than $34,000 for the purchase of the stock and that he has 
loaned the publication in the neighborhood of $200,000.00, so that his total 
investment in the paper would exceed $234,000.00. 


It is significant indeed that this dominant block of stock should be 
held by the manager of a paper controlled by the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company. This situation leads to the inference that large sums of money 
must be furnished from some source unknown at the present time to 
your committee, but in view of the fact that the testimony shows the said 
Dickey to be business manager of the Butte Daily Post, controlled by the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company, it indicates that if the search could 
be followed to its ultimate conclusion the source of these large sums of 
money might eventually be traced to the Anaconda Copper Mining Com- 
pany and perhaps public utilities and that these losses might be charged 
up to operating expenses and be so calculated as to raise rates to con- 
sumers in Montana. 


Due to the absence from the state of Mr. Dickey, the latter could not 
be questioned by your committee and although the witness Campbell tes- 
tified that editorials and articles appearing in his paper were uninspired 
by any outside influence, many articles and editorials in support of the 
position of the public utilities were presented in evidence before your 
committee to indicate that his attitude as an editor is entirely subservient 
to the wishes of the Montana Power Company and the Anaconda Copper 
Mining Company. 

Joseph L. Markham, business manager of the Montana Standard and 
the Anaconda Standard, testified that these papers are controlled by the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company. Excerpts from his testimony are as 
follows: 

Q. What is your business or occupation? 

A. General manager of the Standard Publishing Company, Butte and 
Anaconda. 

Q. What papers does the Standard Publishing Company print? 

A. The Montana Standard in Butte and the Anaconda Standard in 
Anaconda. 


Q. The Montana Standard is controlled by the Anaconda Copper Min- 
ing Company? 


A. It is understood so. 

Q. The stockholders of the Anaconda Standard are C. J. Kelley,— 
A. Charles Kelley, Sr. 

Q. Is that the director of the Metals bank? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And he has 15,864 shares. 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know whether he holds that in trust? 
A. - Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know who he holds it for? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Who? 

A. The Anaconda Copper Mining Company. 


* *k * * * * 


Due to the absence from the state of Mr. Leon Shaw, business manager 
of the Billings Gazette, the association of interest or the control of this 
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publication by either the Montana Power of the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company could not be established, although articles carried in the paper 
and submitted to your committee clearly indicate the prejudice of the pub- 
lication in favor of these special interests. 


It is notable that a large number of advertisements running into very 
considerable sums of money, supporting the position of the Montana Power 
Company during the recent political campaign, were carried in these pub- 
lications and that the advertising was charged to operating expenses which, 
in turn, become a part of the rate base, increasing the cost of electricity to 
the consumers. 


An interesting detail in this connection is evidenced by the submission 
of copies of the election expenses of Chas. A. Rasmussen, candidate for 
Railroad and Public Service Commissioner in the recent election. Although 
the expense account filed by Rasmussen personally amounted to only 
$393.00, and although the expense account filed by the Rasmussen for 
Railroad Commissioner Club amounted to only $1093.60, it is difficult for 
your committee to determine how so extensive a campaign could have been 
handled at so little expense. Contributions are shown from but nine con- 
tributors. Conspicuous among the contributors to this campaign is the 
name of Paul Flint who represents himself to be employed as secretary of 
the Montana Mining Association but reporting legislative activities to Dan 
M. Kelly, chief counsel for the Anaconda Copper Mining Company and the 
Montana Power Company. 


These expense accounts show no expenditures to the Montana Standard 
for certain advertisements marked “Paid Political Ads”, carried in the 
Montana Standard for November 3, 1934, November 4, 1934 and November 
5, 1984, and perhaps it is well to note that Section 10798 of the Revised 
Codes of 1921 reads in part as follows: 


“No publisher of a newspaper or other periodical shall insert, either 
in its advertising or reading columns, any paid matter which is designed or 
tends to aid, injure, or defeat any candidate or any political party or organ- 
ization, or measure before the people, unless it is stated therein that it is 
a paid advertisement, the name of the chairman or secretary, or the names 
of the other officers of the political or other organization inserting the 
same, or the name of some voter who is responsible therefor, with his 
residence and the street number thereof, if any, appear in such advertise- 
ment in the nature of a signature.” * * * 


In this connection it is also important to note Section 10816 of the 
Revised Codes of 1921, which reads as follows: 


“Whoever violates any provision of this Act, the punishment for which 
is not specifically provided by law, shall on conviction thereof be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail for not more than one year, or by a 
fine of not more than five thousand dollars or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.” 


With the time available, your committee could not probe these features 
adequately but they offer almost unlimited possibilities for the uncovering 
of criminal violations of the Corrupt Practice Act of the State of Mon- 
tana and present a situation demanding that proper law-enforcement of- 
ficials of this state should immediately proceed to the proper prosecution of 
those guilty of these violations. 


MISCELLANEOUS LOBBYISTS. 


Your committee made the best effort it could to inquire into the acti- 
vities of other lobbyists frequenting the legislative halls. The brief time 
at its disposal made extensive examination imposible, but some interesting 
details were nevertheless developed. 
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For instance, Mr. W. J. Jameson of Billings testified that as a lobby- 
ist he represents the Billings as Company, the Sawyer chain-store organiza- 
tion, the Yale Oil Corporation, the Lockwood Irrigation District and the 
Northern Pacific Railway. He refused to testify as to the remuneration 
which he received from these various clients on the grounds that it was 
personal business and not a proper subject of investigation. He testified 
that he had attended previous sessions of the legislature as a representa- 
tive of the Billings Gas Company, in an effort to defeat legislation which 
would place a tax on natural gas. 


Howard Toole of Missoula testified that he represented all the rail- 
roads of Montana; that he, in cooperation with Dan Healy of Livingston, 
W. J. Jameson of Billings and M. S. Gunn of Helena, has been active during 
this session in an effort to defeat the various bills such as the bill to limit 
the number of cars in a train, and that he has spent practically the entire 
time of the session in Helena. 


Thos. J. Davis, of Butte, testified that he as an attorney for the Safe- 
way Stores has been in attendance at this session of the legislature in an 
effort to defeat the Fowler Chain Store Bill. He testified that his ex- 
penses are paid, but that he is on a yearly retainer as attorney for the 
company. 


Other lobbyists who have been in attendance during the session, in 
an effort to defeat the Fowler Chain Store Bill, were Phil Palm, Al Ham- 
merstrom and John Ferry, former member of the legislature. These wit- 
nesses testified that a number of other persons had been in attendance 
lobbying to defeat chain store tax bills. 


Willard Fraser of Billings testified that he is secretary of the Inde- 
pendent Merchants’ Association of Montana; that he sent out to various 
parts of the state requests for financial assistance in connection with an 
effort to pass the Fowler Chain Store Bill; that he has received in the 
neighborhood of between five and six hundred dollars with which to carry 
forward his work; that he has traveled widely over the state, using his. 
automobile; that he has had literature printed and distributed and that he 
was active in securing organized support for this legislation from the in- 
dependent merchants in various sections of the state; that he had urged 
them to request the legislators, by letter and wire, to support legislation of 
this character, and that all of the funds that he had received for this pur- 
pose had been used for this purpose. 


THE BOONE INCIDENT 


An interesting circumstance in connection with the questioning of 
Mr. Fraser developed when Representative Boone of Powell County demand- 
ed, as a member of the House, the right to question the witness. He was 
accorded this privilege and asked a series of questions calculated to em- 
barrass the chairman of the committee who is author of the chain store 
legislation mentioned, and to interfere with the committee’s orderly pro- 
cedure. 


Thereafter, following a short recess, Representative Boone himself was 
placed on the stand, duly sworn, and testified as follows: 
What is your name, please? 
W. T. Boone. 
What is your business or occupation? 
I am a lawyer. 
Where are you located? 
Deer Lodge, Montana.

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Q. You are also a member of the House of Representatives ?

Who did you ask that of? 
I don’t know; some attorney out there. 
Wasn't it Dan Kelly, of the Anaconda Copper Mining Company? 
It was not. 


So you didn’t talk to Dan Keily of the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company concerning your questioning any witness here tonight?

Immediately thereafter James Stafford, Assistant Chief Clerk of the 
House, was called to testify. His testimony was as follows: 


Q. What is your name, please?

A. When I was coming through the door, when Fraser was testifying, 
Boone stepped out between us and Kelly says, “Are you going to question 
that fellow, Bill?” He says, “Have I the power, Dan?” He says, “Yes, as 
a member of the House you have.’ Whereupon Mr. Boone made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


Mr. Boone: May I request the privilege of having Tom Davis returned 
to the room? Certain motives of mine have been impugned by the com- 
mittee. My name has been blackened before this committee, so I am going 
to request Mr. Tom Davis be recalled to testify before this committee. 


Mr. Fowler: The request is denied. 


Mr. Boone: May the record further show that Mr. Tom Davis would 
testify that he was the man I asked that question of. I want the record 
to show that for my own protection. 


Mr. Stafford’s testimony was significant in view of the fact that Mr. 
Dan M. Kelly had appeared as counsel for the various corporations under 
investigation and for various witnesses whom the committee had called. 
It is likewise significant that Mr. Tom Davis was the obvious leader of 
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the lobby opposing chain store legislation, so that the witness Boone spoke 
either at the behest of the chief counsel for the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company or the principle counsel for the chain stores. 





CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is the opinion of your committee that these three brief hearings 
have developed facts of momentous importance to the people of the State 
of Montana. It is apparent to your committee from the evidence sub- 
mitted that the Anaconda Copper Mining Company, the Montana Power 
Company and the Montana Power Gas Company wield a controlling influ- 
ence over a number of the daily papers of the state; that expenses in con- 
nection with the carrying of advertisements calculated to support the com- 
panies in their position on any matter were paid for by the public utilities, 
charged up to operating expenses and thus indirectly charged back to the 
consumers of the state through the rates. 


Your committee believes that the testimony indicates beyond any 
doubt that a powerful conspiracy exists, backed up by great financial re- 
sources and the influence of dominant publications and a powerful lobby 
to defeat the will of the majority of the people in the selection of officials 
for public office and in legislative assemblies. While your committee does 
not condemn the practice of legitimate lobbying and the legitimate pre- 
sentation of the virtues or demerits of any question before legislative com- 
mittees, it believes that this investigation has exposed a powerful means 
by which undue and destructive influence is weilded to defeat public in- 
terests. That such a condition is deplorable in the extreme and that sub- 
sequent legislatures should take adequate steps to correct this great evil. 


Your committee recommends that the next session of the legislature 
enact suitable legislation such as is now on the statute books of the State 
of Wisconsin and Massachusetts, to control the undue use of lobbying, to 
require lobbyists to register and to make known those interest which they 
serve, their compensation for such services and to file expense accounts 
showing the money expended for the various purposes; that this legislation 
be backed up by the appointment, in the early days of every subsequent leg- 
islature, of a committee authorized as this committee has been, to investi- 
gate lobbying activities and the political activities of corporations and pub- 
lic utilities. 


Your committee further recommends that legislation be passed pro- 
hibiting any corporation, officer, employee or agent from: (1) soliciting, in- 
viting, asking or inducing any stockholder in such corporation to vote for 
or against any candidate; (2) publishing, or causing to be published, any 
advertisement or newspaper article which tends to elect or defeat any can- 
didate; (38) soliciting, inviting, asking or inducing any person to become a 
candidate or refrain from becoming a candidate. 


Your committee further recommends that violations of the Corrupt 
Practice Act as shown herein be properly prosecuted by those charged with 
such duties in the State of Montana, and that, by future legislation, the 
Corrupt Practice Act of the State of Montana be greatly strengthened and 
fortified.

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REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report was, on motion of Stromnes, duly seconded and 
carried, accepted and placed on file. 


YOUR COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO INVESTIGATE THE 
LIQUOR BOARD SUBMITS THE FOLLOWING REPORT 


Report of the Special Investigating Committee of the House, appoint- 
ed by the Speaker, by virtue of House Resolution No. 4. Committee was 
appointed by the Speaker, consisting of the following members: Monahan, 
O’Brien, Hedden, Foor, Stevens. For the purpose of investigating the 
operation of the State Liquor Board. A subsequent resolution was adopted 
providing for a joint Senate and House investigating committee, providing 
for a committee of seven to correspond with the like committee of seven 
from the Senate. At that time Hamilton and Ballard were added to the 
original committee. After waiting several days for the action of the 
Senate with reference to the resolution, we discovered the Senate commit- 
tee refused to act as a joint committee with the House committee. On 
learning the action of the Senate committee we met and appointed a sub- 
committee consisting of Monahan, Stevens and Hedden. The sub-commit- 
tee found that the Senate committee had taken possession of the corre- 
spondence and the easily transferable records of the Liquor Board and 
held them in their possession to the exclusion of the House investigating 
committee. 


With such available data your committee then took up the investi- 
gating of the work of the board. We found the books and accounts in 
most excellent condition with an accounting system that had been care- 
fully prepared and put into operation. 


Following is a resume of the Board’s operations as disclosed by the 
evidence. 


The Board commenced business shortly before Christmas in 1983, 
without any capital. It was restricted in credit to an aggregate of $25,- 
000.00. On January 9, 1934, a bill was approved, giving the Liquor Con- 
trol Board $100,000, with which to operate its business. Since that time 
it opened new stores until the number to date is 125. It purchased and sold 
liquor at a profit so that on December 31, 1934, it had made a net profit of 
$722,214.57. This profit is very largely reflected in the stock of mer- 
chandise built up in the stores and in the central warehouse. 


The $100,000 advanced from the General Fund, has been repaid to the 
General Fund and it is anticipated that during the coming year, the pro- 
fits, which will not be less than double those of last year, will be avail- 
able for state purposes since the stock of merchandise has been buiit to 
a point where it does not need very much further expansion. 


From a purely financial standpoint, the operation of the State Liquor 
Stores has been a huge success. An astonishingly small amount has been 
invested in machinery, appliances, furniture and fixtures. 


It was the purpose of your committee to investigate every criticism 
made of the board and to determine the truth of such criticisms. For the 
purpose of brevity in this report, we shall consider only those which we 
deem of any major importance. 


VENDORS 


In communities where there appeared to be sufficient business to sus- 
tain an exclusive store, such a store was installed and a vendor wes em- 
ployed at a specified salary. There are 56 such stores. Where it appear- 
ed that there would not be enough business to sustain an exclusive store, 
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the Board has made agreements with the proprietor of some estab-ished 
business to carry in his store, but separately, a small stock of liquors, for 
which service he was to be recompensed. Some of these dealers did a 
very small volume of business while others did a comparatively large vol- 
ume, dependent upon the locality, population and other features. The 
Board compensated such dealers by paying them approximately 10% upon 
the volume of the liquor sold by them. 


This practice has been criticized upon the ground that by compensat- 
ing such dealers on what substantially amounts to a commission basis, it 
induces the dealers to push the sale of liquors contrary to the agreed 
policy that the state should not endeavor to create more drinking. 


To this criticism some of the members of your committee agree. The 
members of the Liquor Board defend the practice upon the ground that 
such a method is the only fair method they have been able to devise of 
compensating such dealers for the amount of work done. 


Your committee is not entirely satisfied that such reason is suffi- 
cient and recommends that during the coming year the members of the 
Liquor Board give intensive study to the problem and endeavor, if possible, 
to devise a fair method of compensation to such dealers, which will repay 
them for their work but which wiil not induce them to push the sale of 
liquor in order to increase the volume of work done and thereby increase 
their compensation. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


The Liquor Control Board has been blamed for the acknowledged wide- 
spread non-observance of the liquor law with reference to serving liquor 
by the drink in particular. 


This is not the fault of the Liquor Control Board but the fault lies 
solely with the local officers, county attorneys and county sheriffs who 
apparent y make no effort whatever to curb the sale of intoxicating 
liquors by the drink over bars although such violations undoubtedly are 
known to them. In and around the City of Helena alone there are perhaps 
a dozen places which sell liquor illegally, which places are undoubtedly 
known to the county attorney and to the sheriff but nothing is done about 
it. 

The Liquor Control Board is permitted to employ inspectors but these 
inspectors are not vested with the general powers of peace officers. Under 
the law of the State of Montana, it is the duty of the County Attorney and 
of the sheriff to prosecute violations of law whether or not such violations 
be against the liquor law or any other law and your committee cannot too 
strongly condemn the attitude of county officers who blandly ignore this 
obligation. 


BROKERS 


The charge has been made that the members of the State Liquor 
Board have required distillers to employ local brokers at a commission and 
that the cost of the employment of such local brokers has added to the 
price of liquors being solid to the board. This charge is not sustained by 
any evidence which your committee can discover. On the contrary, it has 
been shown that distillers will not sell the State Liquor Control Board 
their products at a lower price regardless of the question of represen- 
tation. The larger distillers have in some instances asserted that repre- 
sentation by brokers is much more intensive than representation by trav- 
eling salesmen and are pleased with the method of doing business. With 
the exception of one distributor seiling apple jack, a type of liquor with 
very small distribution, your committee was unable to find where any 
liquor could be purchased more cheaply than is now being purchased. 
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There are many minor criticisms which might be taken one by one— 
some of which may be justified and many of which are entirely unjustified. 
At the late date of this report your committee does not feel it should go 
into these minor matters. Most of them are question of policy which must 
be determined by any board in charge of such an extensive business. Most 
of them are matters which, if in need of correction, cannot be corrected 
by leg-.slation. 


On the whole, your committee feels that the Montana State Liquor 
Control Board has done a very creditable job. It is composed of three 
members who have many other duties to perform and who can give only 
a very small part of their time to the work of the Liquor Control Board. 
Your committee has been informed that of all the state liquor store systems 
that in the State of Montana has the best record. Within the last week 
the newly created board of the State of Wyoming, came to the Capitol at 
Helena, to study the Montana system because of this fact. The State of 
Idaho also has recently corresponded with the State Liquor Control Board 
and indicates that it desires to adopt many of the features which the State 
Liquor Control Board of Montana has put into effect. Your committee 
feels that the single year which has passed has not been a fair test for 
any new business. Adjustments are being and will be made from time to 
time, and two years from now, when the Legislature meets again, it will 
be sufficiently early to criticize the methods of carrying on the system. 


Your committee obtained a list of 73 persons or places which had 
taken out one thousand dollar permits for the sale of hard liquors in the 
State of Montana. We checked with the records of the Board of Equal- 
ization and found that 41 of them have received permits for sale of beer, 
while several others were located at places, or next to places, where beer 
permits had been issued. 


The Board of Equalization was asked if any inquiry was made re- 
garding the violation of the state laws by the holders of these beer permits. 
We were informed that no action had been taken toward revoking such 
beer permits. In questioning both the Liquor Control Board and the 
Board of Equalization, we found that there was no cooperation between the 
two bod.es working to the enforcement through the revocation of beer 
permits where the State Liquor Laws were violated. Under the pending 
legislation, this condition should be speedily remedied. 


In our examination before the Board of Equalization, we found that 
few beer permits had been revoked, but that it was the policy of that body 
to only investigate where complaints were formally entered. As a result, 
very few permits had been revoked. 


In order to make the work of the State Liquor Board effective, a 
more rigorous policy of investigating the places where beer permits have 
been issued must be effected. 


The places for which liquor permits have been taken out are listed in 
the report of the Senate Committee. 


RESUME 


In conclusion your committee wishes to summarize the following rec- 
ommendations: 


1. We recommend that sales on commission be discontinued and that 
all State Liquor Stores be conducted on salaried basis. 


2. We recommend that all iiquor vendors be placed under bond with 
such bonds fixed at an amount that covers the needs of the situation. 
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3. The auditing of accounts of the board and liquor stores has here- 
tofore been done by private auditing concerns under contract. We suggest 
that the Liquor Board investigate the feas_bility of having this work done 
under the direction of the State Examiner as a matter of economy. 


4, We recommend the extension of the powers of the Liquor Control 
Board so that a better enforcement of law is made possible and to that 
end there should be closer cooperation with the State Liquor Control Board 
by the Board of Equalization. 


5. We recommend the business methods that were installed during 
the year just closed and the show.ng made financially. We are thoroughly 
convinced that the best method of regulating the .iquor traffic is by the 
continuation of the present state control system.

RESOLUTION 


By the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fourth Legislative As- 
sembly of the State of Montana. 


Whereas, under and by virtue of due and regular proceedings had and 
accomplished in the House of Representatives of the Twenty-fourth Legis- 
lative Assembly of the State of Montana, a committee was appointed for 
the purpose of investigating into the acts and office of one Thomas Carey, 
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who is now and since January, 1933, has been, duly elected, qualified and 
acting member of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
Montana; and, 


The committee so appointed has made inquiry as provided and direct- 
ed by this House and has returned to this House a report containing the 
evidence adduced before it and its findings upon such investigation, all 
of which has been considered at length and in detail by the House; and, 


It plainly appear.ng to this House from such report that the so-called 
Carey case has, in one form or another, continued and been pending in the 
District Court of the First Judicial District of the State of Montana in 
and for Lewis and Clark County since October, 1934, and in inferior jus- 
t.ce courts of Helena Township, and that the fact that this assemb.y would 
convene in January, 1985, has tended to create a disposition on the part of 
the law enforcement officers of the state to pass said case to the Legis- 
lature for attention, instead of dealing with it vigorously in the forum 
established for such purpose; and, 


That the said Thomas Carey, as a member of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, is not an officer named in the Constitution of the State of 
Montana, and as indicated by the Supreme Court of the State of Montana 
in the decision of State ex rel Working vs. Mayor, 43 Mont., 61, the right 
of the House of Representatives to sustain an impeachment of the said of- 
ficer might be in question; and, 


That the said Thomas Carey, as a member of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners of the State of Montana is ex officio a member of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission of the State of Montana and various other agencies; 
and, 


It further plainly appearing that probable cause exists (1) for the 
prosecution of Thomas Carey for alleged lewd and lascivious acts with 
minors of the male sex, and (2) for the removal of Thomas Carey for will- 
ful neglect of his duties as a member of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Montana, under the summary removal statute; and, 
also for misfeasance and incompetence; and, 


That this House, after its deliberation on such matters, adopted the 
following motion: 


“That a select committee of five members be appointed by the Speaker 
to draft resolutions, based on the finding of this committee and the Spe- 
cial Committee which investigated the Railroad Commission, said resolu- 
tions to be directed to the Attorney General of the State of Montana, ask- 
ing the Attorney General to at once exert the authority of his office to 
effect the removal of Thomas Carey from the office of Rai:road Commis- 
sioner for misfeasance, incompetence and neglect of official duty.” 


Now, therefore, pursuant to said motion, Be It Resolved by the House 
of Representatives of the Twenty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana that said House does hereby request and direct the Honorable, 
the Attorney General of the State of Montana, forthwith to employ the 
full power and resources of his office and authority to press vigorously and 
with all possible dispatch (1) the prosecution of Thomas Carey for alleged 
lewd and lascivious acts with minor males under information or complaints 
now filed, or to be filed by him or others, and (2), forthwith to exert 
the full power and resources of his office to effect the removal of Thomas 
Carey from the office of member of the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
of the State of Montana. 


Be It Further Resolved: That the Chief Clerk of this House shall 
forthwith transmit said reports and all exhibits accompanying the same, 
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and the complete record of this House and its said several committees 
to the Attorney General of Montana, together with a duly authenticated 
copy of this resolution. 


On motion of Byrne, resoiution adopted. 
On motion of Rolph, the following Resolution was adopted: 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


We, your Committee on Revenue and Taxation, having determined to 
bring to the attention of the House of Representatives the condition ex- 
isting in the State Board of Equalization of the State of Montana and its 
administration of the tax laws in the state, beg leave to report as follows: 


The State Board of Equalization created by Article XII of the Con- 
stitution in 1922, possesses, pursuant to constitutional mandate and legis- 
lative act, ample authority, if properly utilized and thoroughly administer- 
ed, not only to supervise the tax system of the state, but to perform ser- 
vices of the greatest importance and value to the people as a whole and 
to the Legislative Assembly in particular. 


Notwithstanding that said Board is vested with such complete and 
plenary power, it appears that said Board of Equalization is not func- 
tioning to the full extent of its powers in the public interest. The records 
of its office show that its meetings are not conducted with the formality 
required by law and necessary to the proper transaction of public business. 
Testimony of witnesses is not preserved, minutes are fragmentary, and in 
many cases meaningless. No principles of taxation have been established. 
Decisions of the Board are evidenced mostly by letters in the correspond- 
ence file. These decisions should be written up at length and permanently 
recorded so as to be available for public use. 


Particularly the Board is not exercising the powers and carrying out 
the duties imposed upon it by Section 8 of Chapter 3, Session Laws of 
1928, which provides in part as follows: 


“(16). To investigate the tax systems of other states and countries 
and to formulate and recommend legislation for the better administration 
of the liscal laws so as to secure just and equal taxation and improvement 
in the system of taxation and the economical expenditure of public revenue 
in the state.” 


These statutory mandates are plain and unequivocal. An alert and 
industrious Board, diligently endeavoring to follow the law, should have 
assembled and ready for use, the material contemplated in such sections. 
As near as we can ascertain, the only attempt made to comply with these 
mandates, is the brief biennial report, the contents of which are in most 
instances not informative because of lack of explanation and analysis by 
the Board. 


Based upon the foregoing findings, we commend for the consideration 
and adoption by the House of Representatives the above report and the 
following Resolution: 


Resolved that said Board of Equalization be, and is hereby instructed 
and directed to furnish to the next Legislative Assembly, whether regular 
or special, the data required by subsections (16) and (18) of Section 8 of 
Chapter 3, Session Laws of 1923, together with recommendations by the 
Board for ‘mprovement in the system of taxation. The Board is also here- 
by instructed to formulate for the consideration of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, specific measures looking toward the improvement and modernization 
of the tax structure. The House of Representatives by the adoption of this 
Resolution, censures said Board of Equalization and calls upon it thorough- 
ly to overhaul and reform its practices and methods, in conformity with

the law and to perform its duties with energy, with the understanding that 
if there is not a marked improvement in the coming biennium, such ac- 
tion is recommended to the Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly, as may 
be appropriate to eliminate the evils complained of and correct the per- 
sonnel of said Board in accordance with the statute which requires that the 
members be experienced and skilled in matters of taxation. 


The Clerk was instructed to send a copy of above Resolution to the 
State Board of Equalization.
